Whafs New in 
The Sims 3 



Is this your first time diving into The Sims 33 
If you are entirely new to the bestselling 
series of games (well over 1 00 million Sims 
games have been sold around the world), 
then everything in The Sims 3 is brand new. 
But if you are just checking into the game 
after experiencing The Sims or The Sims 9, 
then you will be surprised at how much the 
game has changed. Yes, you are still in control 
of your Sims as they embark on individual 
narratives created from the houses you build, 
the relationships you forge, and the dreams 
you pursue. 

However, The Sims 3 gives you even greater 
control over your Sims’ destinies — even 
though life does tend to hurl a curveball 
(or five) while you play. There are more 
enhanced options for creating new Sims — 
both on the inside and outside. A new mood 
system uses hundreds of little moodlets 
to help you steer Sims toward happiness 
whenever possible by letting you know 
exactly what the Sim is feeling at that exact 
second. New social interactions help you 
guide matters of the heart. And finally, a 
new Lifetime Wish system gives your Sims 
overarching dreams to achieve, giving their 
lives a sense of structure. 



This is not to say that everything you do 
with your Sims has to be in pursuit of this 
big dream. No contract says you must be 
1 00 percent benevolent. No enforcement 
mechanism prevents you from charting a new 
course. The whole point of the changes in 
The Sims 3 is that you have a new level of 
interaction and control to make your game 
experience — the life experiences of your 
Sims — as unique as a snowflake. 


Create a Sim 



If you have already played a The Sims game, 
then you are familiar with Create a Sim, the 
toolbox that allows you to conjure up brand 
new Sims either from scratch or by modifying 
a selection of pre-made Sims. In The Sims 3, 
Create a Sim is boosted with an even more 
powerful set of visual enhancements and 
improvements. Sims now look more real than 
ever and you have an unparalleled set of 
options for giving them faces and features just 
as individual as the people you see walking 
down the street. 


There are not just hundreds of eyes, ears, and 
noses to choose from. You can also modify 
cheekbones, eye shapes, height, weight, 
muscle mass, and those lovable curves that 
make us human in the shadow of near- 
unattainable perfection. 



But in addition to all of the cosmetic surgery 
you can perform on your Sims, the Create a 
Sim mode lets you build an entire personality 
out of an advanced selection of traits. Traits 
include everything from Great Kisser to Green 
Thumb, from Bookworm to No Sense of 
Humor. With more than 60 different traits to 
select from (and even more if you include the 
new personality traits added to the Create a 
Sim tool when you install World Adventures), 
you have the means to craft a robust 
personality. Depending on the age of the Sim 
you create, you can have up to five traits. 

These traits are responsible for more than just 
a general personality. Traits affect the lifelong 
goals of your Sim, the way certain skills are 
developed, and even mood swings. (The 
Over-Emotional trait lets your Sim feel true 
highs. ..but also some crashing lows.) For 
example, a Sim with the Green Thumb trait will 
be a better gardener out of the gate than a 
Sim without the trait. A Natural Cook Sim will 
have a predilection for cooking and excel at 
the Culinary career. 
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Building and Buying 



The outward appearance of your Sims and 
their individual personalities are not the only 
way to express yourself in The Sims 3. You 
can show off your sense of style with the 
home you build for your Sims. You can either 
move your Sim into a pre-built (and even 
pre-furnished) house, or build a house from 
the foundation up with the revised Build 
Mode toolkit. When you initially move in, your 
options are only limited by the number of 
Simoleons in your pocket, but as you bank 
more and more cash, that inner architect can 
really blossom. 

It's not just where and how you put up those 
four walls that completes your Sim’s house. 
There are hundreds of objects to fill the 
house with, from couches to computers. Sims 
cannot live without certain objects, such as 
a toilet or shower. But other objects, such as 
an easel, telescope, television, or globe are 
optional. We're taught that material things do 
not always equal happiness, but the arrival of 
new stuff in a Sim's house typically results in 
a smile. 

Many objects are important for developing 
skills that give your Sims extra definition. In the 
case of the weight set, that definition comes 
with increased muscle via development of 
the Athletic skill. The arrival of a guitar allows 
your Sim to practice the Guitar skill. 

Moods, Needs, and Wishes 

The Sims 3 introduces a whole new way 
to get a snapshot of what your Sims are 
thinking and feeling. The new mood system 
encapsulates the entire need system from 
previous Sims games. Instead of constantly 
watching over individual needs, your Sim now 
expresses needs through moodlets. 
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Moodlets are like slivers of overall mood. 
Taken separately, they key you into a specific 
feeling, such as a Sim being happy about 
being outdoors or frustrated over a messy 
house. The sum of these moodlets is then 
reflected as the overall mood. Maintaining 
your Sims’ happiness by alleviating the 
stresses that lead to negative moodlets and 
doing things to elicit positive moodlets lets 
you really get into the skin of your Sims more 
than just monitoring a handful of need gauges. 

Wishes are the things that drive Sims. There 
are two kinds of wishes in The Sims 3 now: 
Lifetime Wishes and normal wishes. Lifetime 
Wishes are the big dreams that give purpose 
to a Sim's existence. The smaller wishes are 
day-to-day wants and desires that we all 
experience such as wanting to take a class, 
get a promotion, or start a new relationship. 


Skills and Careers 



Wishes, traits, moods — ^that’s a lot of different 
ways to define a Sim, right? But wait, there's 
more. Your Sims can embark on rewarding 
careers in many different fields, such as 
science, music, politics, and even crime. 
Careers are not just the means for earning 
Simoleons; they are also a good way to meet 
other Sims, close in on a Lifetime Wish, and 
also give direction to skill-building. 

Sims love to develop skills. There are many 
skills in The Sims 3, including Athletics, 
Charisma, Writing, and Cooking. As skills are 
learned and developed, they not only help 
out with certain careers, but they also give 
Sims even more ways to express themselves 


and fill their days. The Gardening skill, for 
example, lets Sims grow harvestables that they 
can sell to the supermarket for Simoleons. 

And if Sims get really good at Gardening, they 
can even start growing special harvestables 
that have wonderful properties, such as the 
Money Tree and Flame Fruit. 

Skills and careers also present your Sim with 
opportunities. Opportunities are special 
offers and challenges that can help your Sim 
with work, skill-building, social interactions, 
and even the oL bank account. Your Sims 
will encounter dozens upon dozens of 
different opportunities throughout their lives. 
You are not required to undertake every 
opportunity, but the rewards of completing 
as many as possible make the effort worth the 
time spent. 


Social Life 



There is a whole lot of living to do between 
the house and the work site. The cities 
your Sims live in — either Sunset Valley or 
Riverview — are not empty places. Each city 
is alive with other Sims, each on their own 
personal trajectories. FHowyou bump into 
and interact with these other Sims changes 
not only your own narrative, but also the 
course of these other lives. 

To get the most out of The Sims 3, do not 
just keep your Sim holed up at home with 
a book, leaving only to hustle down to the 
bistro or science facility for their shift. Get out 
there and mingle. Meet strangers and turn 
them into friends. Maybe one of those friends 
will end up being the love of your Sim’s life. 
Maybe one will be a bitter rival. That’s right — 
you will not win over every Sim out there, 
not even if you max out the Charisma skill and 
can schmooze with the best of them. But 
that’s life. 

Show the World 

What would be the point of giving you all 
of these new ways of interacting with your 
Sims and creating amazing narratives without 
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offerins the means to share these stories? The 
Sims 3 includes a full set of tools for capturins 
screenshots and video so you can construct 
movies and slideshows of your Sims. Share 
these stories with The Sims 3 community, 
risht from your same. You can also share 
custom content, such as clothins and furniture 
patterns created with the different tool 
sets. And when you spot objects, patterns, 
clothes, and other sood stuff online at The 
Sim Exchanse (the central location for all of 
the thinss you can upload and download — 
all risht from The Game Launcher), you 
can import it into your same and further 
customize your Sims and their experiences. 

What stories will you share with the world? 

Create a Sim 

Your Sim starts as a spark of imasination — an 
idea. With Create a Sim, you can turn that idea 
into a life. How will you fashion your Sim? Will 
you make them handsome and perfect? Or 
will you embrace the foibles of the human 
condition and include one or two unfortunate 
or undesirable wrinkles into your Sim's 
appearance and personality? That is what 
the Create a Sim took is all about: navigating 
a full field of choices and options as you 
take an empty vessel and build something as 
wonderful and unique as you. 

Appearances 

When you first enter the Create a Sim tool, 
you meet a pre-built Sim, Just waiting for you. 
You can choose this pre-set Sim and dig right 
into the personality or you can use this Sim 
like modeling clay. You can also play around 
with the Sim Bin, a collection of pre-made 
Sims that can be called into the Create a Sim 
“dressing room” and changed to your liking. 
Perhaps you dig that Sim’s hairstyle but want 
a different color. Or you are struck by the 
face of a Sim but just aren’t sold on a certain 
aspect, like the chin. 



Chances are, though, that you will want to 
make more than just one or two small tweaks. 
You will want to design a Sim from the toes 
up (or the hair down). From the first screen of 
the Create a Sim toolkit, you have five tabs of 
options and potential changes. Here are the 
five tabs and their functions: 



Basics: This tab lets you name your Sim 
and change its gender, skin tone, and 
age. 



Hair: Use this tab to change your 
Sim’s hairstyle, which includes adding 
headgear. 



Looks: Go here to change the general 
appearance of your Sim’s head and face, 
including making adjustments to chin, 
nose, eyes, and cheeks. 



Clothes: Select your Sim’s basic 
wardrobe from this tab, including 
everyday wear, athletic garb, and formal 
clothes. 



Personality: This tab lets you assign 
specific traits to your Sim, choose 
personal favorites (food, music, and 
color), and select a Lifetime Wish. 



Should you decide to make a completely 
new Sim, you will likely start tinkering with the 
Basics tab right away. The Basics tab lets you 
give your Sim a new name, assign a specific 
age, and decide the gender. You do not 
need to settle on a name right away (after 
all, the Sasha you see at the beginning of the 
process may not look like a Sasha by the time 
you are all finished), but the age does affect a 
lot of other things in the Create a Sim process. 
For example, Sims from young adult up get 
five traits. Children have only three traits — as 
they advance into teen and then into young 
adult do they gain additional traits, just as your 
own life experiences shape your personality. 



[ Gender does not make a difference 
in The Sims 3 in regards to skills, 
traits, careers, or wishes. 


The basics tab also allows you to alter the 
size, shape, and skin tone of your Sim. Skin 
tone is pretty self-explanatory. The body 
modifiers let you change the general shape of 
your Sim, from tall to short or somewhere in 
between. You can add muscle mass to tone 
them up or add a few curves. 


Hair 



For many, no physical feature defines 
them more than hair. As such, hair is highly 
customizable inside the Create a Sim toolkit. 
There are many different hairstyles to choose 
from for either gender and each ’do can be 
further personalized by adjusting hair color 
and adding highlights. You can add hair 
accessories too, such as berets and flowers. 

Once you’ve settled on a hairstyle — and 
you can actually choose a different hairstyle 
for each of your Sim’s different outfits, such 
as formal and everyday wear — ^you can 
make changes to your Sim’s eyebrows and 
eyelashes. You can select from a number 
of brows and make adjustments to each. 

A slider bar determines the length of 
the eyelashes. 
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Looks 



The Looks tab of Create a Sim is where you 
select facial features, such as eyes and a nose. 
This is basically a painless plastic sursery tab, 
as you can adjust each feature. Want fuller 
lips? Use the mouth sub-tab and then click 
into the deeper adjustment tool to use slider 
bars. Here, you can make all sorts of changes 
such as the fullness of the bottom lip or the 
thinness of the upper lip. You can also make 
changes to the head shape, add freckles, and 
even apply a little make-up. (Or a lot, if that's 
your thing.) 


Clothes 



The Clothing tab of the Create a Sim toolkit 
lets you throw open a virtual closet and 
select five different outfits for your adult 
Sim: everyday, formal, sleepwear, athletic, 
and swimwear. (Younger Sims have fewer 
outfits.) Depending on the selected gender 
of your Sim, the clothing options in each sub- 
tab change. 

Everyday clothing is what your Sim commonly 
wears when at home during normal waking 
hours or while out and about the town. The 
formal wear is donned for special events or 
going out for a nice meal. When it is bedtime, 
Sims slip into their comfy sleepwear. Before 
heading to the gym, Sims put on athletic 
clothes. Finally, swimwear is what your Sim 
puts on when they, well, swim. 

Many categories have entire ensembles to 
choose from, but you can also mix-and-match 
different pieces to make a complete outfit, 
as well as add accessories such as glasses, 
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watches, and rings. Each article of clothing 
has a default color, but that can be adjusted 
with the Create a Style toolkit, which is 
basically Create a Sim for clothes. 


Here’s how the Create a Style tool works: 



1 . Patterns: Use the pull-down menu to 
select from different pattern categories, 
such as abstract and geometric. 


2. Elements of Pattern: These color circles 
are individual parts of the pattern. Click a 
circle to change the color of that part of 
the pattern or texture. 

3. Colors: Depending on how you choose 
to look at colors, they appear here. 
Clicking on the different colors changes 
the selected element. 

4. Color Palette: View individual colors in 
small boxes. 

5. Color Wheel: View colors on a wheel to 
see how they blend together. 

6. Color Numbers: Use hex values to assign 
colors to elements of your outfits. 



A plain nightie becomes a unique piece of 
sleepwear if you choose a pattern for the main 
body and then use the color wheel to make some 
matching trim. 


Personality 



The fifth tab of the Create a Sim tool is where 
you determine your Sim’s personality. If the 
Sim is a young adult or older, you may assign 
five traits that define their personality. There 
are more than 60 traits to choose from in the 
Create a Sim tool — and not all of them are 
positive. For every Ambitious trait, there is the 
Loser trait. 



Let’s turn this regular summer dress into a 
houndstooth classic. 



Traits affect your Sim’s lifelong wishes and 
goals as well as their core personality. The 
selections you make here stick with your Sims 
for the remainder of their lives (well, there is 
actually a way around this. ..but more on that 
later). Choose carefully because these traits 
have far-reaching effects on all aspects of 
life, from how the Sim functions in a social 
situation to how they like to spend quiet time 
at home — if at all. 



Selecting certain traits removes 
others from the available list. 

For example, if you select 
Technophobe, then the Computer 
Whiz trait is no longer available. 


Your trait choices also affect your Sim’s 
Lifetime Wish. The Lifetime Wish is the big 
dream your Sim hopes to grab. Depending 
on the combination of your traits, you have 
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five different Lifetime Wishes to choose from. 
There is no obvious mathematical formula for 
determinins which traits combinations result 
in which Lifetime Wishes you are offered, 
but common sense plays into it. Selectins 
the Bookworm trait makes it more likely your 
Sim will be offered the Illustrious Author 
Lifetime Wish.

Description: Bookworms have a passion 
for reading that surpasses their other 
desires. They also tend to become good 
writers. 


We have compiled a list of all of the available 
traits in the The Sims 3 here so you can make 
informed decisions when determining your 
Sim’s personality. 


Traits 



There are 63 possible traits to choose from in 
The Sims 3. Traits include personality triggers 
such as Brave, Frugal, Loner, and Unlucky. They 
range from positive to negative with a handful 
of relatively neutral traits somewhere in the 
middle. Because these five traits not only 
make up the core of your Sims’ personality 
but also affect what Lifetime Wishes are 
available to them, consider how they might 
factor into the kind of life you’d like to live 
inside The Sims 3. 


This is a full list of all of the currently 
available traits: 


Absent-Minded 



Description: Absent-Minded Sims get 
lost in their thoughts and occasionally 
forget what they are doing or where they 
are going. 


Benefits: None 


Shortcomings: Sim will often stop in 
mid-action, disrupting progress and 
losing valuable time. 


Shortcomings: Sim gets the Anxious to 
Advance negative moodlet if promotions 
or skill level advancements dont come at 
a regular pace. 

Unique Features: To keep Ambitious 
Sims happy, make time to advance skills. 
Stay on top of goals at work, too. 

Angler (^ - 

Description: Anglers catch fish better 
than any other Sims. They also enjoy 
fishing more than anyone else. 

Benefits: Anglers catch more fish and 
gain Fishing skill faster than normal Sims. 

Shortcomings: None 

Unique Features: Anglers start their lives 
with a Fishing skill book in their personal 
inventories. Fishing lowers their stress and 
decreases the need for Fun. 



Description: Artistic Sims are naturally 
gifted artists with a paint brush. They 
make pretty good writers or musicians. 

Benefits: Artistic Sims gain the Painting 
skill faster than normals Sims. They also 
gain the Writing and Guitar skills faster, 
too, but not as fast as the Painting skill. 

Shortcomings: None 

Unique Features: Artistic Sims 
automatically interact with guitars and 
easels more often. Trait introduces Talk 
About Art social. 

Athletic 

Description: Athletic Sims are the 
best athletes in town. They can push 
themselves harder and longer than 
others, and will do so to feel the burn. 


Unique Features: Absent-Minded Sims Benefits: Athletic Sims earn the Athletic 

sometimes turn off the television when skill faster than normal Sims. Athletic 


Benefits: Bookworm Sims read faster. 
Bookworm Sims also write faster whether 
working on the Writing skill, writing 
novels, or doing homework. They get 
increased Fun from reading, which helps 
dispel the Stressed Out moodlet. 

Shortcomings: None 

Unique Features: Bookworm Sims get 
an increased environmental bonus from 
a room with a bookcase. They receive a 
Talk About Books social. 

Brave 

Description: Brave Sims are fearless 
individuals who will fight fires, wrangle 
Burglars, and work to protect those 
around them. 


Benefits: Brave Sims will fight and defeat 
Burglars. If a fire breaks out on the lot 
with the Brave Sim, the Brave Sim will not 
panic. He/she will immediately grab a 
fire extinguisher and put out the flames. 
Brave Sims do better in the Military and 
Law Enforcement careers. (Brave Sims 
also won’t be scared by bugs in World 
Adventures.) 


Shortcomings: None 


Unique Features: Brave Sims can 
sometimes demand a raise from their 
boss with success. Brave Sims are not 
scared by ghosts. Brave Sims cannot pick 
the Loser or Coward traits. 


Can't Stand Art 



Description: Sims who Can’t Stand 
Art will never appreciate the latest 
masterpiece or expensive home decor. 
They are the anti-connoisseur. 


Benefits: None 


Shortcomings: Sims with this trait have a 
negative reaction to all art. They do not 
like to talk about art either. 
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Unique Features: Sims set the nesative 
Can’t Stand Art moodlet whenever they 
are around art. 

Charismatic 

Description: Charismatic Sims love to 
socialize and often know the perfect 
thins to say. They also like to throw 
parties. 

Benefits: Charismatic Sims start with a 
Charisma skill buildins book and sain 
the Charisma skill faster than other Sims. 
Charismatic Sims fare well in almost all 
conversations. It’s a useful trait for the 
Political career because it boosts the 
chances of contributions. Social-oriented 
tones in career have sweater effect on 
performance. 

Shortcomings: None 

Unique Features: Charismatic Sims are 
Sreat in conversations, which makes it 
easier to make friends. They’re sood at 
everything from Debate Politics to Boast 
About Fishing. Cannot have the Loser trait 
at the same time. 

Childish ^ 

Description: Childish Sims find it difficult 
to "act their age.” They love playing 
with children’s toys, see things through 
the eyes of a child, and need to be 
constantly entertained. 

Benefits: Childish Sims get benefits from 
having children’s toys around, such as 
environmental boosts. They can also play 
with toys.

Description: Cowards are terrified of 
everything that can and will go bump 
in the night. They are scared of the dark 
and frequently faint in "dire” situations. 


Benefits: None 


Unique Features: Clumsy Sims drop Shortcomings: Gets the Scared 

engagement rings when proposing. It's ^QQ^Iet when seeing any of the 

actually cute... followinq — Burqiar, qhost, fire. Grim 

Commitment Issues 

Description: Sims with Commitment 
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Reaper. Runs from these things most 
times, but will occasionally faint. 


Unique Features: The trait unlocks the 
Run Away interaction. Cowardly Sims 
cannot have the Brave or Daredevil traits. 

Daredevil ^ 

Description: Daredevils seek the 
extreme side of life, even if it means 
making an everyday chore extreme. They 
also love fire. 

Benefits: Quickly puts out fire when on 
the same lot. Daredevils never burn to 
death if on fire. 


Shortcomings: None 


Unique Features: Many interactions now 
have the word "extreme” in them. Adds 
the Watch This social, which asks others 
to watch as the Sim does something 
crazy. After being crazy, Sim enjoys the 
Adrenaline Rush moodlet. Cannot have 
Daredevil and Coward trait at same time. 


Dislikes Children 



Description: Sims who Dislike Children 
do not want to have anything to do 
with children. No talking, no playing, and 
certainly no reproduction.

Benefits: Easily Impressed Sims are 
always receptive to boasting socials.

Unique Features: Discovering an 
Easily Impressed Sim is a goldmine for 
adulation. These Sims hang on every 
boastful word, whether it’s about fishing 
or dancing.

Description: Evil Sims love the dark, take 
great delight in the misfortune of others, 
and prefer to lead a life as far away from 
goodness as possible. 


Benefits: Evil Sims are not discouraged 
by a lack of light. These Sims also get

Natural 
advanced performance in the Criminal 
career track. 

Shortcomings: Other Sims are naturally 
wary of the Evil Sim once this trait is 
discovered, especially Good Sims or 
Sims in the Law Enforcement career. 

Unique Features: Evil Sims cannot have 
the Good trait. 

Excitable ^ 

Description: Excitable Sims set excited 
about everythins. They enjoy an extra 
dose of self-satisfaction when sood 
thinss happen. 

Benefits: Excitable Sims set positive 
moodlets from many activities, such 
Soins on dates, eatins a favorite food, 
Scttins a promotion, or catchins a fish. 

Shortcomings: None 

Unique Features: Excitable Sims cannot 
have Grumpy trait. 


Family Oriented 

Description: Family Oriented Sims make 
Sreat parents. They love bis families and 
beins surrounded by their children. 

Benefits: Family Oriented Sims can help 
children with walkins and talkins better 
than other Sims. These Sims also start 
out with even better familial relationships 
than other Sims. 


Shortcomings: None 

Unique Features: Family Oriented Sims 
have the Talk About Family social. 



Description: Flirty Sims are constantly 
looking for romance and are most often 
quite successful in this endeavor. 

Benefits: Flirty Sims do exceptionally 
well with romantic socials and have more 
available right away. Massages from Flirty 
Sims have extra positive effects. 


Shortcomings: None 

Unique Features: Flirty Sims naturally drift 
toward flirting unless it would negatively 
affect a current relationship. 

Friendly 

Description: Friendly Sims smile 
frequently at other Sims and are quick to 
make friends. 


Benefits: Friendly Sims default to 
friendly socials and develop friendships 


faster. Friendly Sims have an easier time 
becoming friends with other Sims.

Unique Features: Friendly Sims cannot 
have the Mean trait. 


Frugal 



Description: Frugal Sims love to clip 
coupons to save money, relish a good 
deal, and hate being wasteful. 


Benefits: Frugal Sims get coupon-related 
interactions with newspapers and 
computers and enjoy the Got a Good 
Deal moodlet whenever a discounted 
object/service is purchased. 


Shortcomings: Frugal Sims react poorly 
to purchasing expensive objects, even if 
they are beneficial to household or Sim. 


Unique Features: Frugal Sims give less in 
campaign donations. 


Genius 



Description: Geniuses are brilliant logical 
thinkers, masters of chess, and excellent 
hackers. They savor pursuits of the mind. 


Benefits: Genius Sims generally have 
accelerated learning with brain-related 
skills and activities, such as the Logic skill 
or using a telescope. Genius Sims do 
well in the Science, Law Enforement, and 
Medical careers and are naturals at chess.

Unique Features: Genius Sims often 
automatically use the Contemplate 
interaction. 



Description: Good Sims go out of their 
way to help friends and family in need, 
are charitable with their money, and 
frequently comfort those around them.

Benefits: Sims with this trait have an 
easier time starting relationships with 
other Sims, even those with No Sense of 
Humor. Jokes have a greater impact on 
relationships with other Sims. 

Shortcomings: None 


Unique Features: Sims with a Good 
Sense of Humor also respond well 
to jokes. 



Description: Great Kissers kiss better 
than any other Sim. They give kisses that 
are not easily forgotten. 

Benefits: Kisses from Great Kissers are 
more readily accepted by other Sims 
and have larger positive effects on the 
relationship. 


Shortcomings: None 


Unique Features: None 


Green Thumb 



Description: Green Thumbs are the best 
gardeners. They find solace and comfort 
in their gardens and can revive plants in 
the worst conditions. 


Benefits: Green Thumb Sims learn the 
Gardening skill faster than other Sims and 
start off with a Gardening skill book in 
their personal inventories. They create 
higher quality harvestables and can 
revive dead plants. 

Shortcomings: None 

Unique Features: Green Thumb Sims 
have the Talk to Plants interaction with 
their gardens. This interaction can remove 
the Lonely moodlet. 

Grumpy 

Description: Grumpy Sims are rarely in a 
good mood. They simply don’t want to 
be happy. 

Benefits: None 


Shortcomings: Grumpy Sims naturally 
have decreased moods. It takes more 
work to make them happy. 

Unique Features: Grumpy Sims cannot 
have the Excitable, Hot-Headed, Good 
Sense of Humor, or Neurotic traits. 
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Handy 


Description: Handy Sims are the best 
tinkerers. They will never fail when 
repairins or upsradins a household item, 
which makes electrical objects far less 
danserous. 


Benefits: Handy Sims learn the 
Handiness skill faster and start out with 
a Handiness skill book in their personal 
inventory. Handy Sims never fail when 
repairins or upsradins objects. 


Shortcomings: None 


Unique Features: Objects repaired by 
Handy Sims have a lower chance of 
breakins asain. 


Hates the Outdoors t 


Description: Sims who Hate the 
Outdoors despise beins outside and will 
remain indoors whenever possible. 


Benefits: None 


Shortcomings: These Sims set the 
Plasued by Outdoors negative moodlet 
when they are outside for longer 
than just a few minutes. (Travel to 
work is excluded.) These Sims make 
poor anglers because they don't like 
being outside. 

Unique Features: They cannot have the 
Loves the Outdoors trait. 

Heavy Sleeper 

Description: Heavy Sleepers will 
sleep through any situation, no matter 
how loud or alarming. They also tend 
to snore. 

Benefits: Heavy Sleepers are not 
awakened by loud appliances or music, 
letting them get a full night's sleep. 

Shortcomings: Heavy Sleepers sleep 
through bad events, too, like burglaries 
and fires.

Shortcomings: The Stood Up and Heart 
Broken negative moodlets are more 
potent with Hopeless Romantic Sims. 

Unique Features: Hopeless Romantics 
have more fun reading romance novels 
and if they are writers, they create higher 
quality romance novels.

Description: Hot-Headed Sims are quick 
to anger. Broken household objects, 
conversations gone awry, or even the 
slightest negative moodlet will send them 
into a boiling rage.

Unique Features: Hydrophobic Sims 
never automatically get in the pool. They 
will not play with the rubber duckie in 
the bath, excluding them from Duck Time 
moodlet.

Description: Inappropriate Sims talk 
about the wrong thing at the wrong 
time, never think to dress properly, and 
never think to apologize when they've 
wronged someone. They enjoy mocking 
others with harsh words. 


Unique Features: Inappropriate Sims 
cannot have the Friendly trait. 


Insane 



Description: Insane Sims respond to 
events in life unpredictably. They say 
what they want, do what they want, 
and even wear what they want, even if it 
doesn't make sense to anyone else. 


Benefits: Insane Sims are not frightened 
by ghosts. 

Shortcomings: Insane Sims have 
a random response to a marriage 
proposal, no matter the level of the 
relationship. 

Unique Features: Insane Sims will 
sometimes put on inappropriate outfits 
for occasions, like formal wear for 
going to bed. Insane Sims can fish in 
swimming pools. Insane Sims have the 
Talk to Self social, which removes the 
Lonely moodlet. 

Kleptomaniac 

Description: Kleptomaniacs 
“accidentally" end up with things owned 
by others. They often permanently 
borrow items from work, school, or even 
their neighbors' homes. 


Benefits: None 


Shortcomings: Kleptomaniac Sims often 
come home with stolen objects, which 
can severely damage relationships. 

Unique Features: Stolen objects 
are tagged with the object's origin. 
Kleptomaniacs get the Return to Owner 
interaction with stolen objects that results 
in Returned Stolen Object moodlet. 

Light Sleeper [-■ . J 

Description: Light Sleepers toss and turn 
throughout the night and are awakened 
by the slightest sound or bump.

Light Sleepers cannot have the 
Heavy Sleeper trait. 



Description: Loners enjoy time spent 
alone more than time spent with others. 
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Quite shy, they never approach anyone 
who isn't a close friend. They prize 
their solitude and set nervous around 
larse s roups. 

Benefits: Loner Sims do not mind beins 
by themselves. In fact, they set the 
Enjoyins Solitude moodlet. 

Shortcomings: Loners set the Too 
Many People nesative moodlet in 
social situations. 

Unique Features: Loner Sims cannot 
have the Party Animal trait. 



Description: Losers encounter woe 
and misfortune throushouts their lives, 
besinnins with school and continuins 
into their career. They will fail, and fail 
often. They won't set mad even when 
life falls apart. They'll just cry. 

Benefits: Loser Sims will set a nice 
mood bump from the Winner moodlet in 
the rare event they actually win a same. 

Shortcomings: Losers rarely win at 
Sames, such as chess or videosames. 
Losers complain more often in 
conversations. 


Unique Features: Loser Sims cannot 
have the Charismatic or Brave traits. 


Loves the Outdoors 



Description: These Sims love spendins 
time outdoors and find special Joy 
amid nature. 


Benefits: Sims set sreat moodlets for 
beins outside and love careers like 
Athletic, Science, and Military, and enjoy 
talkins about the outdoors. 

Shortcomings: Loves the Outdoors Sims 
need to be outside more often, which 
can be disruptive at times. 

Unique Features: Sims cannot have 
the Hates the Outdoors trait at the 
same time. 

Lucky [ ^^ 1 

Description: Lucky Sims are closely 
followed throush life with comfortins 
sense of luck. They win often and they 
win bis* 

Benefits: If a Lucky Sim sets at least 
four hours of straisht sleep, they have a 
chance at the Feelins Lucky moodlet. This 
staves off misfortune, like fires, broken 
objects, and burglaries. Lucky Sims also 
have a greater chance of getting raises 
at work. 


Shortcomings: None 

Unique Features: Lucky Sims have 
increased chances at winning chess 
games or videogames. 

Mean-Spirited 

Description: Mean-Spirited Sims love to 
fight, mostly because they never lose in 
a brawl. They take satisfaction with every 
new enemy made and dream of new 
ways to be nasty to others. 

Benefits: Mean Sims always win fights. 

Of course, that means they had to get 
into a fight in the first place. Every enemy 
a mean Sim has contributes to the Sim's 
overall mood. In other words, the more 
enemies they have, the better mood 
they'll be in. 

Shortcomings: Mean-Spirited Sims 
regularly make enemies and often veer 
toward negative socials. 

Unique Features: Mean-Spirited Sims 
cannot have the Friendly trait. 

Mooch 

Description: Mooches can mooch food 
and money from their neighbors, who for 
the most part, just go along with it. 

Benefits: Mooch Sims can actually 
get free food and Simoleons from 
other Sims. 

Shortcomings: While many Sims just roll 
with it, not everybody likes a Mooch. 

Unique Features: Mooch Sims have 
the Have Snack interaction on other 
Sim’s lots and the Mooch interactions 
in conversations. 

Natural Cook ■ 

Description: Natural Cooks can 
improve any dish, making their food the 
most delicious. 

Benefits: Natural Cooks learn the 
Cooking skill faster than other Sims and 
start off with a Cooking skill book in their 
personal inventory. They never start 
kitchen fires and never burn food. 

Shortcomings: None 

Unique Features: Natural Cooks can 
learn recipes just by trying foods on 
other lots. 



Description: Neat Sims always find 
the time to clean, regardless of their 
mood. They are easily devastated by 


□ 


filthy surroundings, but will never leave a 
mess behind. 

Benefits: Neat Sims will automatically 
clean up their surroundings and clean 
objects more thoroughly. 

Shortcomings: Neat Sims get negative 
moodlets around dirty surroundings or 
unclean Sims. 

Unique Features: Neat Sims have the 
Clean House interaction, which sets 
them to clean every filthy/dirty surface or 
object in a house. 

Neurotic 

Description: Neurotic Sims will freak 
out at the most minor of provocations. 
They become stressed easily and can 
be difficult to mellow. Luckily, they 
take solace in sharing their worries 
with others. 

Benefits: Neurotic Sims have a self- 
interaction to freak out, which gives them 
a mood boost for a while (at the mood 
expense of nearby Sims). 

Shortcomings: Neurotic Sims take longer 
to shake stress. Sims can automatically 
Freak Out after an unfortunate event, 
such as burning food or breaking 
an object. 

Unique Features: Neurotic Sims can 
use a new Freak Out interaction that 
is disruptive to nearby Sims. At the 
end of the Freak Out, they get the 
Tranquil moodlet.

Never Nude 

Description: Never Nudes despise 
nudity and will never completely remove 
their clothing. 

Benefits: None 


Shortcomings: None 


Unique Features: Never Nude Sims 
wear swimwear into the bath or shower. 


No Sense of Humor 



Description: Sims with No Sense of 
Humor tell terrible jokes, so they tend 
not to tell them. They don’t enjoy the 
jokes of others, either. Humor is simply 
wasted on them. 


Benefits: None 


Shortcomings: No Sense of Humor 
Sims have weak reactions to jokes or 
humorous socials. 


Unique Features: No Sense of Humor 
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Sims cannot have the Good Sense of 
Humor or Schmoozer traits. 


Over-Emotional 



Description: Over-Emotional Sims 
experience sreat mood swinss when 
both good and bad things happen. They 
are constantly shedding tears of joy, 
whether it’s at a wedding or Just on the 
couch watching romantic television. 


Benefits: Over-Emotional Sims get an 
extra bump out of positive mood lets. 

Shortcomings: Over-Emotional Sims 
also get an extra dip out of negative 
moodlets. 


Unique Features: Over-Emotional Sims 
have extreme reactions to events such as 
getting a raise/promotion, having a child, 
or getting married. 


Party Animal 



Description: Party Animals love to 
party, and others love to party with 
them. When a Party Animal hosts a party, 
everyone comes and has a great time. 
Wooo! 


Benefits: Any Sim invited to a party 
from a Party Animal will attend regardless 
of relationship. These Sims have a 
greater chance bringing gifts to a Party 
Animal’s party. 

Shortcomings: None 

Unique Features: Party Animals have 
the Wooo! social. If the other Sim reacts 
positively, the Party Animal gets the 
Awesome Party and Life of the Party 
moodlets. 

Perfectionist E 

Description: Perfectionists spend 
more time cooking, writing, or even 
painting, but what they eventually 
finish is noticeably better than average. 
Perfectionists accept nothing shy 
of perfection. 


Benefits: Perfectionist Sims have the 
chance to make higher quality painting, 
novels, recipes, and homework. 

Shortcomings: If a Perfectionist Sim 
is making a high-quality piece of art or 
food, the action takes longer. 


Unique Features: The Perfectionist Sim 
always makes the bed after waking up 
from sleep. 


Schmoozer 



Description: Schmoozers are really 
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good at befriending neighbors and co- 
workers, and sucking up to their bosses. 
They love to flatter and are very good 
at it. 

Benefits: Schmoozer Sims more 
effectively socialize/suck-up with co- 
workers and bosses. 


Shortcomings: None 

Unique Features: Compliments from 
Schmoozers are always accepted and 
always improve a relationship. The Chat 
social is replaced with Schmooze. 



Description: Slobs constantly leave 
messes in their wake. To make matters 
worse, they won’t offer to pick up or 
clean. Luckily, common filth won’t offend 
their senses. 

Benefits: Slob Sims are not negatively 
affected my messes or bad smells. Slob 
Sims can eat spoiled or burnt food 
without negative effects. 

Shortcomings: Objects used by Slobs 
get dirtier faster than when used by 
other Sims. 


Unique Features: Slobs can use the Lick 
Dish Clean interaction. 


Snob

Description: Snobs are very hard 
to impress, though they love hearing 
about themselves and will never turn 
down a compliment. They dream of 
owning only the finest things and being 
associated with the highest echelon of 
neighborhood Sims. 


Benefits: Snob Sims love mirrors and 
expensive objects. They also always 
accept compliments regardless 
of relationship. 


Shortcomings: Snobs are very hard to 
impress in conversations. 


Unique Features: Snobs often wish to 
make money, date wealthy Sims, take 
well-paying jobs, and buy new objects 
- particularly mirrors! 


Technophobe 



Description: Technophobe Sims 
hate television. They rarely watch 
television and always look for alternate 
entertainment. 


Benefits: None 

Shortcomings: Technophobes have 



negative reactions to computers 
and televisions. 

Unique Features: Because 
Technophobes do not like computers 
or televisions, they have a difficult time 
repairing them and have a harder time 
learning the Writing skill. 

Unflirty m 

Description: Unflirty Sims do not 
appreciate romantic advances and are 
difficult to woo. It’s not that they don’t 
want to love, it’s just difficult for them. 

Benefits: None 


Shortcomings: Unflirty Sims have 
negative reactions to romantic socials, 
such as kisses or flirtatious jokes. 


Unique Features: Unflirty Sims cannot 
have the Flirty trait. They also have fewer 
romantic socials. 


Unlucky 



Description: Things rarely go right for 
Unlucky Sims. They lose at everything 
they touch. 


Benefits: The Grim Reaper sometimes 
takes pity on Unlucky Sims who die of 
accidents and revives them. 


Shortcomings: Unlucky Sims 
occasionally get the Feeling Unlucky 
moodlet after four hours of sleep, which 
affects their chances of burning food, 
setting fires, and losing games. 


Unique Features: Unlucky Sims cannot 
have the Lucky trait. 


Vegetarian 


Description: Vegetarian Sims never 
choose to eat meat and doing so makes 
them ill. 


Benefits: Vegetarians live longer than 
other Sims. 

Shortcomings: Vegetarian Sims who eat 
meat earn the Nauseous moodlet. 


Unique Features: Vegetarian Sims 
cannot prepare recipes with meat 
in them. Vegetarians can also cook 
vegetarian versions of some recipes, 
such as veggie burgers and tofu dogs. 

Virtuoso 

Description: Virtuosos have a natural gift 
with musical instruments and make the 
best musicians. 


Benefits: Virtuosos learn the Guitar 
skill faster than other Sims and start 
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with a Guitar skill book in their personal 
inventory. They earn more Simoleons 
from tips. 

Shortcomings: None 

Unique Features: Virtuoso Sims tend to 
sins in the shower. 

Workaholic 

Description: Workaholics love to 
work and rarely become stressed from 
workins. Their mood suffers when they 
miss work, but they can make it up by 
working from home. Workaholics make 
the best employees. 

Benefits: Workaholics finish homework 
faster and have fun doing it. Workaholics 
have a better chance at getting raises at 
careers. They get the Likes Work moodlet 
when working. 

Shortcomings: Workaholics suffer 
from the Missing Work moodlet if they 
accidentally miss a shift. 

Unique Features: Workaholics can 
check in at work via the cellphone. 

These Sims can also work from home on 
the computer, which helps with career 
advancement. 

HIDDEN TRAIT 

There is a hidden trait that can 
only be earned through genetics: 
Pyromaniac. The Pyromaniac trait 
is sometimes given to children of 
Firefighters. Pyromaniacs can set 
objects on fire and get a positive 
moodlet from doing so. Of course, 
this ruins the object. Pyromaniacs 
can also take a fruit and turn it into 
a Flame Fruit, which Pyromaniacs 
have fun eating. 


Lifetime Wishes 

At the very end of the Create a Sim process, 
you select a Lifetime Wish for your new Sim. 
This wish is the Sim’s main goal in life — it 
is the dream that ultimately defines them. 
While you do not necessarily have to play 
the game strictly to satisfy these wishes, they 
do give you some structure. Plus, fulfilling a 
Lifetime Wish rewards your Sim with Lifetime 
Happiness points — a lot of them. Lifetime 
Happiness points are a currency that your 
Sim banks when you help them satisfy smaller 
wishes or maintain high spirits. While you can 
amass a lot of Lifetime Happiness points by 
fulfilling the day-to-day wishes and making 


sure your Sim is consistently happy, there is 
no bigger payout than the Lifetime Wish.

Creating a House 

Now that you have created a new Sim (or 
a new household of Sims), it is time to sive 
them a place to bans their hat. A Sim’s home 
is a Sim’s castle — in some cases, a clever 
player can deliver on that adage literally. Much 
like working with Create a Sim, you have 
nearly limitless tools for putting up a personal 
paradise for your Sim. You are limited only by 
your initial bank account. However, as your 
Sim earns more Simoleons, you can keep 
building onto a house and eventually put 
together a real dream house. 


That same budget also prevents you from 
an initial spending spree in Buy Mode, which 
is where you shop for the objects that fill a 
house. But like building on to a house, as your 
Sim rakes in the Simoleons, you can amass 
quite a treasure trove of items and goodies. 

Now, you do not have to build a house. 

You can choose from plenty of pre-built 
houses or buy a furnished joint with all of the 
objects you need for a basic existence (toilet, 
shower, fridge, etc.). And, you can even take 
a pre-built life a step further by assuming a 
pre-made scenario with one of the many 
families already living in either Sunset Valley 
or Riverview.

Building Basics 

Building a basic house with the tools 
provided by The Sims 3 is easy. Using Build 
Mode and Buy Mode, you access a series 
of tools and cursors that let you drop new 
objects and building components on to your 
lot. The tools are the same in each mode. 

Hand Tool [h]: The Hand tool is used 
to move objects around your house or 
property. To grab an object, left-click on it. To 
drop the object, left-click again. To rotate an 
object, click and hold the left mouse button 
on the object and move the mouse around. 
The object will spin to face the cursor as you 
drag the mouse. 



One major upgrade to The Sims 
3 is the ability to use freeform 
placement and rotation. Hold the 
[Alt I key while using the Hand tool, 
and objects won’t stick to the grid 
as you move them, and they won’t 
snap to specific rotation angles 
while you’re rotating them. Instead, 
they will move smoothly during 
placement and rotate to any angle, 
allowing for extremely precise and 
natural-looking floor plans.

Create a Style [H): This tool enters the 
Create a Style menu, which allows you to 
customize objects. Personalize objects with 
new colors and textures. The Create a Style 
tool is fully explained later in this chapter. 

Eyedropper Tool The 

Eyedropper tool copies the color or texture 
of an object so you can easily place it on 
another object. You can also use this tool to 
copy decorations, such as wallpaper. Click on 
the tool and then click on the object/surface 
you want to replicate. Then, click on the 
object/surface you want to copy the texture 
or color set to. 

tS Sledgehammer Tool 0: Want to 
destroy an object, wall, or floor? Click on the 
Sledgehammer tool. Once the cursor turns 
into a hammer, click on an object to 
immediately destroy it. Simoleons are instantly 
returned to your bank, minus any 
depreciation. 



The Sledgehammer tool has also 
been upgraded from previous 
The Sims games: it now can delete 
many things at once. To delete 
multiple objects, click down on an 
object you want to delete, then 
hold and drag over an area, and it 
will delete any objects within the 
highlighted area. If you want to 
delete lots of flooring, click and 
hold on a floor tile, then drag out 
over an area of floor tiles you’d 
like to delete. Similarly, if you’d like 
to delete many walls, click on a 
wall segment, then drag along an 
entire wall or drag out over multiple 
rooms to delete all the walls in the 
highlighted area. 



Build Mode 

Build Mode is the tool set for actually 
constructing a house. There are multiple 
building elements available in Build Mode, 
such as a foundation, floor coverings, walls, 
windows, and doors.

Buy Mode 

Now that you have built your house and laid out the general floor plan, it is time to outfit the 
place with appliances, furniture, and other objects. You can view the catalog of objects by room 
or by function. The top icon (1 ) sorts by room — ^which lets you click on the Room tabs along the 
top of the tool. The small chair icon (2) sorts by function. 

After selecting an object category, such as a chair or table, you can look at the individual objects. 
Each object is accompanied by a photo of the object, a description, price, and any related 
properties, such a comfort rating or how the object addresses a need.

Build Mode 

If you decide to build your own house, then you need to understand the basics of construction. 
The tools in Build Mode make this process smooth and simple, but let’s go through the process 
of building a single-story house with a small backyard pool. 

Before breaking ground, you need to know about an essential pair of tools that makes building 
easier and helps you see inside not only your house, but also community lots when your Sim is 
on the premises: Change Wall Mode and Change Floors.

Foundation 



The first step to building a house is laying 
down the foundation. The foundation is what 
supports your house and is especially useful 
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for decidins on a general layout. If you are 
building your first house after just starting a 
new game, then you need to think small. Be 
frugal with the foundation (it’s ^4 per square) 
and build a house that encapsulates the 
essential rooms: bathroom, bedroom, kitchen, 
and some kind of living area. If you spend all 
of your Simoleons on a huge foundation, you 
will run out of money way too soon. 

To lay down a foundation, click on the 
Foundation tool in Build Mode and then 
stretch the cursor across your purchased lot 
to create a rectangle. When you release the 
left mouse button, the foundation is filled. 

If you want to make a house that is not a 
rectangle, then attach different pieces of 
foundation to make your new shape. 



There is a second type of foundation: deck. 
If you want to create a deck for your house, 
switch to the deck option in the Foundation 
tool from Build Mode and then follow the 
same steps with dragging the cursor to lay 
down the planks.

Walls 



After laying the foundation, it is time to erect 
some walls. Left-click on the wall in Build 
Mode to switch to the wall tool. The cursor 
changes to an arrow with a small wall symbol 


over it. You now have three ways to put 
up walls: 

' Create Wall: Create walls manually by 
"It dragging the cursor along the edges of 
a foundation or directly across it. 


^ Create Room: Erect four walls to 

instantly create a room. Drag the cursor 
across the foundation to expand the 
pre-made room. 

Create Diagonal Room: This option 
creates a whole room, but does so 
along the diagonal of the square grid. Use this 
option to create unique rooms. 


There is no limit to the number of walls 
you can create — that is dictated by your 
household funds because walls cost ^70 per 
panel. While you definitely need to enclose 
your house, you do not need to enclose all 
of the rooms inside the house. You should, of 
course, enclose the bathroom. The bedroom 
needs to be enclosed, too, to keep out 
sound from the rest of the house. Otherwise, 
noises can wake your Sim and put them in a 
bad mood. 



Walls are required to build second 
(or third) stories on your house. You 
must have enough walls to bear the 
load of an additional story. If you 
meet resistance while setting down 
the floor for a second story, place 
additional walls on the floor below it.

Wall and Floor Coverings

Doors and Windows 



Naturally, once you create walls for your 
house and the individual rooms, you need 
windows and doors. You can also install an 
arch as an alternative to a door, although that 
does not block noise like a door does. You 
always need to install a door on the exterior 
of your house instead of an arch. An arch just 
invites Burglars and curious neighbors. 

There are many types of doors for your 
house, from exterior to interior doors. There 
are also glass doors that serve two purposes. 
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but they also let in sunshine, which many Sims 
find pleasins. 





You can choose to automatically 
have railings placed along with stairs 
or do it yourself. Or not at all. 




Columns 


Windows are important not just as 
decoration, but also to allow daylight into a 
house. Sims can read by daylight instead of 
always needing a lamp or artificial light source. 
There are many window options in Build 
Mode across a spectrum of prices. Many 
windows also accommodate drapes and 
curtains, which can be purchased through 
Buy Mode.

Do you have a Sim who likes 
nature? Consider placing giant 
glass panels in the walls so they 
can soak up the joy of the great 
outdoors. 

Stairs and Railings 


Columns serve dual purposes in Build Mode. 
Not only are they attractive features when 
artfully placed around a house, but they also 
bear the load of upper stories. If you want to 
create an outdoor balcony for your house, 
use columns to support it. You can also use 
columns inside to support an upper floor 
when you do not want to extend a load- 
bearing wall across a room. Different columns 
support different amount of area of an upper 
floor. The cheapest column, for example, 
supports a 4x4 grid of floor. 

Roof 



The primary function of stairs is to connect 
two stories of a house either inside the 
house or provide access to an upper story 
(or balcony) from outside. Stair prices range 
from ^1 0 to ^1 20 per segment, which can 
get quite costly. When creating stairs, select 
the type of stairs you want from Build Mode 
and then drag them into the house. The 
stairs automatically “clamp” to the next story, 
however, only if you have sufficient room for 
the stairs. While you may adjust the width of 
the stairs, you cannot adjust the incline. If the 
marker around the base of the stairs is red, 
then the stairs will not fit. 

PRlMA OFFICIAL GAME GUIDE 


No house is complete without a roof. When 
you initially select the Roof tool from Build 
Mode, you are dropped into the Autoroof 
function, which stretches a roof across the 
structure as soon as you select a style. You 
can turn Autoroof off and opt for topping 
your dwelling on your own, which is a fun 
way to design such features as gables. Roofs 
are free, so feel free to experiment without 
any hit to your household funds. 



Fireplaces 



Like columns, fireplaces are both decorative 
and functional. There are several types 
of fireplaces to choose from. Some are 
freestanding and some must be “locked” onto 
a wall. When you install a fireplace, a chimney 
is automatically extended up to the roof-even 
if it has to go through additional floors above 
it. However, you can share a chimney with 
multiple fireplaces on multiple floors by 
installing them directly above and below each 
other. Fireplaces can also be installed outside. 

Fireplaces add fun to a house. Sims can also 
warm themselves by a fireplace, which results 
in a mood boost. After lighting a fire, your Sim 
can poke at it, which they find amusing. 








Always extinguish a fire before the last 
Sim leaves the house, though, to avoid 
catastrophe. When a house catches fire, the 
Fire Fighter Service Sims arrive — but only if 
you have a smoke alarm in the room. Without 
this alarm, you risk extensive damage to 
your house. 

Gates and Fences 
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Fences make sood neishbors. To add a fence 
to your lot, choose the Fence tool from Build 
Mode and then stretch it alons the sround 
just as if you were extendins a wall. There is 
a Create Yard option that lets you stretch a 
rectansle of fencins across your lot, just like 
creatins a room inside with the Wall tool. You 
can also add sates to fences to sive access 
to outdoor features, like sardens. 




[ While fences can be stretched 

across uneven terrain, gates must be 
installed on flat ground. 

Swimming Pools 


Sims love to swim — unless they have the 
Hydrophobic trait. Swimmins is fun and sood 
exercise. Plus, if a Sim likes the outdoors, 
swimmins in an outdoor pool sives a nice 
little mood boost. Select the Pool tool from 
Build Mode to dis a pool on your lot, just like 
layins down a foundation.

Terrain Tools

The Terrain tools allow you to perform 
effortless landscapins on your lot. These tools 
let you sink the sround, install ponds, build 


mounds, and smooth roush surface edses. To 
access the Terrain tools, just select them from 
Build Mode. 

Foliage 

Beautify the exterior of your house with trees, 
flowers, and shrubs. Sims love a landscaped 
lot complete with trees, artfully placed rocks, 
and fresh blossoms. Unlike harvestables, 
which must be tended to srow, the trees and 
plants you install in Build Mode do not require 
any upkeep. They are sorseous year-round. 

Buy Mode 

Sims love stuff and Buy Mode is how you give 
it to them. Buy Mode is like an insta-catalog 
where you purchase objects and items and 
then immediately install them in a house or on 
a lot. When you enter Buy Mode, the same is 
paused so no time passes while you consider 
the hundreds of shoppins options. When 
you select an object from Buy mode and 
place it on your lot, the funds are immediately 
deducted from your household account. 

While you are still in Buy Mode, you can 
return an object for a full refund. Just use the 
Sledsehammer tool to dismiss the object and 
the Simoleons reappear in the household 
funds. However, if you exit Buy Mode and 
then go back into it to remove an object, you 
are dinged for object depreciation. 




Want to place an object anywhere, 
at any angle? Hold [AiTI while 
holding down the left mouse button 
and moving the mouse. Now you 
can rotate an object in very small 
increments. 


DEPRECIATION AND 
APPRECIATION 

As soon as you buy an object and 
then exit Buy Mode, the object 
loses value. The immediate value hit 
is significant, but not devastating: 

15 percent. With each additional 
day, the object loses more value: 

10 percent per day. The value of 
an object finally bottoms out at 40 
percent of its original value. So, if you 
bought the SimmerChar Dual-State 
Stove for §400, the object would lose 
§60 on the first day. The next day, it 
would lose another §40. If you sold 
the object back after two weeks of 
use, you would get §160 back. 

However, not everything in this world 
goes down in value upon purchase. 
Some art actually increases in 
value. And if your Sim is an artist, 
the paintings created on the easel 
will also grow in value over time. 

The masterworks of a true artist will 
skyrocket in value, so it can definitely 
pay to work on those painting skills. 
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BiLLS 



Every Monday and Thursday, the 
postal worker drops off a stack of 
bills in your mailbox. You have to pay 
approximately §6 for every §1 ,000 
of stuff you own. For example, if 
you spent §14,500 on building and 
objects, your bills will come out to 
around §85. So keep this in mind 
when shopping. To pay your bills, 
click on the mailbox and choose the 
Pay Bills interaction or choose the 
Auto Bill Pay option. 

You cannot ignore bills and hope they 
go away. You can pick up bills from 
your mailbox and attend to them in 
a timely manner. Bills change color 
as you ignore them, indicating the 
growing need to attend to them. 
Here’s the color chart: 

1 day old: Yellow 

2 days old: Orange 

3 days old: Red 

If you do not pay your bills within 
three days— the normal bill cycle— 
you can count on a visit from the 
Repo Man on day four. The Repo Man 
will enter your house without warning 
and take objects without mercy 
until he has reached the number of 
Simoleons you currently owe. Once 
you enter day four of bills, you cannot 
quickly pay them and shoo away the 
Repo Man. It’s too late by that time. 


You can have as many rooms in your house 
as your Simoleons allow, but there are some 
essential rooms that your Sim cannot function 
without: bedroom, bathroom, and kitchen. 
Your Sims would certainly appreciate any 
other rooms in their new digs, but let’s Just 
go over the required areas and the critical 
objects you must place in those rooms. 
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Bathroom 



The bathroom is positively critical for your 
Sims’ well-being. Without a place to attend 
to hygiene and bladder needs, your Sims 
will not be able to function properly in polite 
society. You must install a toilet so your Sims 
can relieve themselves in a timely manner. A 
bathtub or shower is also essential for keeping 
clean. If your Sims do not wash on a regular 
basis, not only with their overall mood suffer, 
but relationships with friends and work will 
also take a hit. Install a sink and mirror in the 
bathroom, too, so your Sim can brush teeth 
as well as primp and pose. Looking good is 
often akin to feeling good, you know. 



When you create a bathroom, make sure you 
leave enough room along the side of the bathtub 
for a Sim to bend over and turn on the faucet. If 
you put something too close, like a counter, just 
use the Hand tool to move it over and create the 
needed space. 


Bedroom 



the kind of rejuvenating rest needed to greet 
a whole new day and effectively perform at 
work, Sims need a bed. A modest bed will 
do the trick at first. You can place other useful 
objects in the bedroom, such as a dresser, 
but the bed is your top priority. 



Sims do fancy checking themselves out. If you 
have a little money to spare, put a mirror in the 
bedroom. A dresser is useful, too, because it lets 
Sims change their outfits. 



Sims need to keep hunger at bay to function, 
and that means they need to eat food. If Sims 
get too hungry, not only does their mood 
greatly suffer, but they can eventually pass 
out and lose valuable time recovering. Build 
a small kitchen for starters, with a refrigerator, 
stove, and sink. A dishwasher is useful to be 
sure, but dishes can be easily cleaned in the 
sink at first. A fridge by itself is not exactly 
helpful after a few days, so make sure you hit 
up the grocery store for food, especially if 
you plan on being a cook. You can also dine 
out, but it is much cheaper to eat at home. 


Sims need their beauty rest. After a long 
day of work or play (or, hopefully, a nice 
combination of both), Sims get sleepy. While 
a Sim can take a catnap on a couch, to get 
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The kitchen does not need to be its own room 
with a door. It can just be a small nook off the 
living room to save money and space. However, 
noise from the kitchen will wake Sims within 
earshot, especially Sims who are light sleepers. 



I lf your Sim is going to pursue a 
career in cooking, a kitchen is 
absolutely essential. Splurge on this 
room at the expense of other parts 
of the house. 




Create a Style 

So, you just bought a bed for your house, but 
you want to change the color of the duvet 
cover? It’s easy to accomplish this design 
feat with the Create a Style tool. The Create 
a Style tool for changing the appearance 
of an object works quite similar to making 
adjustments to a Sim’s clothes in Create a Sim. 
To change the colors or textures, left-click on 
the Create a Style button (the palette). Now, 
left-click on the object you want to alter. 


When the Create a Style toolkit appears on 
the screen’s right side, you see the current 
colors and textures used in the currently 
selected object. In the case of this bed, the 
pattern for the duvet cover, the wooden 
frame textures, and the metal knobs on the 
bed all appear on the pane to the right. To 
make changes to any of the textures, left-click 
on the desired texture. Now, you can either 
adjust the color with the color wheel or color 
palette or select a different texture from the 
texture box in the top-right corner. 



The textures are divided into several categories, 
such as wood, metal, abstract, and geometric, 



To save a customized object, just 
click the folder icon in the upper-left 
corner, right below all of the pre-set 
versions of the object. Now you can 
grab a replica of it at any time. 


If you want to make objects in a room match, 
you can easily apply the same textures and 
patterns from one object to another by 
grabbing the texture pane and dragging it on 
to the object you want to match. You can 
either pull the entire set of textures on to the 
new object or grab a single texture (such as 
the wood from the bed frame) and then drag 
it on top of the piece of furniture you want to 
match. In this case, pulling the wood texture 
from the bed onto the dresser changes the 
pattern so the set now matches. 



When you drag a pattern onto another object 
with multiple textures, you must designate which 
pattern you want to replace. 
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A Day in the Life 

Once you create a Sim and a place for them to call home, it is finally time to venture into the world and start livins it up. The journey will not always 
be easy, but it will be full of fun and surprises. However, before takins on that first brave day, you need to be familiar with a handful of terms that will 
not only appear throushout this entire suide, but also be critical to succeedins within the same. 


REQUIRED READING 


4 Wishes: Every Sim has desires, both 
immediate and lons-term. When you 
created a Sim, you save it a Lifetime 
Wish. However, Sims also come up 
with smaller wishes each day that 
they would love for you to help them 
fulfill. Fulfilled wishes boost your Sim’s 
mood and award Lifetime Happiness 
points. 

^ Lifetime Happiness Points: These 
are the ultimate barometer of your 
Sim’s fulfillment. When you complete 
a wish, your Sim earns Lifetime 
Happiness points. You also earn 
these points when you boost your 
Sim’s mood over a certain threshold. 
Lifetime Happiness points can be 
traded in for Lifetime Rewards, which 
affect your Sim’s personality and 
aptitude. 

^ Skills: Sims can learn a variety of 
talents, such as writins, fishins, 
paintins, and athletics. These skills are 
often tied into careers or hobbies. 
Certain activities increase your skill 
ranking. You can track your Sims’ skills 
in their Skill Journals. 


^ Careers: In order to maintain their 
households, Sims must have a constant 
source of income. Careers provide that. 
There are a multitude of career tracks in 
Sunset Valley, from athlete to journalist. 
Sims can also seek out part-time jobs 
or turn their skills into moneymaking 
opportunities, such as penning books 
from home. Each career has several 
levels of promotion. 

^ Opportunities: From time to time, Sims 
encounter opportunities that result in 
rewards when completed. Opportunities 
are typically related to careers and 
skills, but special opportunities pop 
up just by exploring Sunset Valley and 
talking to people. Rewards include job 
promotions, physical objects, Simoleons, 
or relationship boosts. 

^ Moodlets: The Sims 3 introduces a new 
measurement of your Sim’s happiness — 
moodlets. Moodlets are factors that 
affect your overall mood. They are good, 
bad, and neutral. Most moodlets have a 
timer that denotes how long they affect 
overall mood. Some negative moodlets 
can be eliminated by correcting behavior 
or environment. To make your Sims’ life 
better and earn more Lifetime Happiness 
points, adjust your Sims’ life so they 
experience more positive moodlets. 


^ Needs: As in The Sims™ 9., Sims 
have individual needs like Bladder, 
Hunger, Hygiene, Social, Fun, and 
Energy. These needs are affected 
by environment, activities, and 
relationships. While mood and 
moodlet take center stage in making 
sure your Sim is happy, don’t neglect 
basic needs. When buying objects 
for your lot, be sure to keep an 
eye on how certain objects affect 
specific needs. For example, a nicer 
bathtub or shower will increase your 
Sim’s Hygiene rating. 

^ Socials: Socials are the interactions 
that take place between Sims. There 
are literally hundreds of socials. Not 
all socials are available right away. 
Some are unlocked by developing 
skills. Other socials are activated by 
the traits you give your Sims. LJse 
socials to direct a conversation and 
engage other Sims, paying attention 
to their likes and dislikes so you 
can build better relationships. Who 
knows what could happen? Playfully 
teasing the right Sim could lead to 
a lifelong love, while joking with 
a sourpuss could result in a new 
nemesis. 


Mood 

There are a handful of ways to measure 
your Sim’s life progress, such as Simoleons 
or the current career promotion, but mood 
is how you measure your Sim’s immediate 
condition. Your Sim’s happiness and/or misery 
is displayed right there on the Mood meter — 
shaped like an upside-down exclamation 
point — ^which turns green when the Sim is 
pleased and bright red when something is 
seriously amiss. There is a yellow point in the 
middle of the Mood meter that gives you a 
warning. Inject something fun or enjoyable

into your Sim’s day or mood will continue 
to plummet. 



To succeed in life, you must keep your Sim 
happy. Pushing the Mood meter in to the 
green indicates happiness. And if you can 
boost the Sim’s mood all the way into the 
“bubble” at the top of the meter, then you 
know your Sim is truly happy. As long as 
the Mood meter is in that bubble, the Sim 
accumulates Lifetime Happiness points. This 
lasts until the mood drops out of the bubble, 
even if the Sim is still shown to be happy by a 
largely green meter. 
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Mood lets 

Mood is a bird’s-eye view of everythins 
the Sim is feelins at that siven moment. 
Moodlets are slivers of that mood. These 
smaller emotions, feelinss, and cravinss are 
not passive indicators — these are real-time 
assessments that should never be ignored. 

Some moodlets demand immediate attention, 
such as moodlets that indicate hunger or a 
lack of hygiene. These negative moodlets 
contribute to a decreased overall mood, 
which affects so much of your Sim’s life, 
such as their performance at work. Negative 
moodlets can typically be dispelled with an 
action, such as taking a shower to get rid of 
the Grungy moodlet. 



There are three types of moodlets: positive, 
neutral, and negative. To keep mood up, 
you need to do more things that inspire 
positive moodlets. Moodlets have varying 
degrees of effect on overall mood. Some 
moodlets are very minor and do not neces- 
sarily cause a mood swing. However, these 
little annoyances can add up to an unhappy 
Sim if they are ignored. To combat these, 
rectify any conditions causing a negative 
moodlet and seek out activities that cause 
positive moodlets. 




Moodlets 
are timed — 
they only last 
for a certain 
time before 
they either 
vanish, or 
in the case 
of several 
negative 
moodlets, 

lead into worse moodlets. While a moodlet 
is active, it contributes to the overall mood. 
There is no state of decay. As soon as the 
timer on a moodlet expires, that moodlet’s 
effect on the overall mood vanishes. 



Here is a list of all of the moodlets your Sim 
can feel, broken down by effect — positive, 
negative, and neutral. The duration of each 
moodlet is also included so you know how 
long the effects of a moodlet will influence 
overall mood.

Mood Boosting Tips and 
Tricks 

We have collected a host of sussestions 
for increasins the appearance of positive 
moodlets as well as minimizing negative 
moodlets. Because a good mood has such a 
far-reaching effect, use these tricks to maintain 
a smile on your Sim. 

Food Boosts 

The simple act of eating can have a very 
positive effect on your Sim. Not only does it 
negate hunger, but quality food can also put 
a Sim on cloud nine (or clouds one through 
eight, depending on how good the meal is). 
Here are some tricks for maximizing mood 
through eating: 

^ Develop the Cooking skill. As your Sim 
approaches level 1 0, they make higher 
and high quality meals. Quality meals 
result in the Good Meal, Great Meal, and 
Amazing Meal moodlets depending on 
the skill of the cook and the number of 
times the recipe has been prepared. 

^ Sims get better at a recipe the more they 
make a dish. Fortunately, they do not get 
tired of eating the same thing so if your 
Sim masters a dish like Goopy Carbonara 
and keeps making it, Sims get moodlet 
boosts for eating it. 

^ Place leftovers in the fridge of Excellent or 
Perfect recipes and eat them whenever 
the Sim is hungry. Buying a more 
expensive fridge helps leftovers keep 


longer so you waste little time making 
additional servings every day and can 
enjoy a quick mood boost from eating 
good food. 

When a Sim finally reaches level 1 0 of the 
Culinary career, they get a special fridge 
that not only keeps leftovers for a long 
time, but Sims get the Superior Equipment 
moodlet Just for walking past it. 

4 If your Sim makes a new recipe and does 
a poor Job resulting in a disgusting meal, 
don’t eat it. Just rely on a quick meal to 
satiate hunger. The Sim is sad over wasting 
food, but the mood hit for the Nauseous 
moodlet is worse. 

4 At level 1 0 of the Cooking skill, Sims can 
buy the Baked Angel Food Cake recipe. 
Eating a serving of this recipe results in the 
Warm Fuzzies moodlet, which gives an 
easy mood boost for five hours. 

4 Eating out at the diner or bistro always 
results in a food-related mood boost. 
Sure, it costs Simoleons, but the eight- 
hour moodlet boost will pump up your 
Sim’s overall mood. Try eating at the bistro 
or diner before going to work for an 
extended mood boost. 

4 Dining at the bistro occasionally (but 
not too often) results in the Divine Meal 
moodlet. This moodlet boost lasts for an 
entire week and offers +75 to your Sim’s 
mood. Talk about a happiness generator. 

4 Feed Ambrosia to your Sims so they get 
the coveted Divine Meal moodlet. The 
recipe is available from the bookstore 
once Sims reach level 10 of the Cooking 


skill. However, the recipe does not come 
cheap. It costs §1 2,000 and it’s worth 
every single Simoleon. 

4 No time to cook? Just grab a quick snack. 

If you let your Sim get too hungry, they get 
the Very Hungry and Starving moodlets. 
These negative moodlets last a long time 
and are terrible to have, especially before 
going to work. 

4 In addition to buying a good fridge, 
splurge on a good stove. This reduces the 
chances of preparing a meal that results 
in the negative Uneven Cooking moodlet 
while working on new recipes. 

Environment Boosts 

Sims are affected by their surroundings at 
home. You can boost mood by making sure 
your Sims have a pleasant pad. Sure, it may 
cost a little money to get the best stuff and 
make your Sims happy, but maxing out mood 
is almost always worth the expenditure. 

4 Sims love new stuff. In fact, buying a 
new object for the house results in the 
appropriately named New Stuff! moodlet, 
which is a quick mood booster. 

4 Keep your lot clean. It doesn’t take that 
long to pick up dishes or make sure 
objects in the bathroom are clean. Mop 
up puddles right away, too. Dirty houses 
result in negative moodlets like Filthy 
Surroundings. Walking through a dirty 
house on the way to work is a real mood- 
killer. 

4 Master the Painting skill so your Sims create 
Masterpieces. Masterpieces add huge 
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environmental boosts to rooms that help 
foster the Decorated moodlets. 

♦ Spend some Simoleons on nice objects 
such as paintinss and sculptures so Sims 
set the Decorated moodlets just for 
passins throush a room. 

♦ Install a fireplace in your Sim's house. 
When Sims walk past it while a fire 
crackles, they set the Cozy Fire moodlet. 

If they linser near the fireplace, they set 
the Warmed moodlet. 

^ Speakins of heat, if a sardenins Sim srows 
a Flame Fruit and keeps it in their personal 
inventory, they always enjoy the Warmed 
moodlet. 

♦ Place a swimmins pool on your lot. Sims 
set the Lovely Pool moodlet when they 
are near it. 

^ Buy the rubber duckie from the 
supermarket and place it on the tub in 
your house. Every time Sims take a bath, 
they set the Duck Time Fun moodlet. 

That’s an easy mood booster. 

^ All Sims like music. Place a stereo in your 
house and play music for your Sims so 
they set the Enjoyins the Music moodlet. 
The potency of this moodlet increases 
with the quality of the stereo. If a Sim with 
the FHandiness skill upsrades the stereo so 
it plays music in all rooms, all Sims in the 
house enjoy the moodlet boost when 
music is played. 

♦ In addition to dissins on music from a 
stereo, Sims also like the sound of the 
Suitar. A skilled musician can cause the 
Enjoyins the Music moodlet, too. 

^ Not all chairs are created equal. When 
browsins the chairs, look at the comfy 
ratins. The higher the rating, the comfier 
the chair. (And, chances are, the more 
expensive the chair, too.) FHowever, 
spend the extra Simoleons for the comfy 
chairs and sofas. Sitting in one — even for 
just a few moments — results in the Comfy 
moodlet. 

♦ Your Sim gets the Pristine Picture moodlet 
boost from watching a quality W. If a 
handy Sim tinkers with it, the chance of 
getting this moodlet increases. It’s another 
easy way to boost overall mood. 

Social Boosts 

With the exception of Loner Sims, Sims love 

to be social. Many positive moods come 

from being a gadfly or a schmoozer, so 

consider these tricks while dealing with other 
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Sims. Your next social interaction could put 
your Sim’s mood up into the green! 

Parties put Sims in good moods. If you 
put together an awesome party that your 
guests enjoy, you get the Threw a Great 
Party moodlet, which lasts an entire day. 

■f Know a Sim who is a Great Kisser? A little 
smooch from this Sim results in a nice little 
moodlet. Great Kiss. On the way out the 
door, that’s an easy pick-me-up. 

Meeting a new Sim is always enjoyable, 
but when your Sim converts that 
acquaintance into a friendship, they can 
enjoy the New Friend moodlet. So, get 
out there and socialize. Just watch out 
for clumsy conversations so you don’t 
end up with negative moodlets like 
Embarrassed or Boring Conversation. 

^ If you have multiple Sims in your 
household, have them stop and 
compliment each other for a moment to 
get the Flattered moodlet. 

Need Boosts 

Each Sim has six primary needs. Addressing 
these needs often boosts the overall mood. 
Because we already dealt with food-related 
mood boosts, these strategies are related to 
the remaining needs. 

It’s tempting to push your Sims to the 
limits of sleep in order to squeeze as 
much into a day as possible. FJowever, 
getting a full night’s sleep gives the Well 
Rested moodlet for a full 10 hours. That’s 
a great moodlet to have before going to 
work. 

^ Got a spare hour? Take a nap. The FJad a 
Nice Nap moodlet is a quick fix that adds 
a nice mood bump for a few hours. 

4 Obviously, Sims like to have fun. Giving 
your Sim something to do they enjoy 
(often related to traits, such as giving a 
good book to a Bookworm) will bring on 
the Entertained moodlet. Keep it up for 
six hours and that moodlet turns into the 
FJaving a Blast moodlet, which is an even 
bigger mood booster. 

f Hygiene is an important need. It’s not just 
that Sims do not like being around stinky 
Sims, but taking care of Hygiene needs 
can often result in a positive mood boost. 

4 The Minty Breath moodlet boost is a quick 
hit for very little effort. Just brush your 
Sim’s teeth at any sink. Make it a habit. 

4 Buy a quality shower and enjoy the 
Exhilarating Shower moodlet boost. Get 


this right before heading out the door to 
work (along with a quality meal) to have a 
great day at the office. 

4 Whoa — is your Sim afflicted by the 
Strained moodlet? Get rid of it as soon as 
possible with a massage or fun activity! 

Out and About Boosts 

There are many ways to boost your Sim’s 
mood outside the house. Many community 
lots such as the theater have positive effects 
on mood, so if your Sim is down in the 
dumps, try these suggestions for turning that 
frown upside-down: 

4 If your Sim has the Loves the Outdoors 
trait, just going out into nature results in 
the One with Nature moodlet. It’s an easy 
mood booster achieved by just going 
outside, so consider making sure your Sim 
has this trait. 

4 Visiting a city park gives Sims the Beautiful 
Park moodlet. It offers a nice mood 
bump. However, you can kick your mood 
up another notch by bringing a stereo 
when heading to the park. Place the 
stereo on the ground near your Sim and 
play some music. Now your Sim not only 
gets the Beautiful Park moodlet, but also 
the Enjoying the Music moodlet. 

4 Many facilities such as the theater or 
science facility offer tours. If your Sim has 
a trait that is related to the location, take 
the tour and enjoy the Impressed and/or 
Fascinated moodlets. 

4 The day spa is a positive moodlet factory. 
Buying treatments at the day spa results 
in a variety of moodlets — all of them 
positive. The more expensive the spa 
treatment, the better the effect. The body 
treatments, for example, result in the 
Rejuvenated moodlet. If you spring for the 
top treatment, you can get up to +100 
on your mood for 24 hours. You are 
effectively buying happiness! 

4 Go to the movies! This is a cheap way to 
get an extended mood boost called Saw 
a Great Movie. It lasts for 1 6 hours, so if 
you catch a flick the night before work, 
you’ll enjoy the effect of the moodlet for 
the majority of the next day’s shift. 

4 On your way out of the house, stop by 
the mailbox and donate some Simoleons 
to charity. The more Simoleons you 
donate, the bigger the boost from the 
Charitable moodlet. The moodlet lasts 
an entire day, so it’s an effective way to 
pump up a Sim. 
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Needs are not as central to The Sims 3 as 
they were in previous editions of the series. 
Needs are still important — after all, Sims 
Sotta use the bathroom and eat when they 
are hunsry — but these needs now manifest 
themselves throush moodlets. For example, 
when a Sim is terribly hunsry, they let you 
know through the Hungry moodlet that 
appears right in the moodlet box that is 
always visible. 

There is still a Need panel you can reference 
to get a closer look at exact need levels. This 
a helpful way to head off a potential negative 
moodlet. There are six needs to monitor: 

♦ Bladder ^ Hunger 

^ Energy ♦ Hygiene 

♦ Fun ♦ Social 


Each need in the Needs panel is 
accompanied by a meter that shows you the 
exact level of the need at that moment, such 
as whether or not the need is being met (the 
meter appears green) or the need has been 
ignored for far too long (red). If you check 
in on the Needs panel and you see that the 
Hunger meter is yellow, the satisfaction of that 
need has dropped below 50 percent and is 
on its way to red territory. When that meter 
turns red, a negative moodlet associated 
with that need appears and the Sim’s overall 
mood takes a hit.

While nnore attention is paid to 
nnoodlets, you ignore the Needs 
panel at your own risk. Just pop 
into the Needs panel and survey the 
satisfaction levels, thus heading off 
a negative moodlet. 


Wishes 

It is through wishes that Sims feel both fulfilled 
and productive, but not all wishes are equal. 
In fact, there are other ways to define a Sim’s 
life besides Lifetime Wishes. The day-to-day 
desires of Sims are also very important, such 
as the desire to chat with another Sim or 
learn a new recipe. These smaller wishes 
commonly factor into the overarching Lifetime 
Wish, and also help with skill development 
and the career advancement. 

Fulfilling a promised wish to a Sim results in 
the acquisition of Lifetime Happiness points. 
The reward is not nearly as much as a Lifetime 
Wish, but the points from fulfilling smaller 
wishes really add up over time. 



Not every wish is worth the same 
number of Lifetime Happiness 
points to every Sim. Depending on 
a Sim’s wants, traits, and needs, 
a wish is worth a different amount 
than it would be to another Sim. 

Making Wishes Come True 

Almost as soon as your Sims move into their 
new houses, they start expressing wishes and 
desires via the Wish panel at the bottom of 
the screen. Sims can have up to four active 
wishes at any time and express one in the 
arched bubble above the Wish panel. To 
promise a new wish to a Sim, left-click on 
it. That moves it into the Wish panel. If you 
find an incoming wish more appealing than 
a promised wish but have no more empty 
slots, right-click on one of promised wishes to 
remove it. There is no penalty for getting rid of 
a promised wish. 



The Wish panel 



Once added to the Wish panel, a wish stays 
there until it is either fulfilled or denied. The 
number of Lifetime Happiness points for a 
promised wish do not deteriorate overtime 
either. If you hold on to the Have a Baby 
wish for several days before attempting to 
fulfill it, it is still worth the same number of 
Lifetime Happiness points as the first moment 
it appeared. 

Wishes are not universal. Every Sim wants 
different things, although you may see similar 
wishes appear within Sims in the same 
household that have similar traits, skills, or 
careers. Ages also affect the wishes, as a child 
will want different things than an adult. It is 
also important to note that some promised 
wishes disappear when a Sim ages up. 
Because the Sim is moving into a new age 
group and possibly gaining a new trait that 
affects personality, that Sim is likely to have 
totally different desires. 

Lifetime Happiness Points 

Whether you accumulate Lifetime Happiness 
points by boosting mood up into the bubble 
or by fulfilling wishes, they all go into the same 
pot. These Lifetime Happiness points can then 
be traded for Lifetime Rewards, which are a 
collection of special objects, skill modifiers, or 
personality tweaks that can make your Sim’s 
life easier or send it spiraling into an entirely 
new direction.

Opportunities 

As you live each day, your Sim encounters 
opportunities related to social situations, 
careers, and skills. These opportunities often 
come out of nowhere — -just as they do in 
real life. Opportunities provide short-term 
Soals, but they are not mandatory. There is 
no penalty for dismissins an opportunity or 
for not completins an opportunity. However, 
because each opportunity has a reward,

such as Simoleons or a promotion, it pays to 
pursue them as best as you can.

Many opportunities are time-sensitive. If you 
are presented with an opportunity with a 
time limit, such as participatins in a cook-off, 
you are siven the deadline risht up front. 

Keep these deadlines in mind because many 
opportunities actually require a little work. You 
cannot expect to complete an opportunity 
with just 10 minutes left on the clock. 

To track your active opportunities, use 
the Opportunity panel. There are three 
opportunity categories: skill, career, and 
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special. You can only have one opportunity 
in each catesory at a time. You cannot stack 
opportunities or bank them for later. 

Skills 

Sims love to learn — they are just waitins for 
a little nudse from you. Sims can pick and 
eventually master a variety of skills, from 
writins to sardenins to learnins how to play 
the suitar. Learnins a skill is a sood way to 
shape a Sim's personality, especially if alisned 
with a specific trait, such as the Gardening 
skill and the Green Thumb trait. Skills are 
also a great way for Sims who do not want 
a traditional career to make money and 
contribute to the household. Some skills can 
also be treated as part-time jobs, like growing 
harvestables or working on a novel. 


Development 



Any Sim can learn any skill — all it takes is a 
time commitment and a drive to be the best. 
Some traits help a Sim master a skill sooner or 
at least more efficiently. The Bookworm trait 
lets Sims read faster, which helps speed the 
process of learning from books. 

There are ways to speed skill development 
though, and some skills actually help out with 
the development of other skills. Skills such 
as Fishing and Gardening are intertwined 
because the fish caught while practicing 
the Fishing skill can fertilize harvestables that 
boost your Gardening skill. Quality fish caught 
with higher Fishing skill also boost the quality 
of recipes cooked while practicing the 
Cooking skill. 

^ Some skills can be first learned by reading 
a book or taking a class, which gives you 
a full level boost. Learn the first few levels 
of a skill by doing. When the levels are 
getting harder to attain, attend a class or 
pick up a book. You will reduce the time 
required to reach that next level. 

^ Use public equipment whenever possible 
to save money. The Athletic skill, for 


example, is improved by using gym 
equipment. You can buy gym objects, but 
why not head to the gym and use their 
stuff for free? While there, you can also 
meet other Sims and begin socializing. 

Sims learn a little faster when they are in a 
good mood, so do things that give Sims 
positive moodlets before and while trying 
to master a skill. For example, learning the 
Logic skill by playing chess at the park can 
give your Sim the Comfy and Beautiful 
Park moodlets. 

4 Cheap equipment can slow skill 
development. At first you may only be 
able to afford a cheap stove, for example. 
But when you can afford it, trade up. Your 
Sim will learn a little faster. 

Skill Journal 

Sims don't start out with any skills. When a skill 
is first learned, it is added to the Skill panel, 
and an entry in the Sim's Skill Journal tracks the 
development of the skill. The journal charts 
more than current skill level, though. Skills that 
produce tangibles, such as Writing or Painting, 
have each created work logged in the journal. 
Other journal entries track time spent doing 
various activities. 

The Skill Journal also details Skill Challenges, 
which are specific titles bestowed on a Sim 
if they complete a set of requirements. Sims 
who complete a Skill Challenge are rewarded 
with a special benefit. The journal takes the 
guesswork out of each challenge because the 
requirements are expressly detailed. 


Athletic 



Want to feel the burn? Develop the Athletic 
skill to positively affect your Sim's health in a 
variety of ways, from body shape to longevity. 
There are two types of exercise: strength and 
cardio. Using the weights improves muscle 
definition, while cardio drops pounds. 


Acquire by: Take Athletic Class, Use 
Exercise Equipment, Swim, Read 
Athletic Book, Workout with W, Workout 
with Stereo 

Development tools: Shut-In Treadmill, 
Exercise Queen, Pool, W, Stereo 

Development Benefits 

Developing the Athletic skill is essential for the 
Professional Sports career, but it's also useful 
for the Law Enforcement career. If Sims want 
to excel at work, they must hone this skill on 
home equipment, at the gym or pool, or on 
the machines at the stadium. Sims can also 
exercise at home with the TV or a stereo, but 
the workout is not as effective as one with 
dedicated equipment. The higher the Sim's 
skill, the longer they can exercise without 
earning the Fatigued moodlet. 

FJere are the benefits of developing the 
Athletic skill: 

Level 1 : As soon as Sims hit the first level 
of this skill, they can choose to jog to 
locations as exercise. 

Level 3: Sims can earn the Pumped 
moodlet from extended workouts once 
they reach level 3. 

Level 5: Once Sims reach level 5 of the 
development ladder, they also run faster 
when directed around town on foot via 
the Go FJere interaction. 

Level 6: At level 6, athletic Sims learn the 
Train interaction, which lets them help 
other Sims improve their Athletic skill. 

It requires an exercise machine. When 
another Sim is getting trained by a level 
6 athlete, the exercising Sim loses weight 
and gains Athletic skill faster than if they 
were exercising alone. 



As the Athletic skill is developed, Sims earn 
new “tones" for workouts. These special 
tones modify a workout, which can lead 
to earning or avoiding certain moodlets. 

The Don't Break a Sweat tone is good for 
minimizing the amount of Hygiene decay so 
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the Grunsy moodlet doesn’t kick in as soon. 

Use these tones to set the best possible 

workout for the current situation: 

Don’t Break a Sweat (Level 1 ): Bad 

Hysiene is a real problem with extended 
workouts. Use this tone to work out 
without a heavy Hysiene decay. 

Good Pacing (Level 3): Good Pacins 
lets you increase the lensth of a workout 
before the Fatisued moodlet takes effect. 

Push Self (Level 5): Use Push Self to 
increase the speed of buildins muscle, 
droppins pounds, and sainins skill. 
However, after Push Self is used, Sims 
wake up with the Sore moodlet. 

Quick Burst (Level 7): Quick Burst 
allows your Sim to set a lot of body 
shape chanse and skill much faster than 
usual, but the Sim sets fatisued and sore 
much more quickly as well. Workins out 
with other tones until fatisued will always 
yield more skill and body shape chanse 
than workins out until fatisued usins 
Quick Burst, but Quick Burst sives you 
faster skill sains. 

Skill Challenges 

^ Body Builder: Body Builders have 
dedicated at least 60 hours to strensth 
workouts. This dedication pays off, 
because they are never fatisued after 
strensth workouts. 

^ Marathon Runner: Marathon Runners must 
run at least 500 kilometers before they 
earn this title. However, accomplishins this 
incredible feat suarantees them a lonser, 
healthier life. 

^ Fitness Nut: Fitness Nuts have spent 
75 hours focusins on cardio workouts. 

All that time experiencins the burn 
means they are no lonser fatisued after 
cardio workouts. 

Charisma 



Everybody knows someone who can 
breeze into a room, seamlessly enter any 
conversation, and suddenly become 
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the focal point. The key to such feats is 
Charisma. This skill is essential for Sims who 
want to effectively socialize. Tunins this skill 
unlocks new social interactions that simplify 
befriendins other Sims and developing 
meaningful relationships. 

Acquire by: Take Charisma Class, Read 
Charisma Manual, Practice Speech in 
a Mirror 

Development tools: Books, Socials, 
Mirror, Parties 

Development Benefits 

Enhancing the Charisma skill opens exciting 
new avenues of conversation as well as 
a special social that guarantees a smooth 
recovery from any conversational snafus. 
However, developing the skill requires more 
than just taking a class and then practicing 
your charismatic moves with a book or by 
talking into the mirror. It requires making 
friends and maintaining relationships during 
the course of the skill development. Each 
level of the skill requires a specific number 
of friends and relationships. Without these 
connections, you cannot advance up the skill 
tree, no matter how long you practice that 
wolfish grin in the mirror. 

Here are the number of friends and 
relationships required to develop the 
Charisma skill:

Sims who develop the Charisma 
skill increase the effectiveness of 
social interactions at work, such 
as Meet Co-Workers or Suck Up 
to Boss. 



( Whenever you use a positive 
social, the Charisma skill gets a 
little boost. 



Practice your Charisma skill by working on your 
speech in the mirror at home. 

Charismatic Sims get additional greetings that 
start a conversation right, such as Amusing 
Introduction and Friendly Introduction. These 
greets are more potent than regular greets. 
As the skill develops, more greet modifiers 
appear that increase the social weight of 
the greeting and can steer the conversation. 
Here are the modified greetings with each 
advancing level:

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Three special socials unlock as you develop 
the Charisma skill. Once you reach a specific 
level, you learn these new socials: 

Charming Introduction (Level 1): 

Sometimes, introductions are the 
toughest part of the conversation. Sims 
with high Charisma levels become more 
adept at introductions, as seen by the 
modified greets. Once charismatic 
Sims reach level 10, their Charming 
Introduction rockets them into Friend 
status right away. 

Get to Know (Level 3): This social 
helps with discovering the traits and 
interests of other Sims. Once learned, 
this social becomes more powerful 
as the Sim approaches level 1 0 of the 
skill. Eventually, there is no possibility 
of rejection when inquiring about traits 
and interests. 

Smooth Recovery (Level 5): Oops. 

You said the wrong thing. If you have the 
Smooth Recovery social, you can try to 
revive the conversation. If may not always 
work, but as the skill nears level 10, the 
chance of success increases. 

Skill Challenges 

Celebrity: Celebrities are Acquaintances 
with at least 25 local Sims. Celebrities 
build relationships faster due to a hefty 
starting relationship bonus. 

^ Personable: Personable Sims have 
learned at least 50 traits of their 
friends and neighbors. They learn traits 
more quickly when conversing with 
new people. 

♦ Super Friendly: Super Friendly Sims can 
honestly say they have at least 20 Friends. 

It seems like an impossibly large number 
of relationships to Juggle, but for Super 
Friendly Sims, friendships never decay. 

^ Everybody’s Best Friend: To be 

Everybody's Best Friend, have at least 
10 Best Friends. Your Friends skip 
Good Friend and Jump immediately to 
Best Friends. 

4 Comedian: Comedians have successfully 
told 100 Jokes, which amounts to quite 
a few laughs. Jokes told by Comedians 
rarely fall flat. 

Cooking 

Save for using the bathroom and sleeping, no 
activity is more crucial to a Sim than eating. 
Food is a central part of every Sim’s life, so 
having a Sim around who can actually cook is 


a boon to everybody's mood. However, very 
few Sims are awesome in the kitchen right 
away — even those with the Natural Cook trait. 
Cooking must be practiced. It’s hard work, 
but it has great rewards. Very few things offer 
a pick-me-up quite like a good meal. 

Acquire by: Class, Prepare Meals, 

Read Cookbook 

Development tools: Books, 

Meal Preparation Interactions, 

Foodstuffs, Recipes 

Development Benefits 

Sims must eat to survive. At first, Sims have 
access to Just a handful of recipes, but can 
also Just grab quick meals out of the fridge. 
Quick meals have zero prep time, are eaten 
quickly, and reduce hunger. However, quick 
meals and snacks do not help develop the 
Cooking skill, nor can they be served to 
groups of Sims like a full meal. 



Ditch the cheap stove as soon 
as possible so you stop getting 
the Uneven Cooking moodlet. 

Plus, more expensive stoves help 
with both the speed of preparing 
a recipe and the quality of the 
end result. 

^ ^ 

The shortcomings of quick meals make 
developing the Cooking skill so important. 
Not every member of a household needs to 
excel at the skill, but a general acquaintance 
with it is very useful. Prepared meals build 
the Cooking skill while being made, can 
serve groups of Sims, and if made well, can 
improve mood. 


Quality of Food 



As the Sim develops the skill, the food they 
make improves. The more recipes learned 
also improves the variety of dishes served. 



which has a positive effect on every Sim who 
eats them. When a Sim first tries to cook a 
recipe, there is a good chance they will fail 
and create a disgusting version of the dish. It 
is still edible, but it hits Sims with a negative 
moodlet. A recipe's quality is affected by the 
Sim’s level of Cooking skill and the number of 
times they’ve cooked the dish. Eventually, a 
dish the Sim once botched will provide great 
happiness, inspiring moodlets such as Good 
Meal and Amazing Meal. 



Recipes that use harvestables 
grown by a Sim with the Gardening 
skill also use the quality of the 
harvest to determine the quality 
of the meal. The better quality the 

harvestable, the better the meal. 

^ — 

Recipes Learned 

Two types of recipes are opened by 
developing the Cooking skill: learned recipes 
and acquired recipes. Learned recipes are 
purchased in the bookstore, but cannot be 
opened until the skill reaches a specific level. 
The acquired recipes are those automatically 
gifted when the Sim reaches a specific 
cooking level.

Skill Challenges

least 50 meals, so they clearly know their 
way around the kitchen. The dishes they 
prepare are hisher quality and thus more 
pleasins. 

# World-Class Chef: World-Class Chefs 
have prepared at least 75 dishes and are 
masters of the kitchen. World-Class Chefs 
prepare meals sisnificantly faster. 

^ Menu Maven: Menu Mavens have learned 
to prepare all recipes. Recipes are earned 
by improvins the Cooking skill and can 
be purchased at the bookstore. Menu 
Mavens prepare higher quality food. 



The Fishing skill is good for three things: 
keeping food on the table, earning money, 
and relaxing. Sims with the Angler trait have 
a head start on other Sims who pick up a 
rod and reel, but any Sims can take a class to 
advance the Fishing skill or just plop a bobber 
in the water and start learning through 
experience. 

Acquire by: Take Fishing Class, Read 

Fishing Book, Fishing 

Development tools: No tools needed 

Development Benefits 

The Fishing skill begins one of three ways: 
reading a book, taking a class, or just going 
out to a body of water and using the Fish 
interaction. Once the Fishing skill is underway, 
the skill increases either by continued reading 
or continued fishing. Just having a hook under 
the surface is enough to develop the skill, but 
this is a slow way to learn. The skill actually 
gets a bump when you catch a fish. And the 
bigger the fish, the bigger the skill bump. 



Certain traits in addition to Angler 
affect the Fishing skill. Loves the 
Outdoors Sims get great mood lets 
from just being outside and fishing. 
Hates Outdoors, Easily Bored, 
or Clumsy dampen the ability to 
catch fish. 

^ 


Once the Sim reaches level 3 with the Fishing 
skill, they can choose the Bait interaction 
at the water's edge to use a specific type 
of bait while fishing. Bait is essential if a Sim 
hopes to catch more than just the basic fish. 
Gaining levels also unlocks the ability to catch 
certain fish. However, just unlocking a type of 
fish does not guarantee actually catching it. 

Using any bait slightly increases the chance 
of catching all fish. It also drastically increases 
the chance of catching the fish that loves that 
specific bait type. Higher quality bait tends 
to catch bigger fish, but only for fish that 
specifically like that bait. So use Perfect bait to 
catch the biggest fish. You can also use bait to 
catch fish that are somewhat higher level than 
your Sim’s Fishing skill. Sims can catch fish up 
to 3 levels higher than their skill by using the 
right bait, although it will be harder to catch 
those fish until the Sim is higher skill. 

Each fish has one favorite type of bait, and 
you should use that bait to catch that fish. 
Here is a table with the bait that each type of 
fish prefers:

Ichthyolosists have caught at least one of 
every fish type. Their deep understanding 
of marine life helps them catch the 
bigger fish. 

^ Commercial Fisherman: Commercial 
Fisherman have caught at least 350 fish. 
They catch more fish in less time than 
normal Sims. 


Gardening 



Gardening is a great skill for Green Thumb 
Sims, Sims who want to cook, and Sims who 
like the outdoors. This skill tree lets you turn a 
backyard into a harvestable-growing paradise. 
But gardening is a lot of work and takes time 
to master. 


Acquire by: Take Gardening Class, Read 
Gardening Book, Plant Seed 

Development tools: Gardening 
Books, Seeds 

Development Benefits 

Learn the Gardening skill by taking a class or 
reading a Gardening book. You can also plant 
a seed and cultivate it to start developing 
the skill. Once the skill has been acquired, 
Sims can choose the Plant interaction from 
seeds and other harvestables in their personal 
inventories. Once a seed has been planted, 
Sims can water it. As they continue leveling, 
they unlock two more critical interactions: 
Weed and Fertilize. 
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Here are the unlockable interactions or 
specials for the development of the 
Gardenins skill: 

Weed (Level 2): Once the Weed 
interaction is unlocked, Sims can pull up 
chokins weeds before they damase a 
harvestable. The hisher the skill level, the 
less time it takes to clear weeds around 
a plant. 

Fertilize (Level 3): Fertilizins is key to 
srowins the best harvestables. No one 
fertilizer is better for a particular plant. 
The quality of the fertilizer is what affects 
the potential growth of the harvestable. 

Uncommon Seeds (Level 5): Once 
the Sim reaches this level, they can plant 
uncommon seeds. 

Revive Plant (Level 6): If a Sim has the 

Green Thumb trait, this interaction is 
unlocked at level 6. A dying plant can be 
rescued with a pretty high success rate 
by using this interaction on it. 

Rare Seeds (Level 7): Once the 
Sim reaches this level, they can plant 
rare seeds. 


Special Plants (Levels 8, 9, and 1 0): At 

level 8, you get the first of three special 
gardening opportunities from the chef at 
the bistro. There is one opportunity per 
level: 8, 9, and 10. Once all three have 
been completed, the Sim receives Omni 
Plant seeds and the ability to plant them. 



What’s an Omni Plant? Imagine 
a plant that grows into whatever 
fertilizer you give it. Give the Omni 
Plant a book and the Omni Plant will 
soon blossom great texts. 



Grow garlic and watermelon for 
simple cash crops. Just keep 
planting the highest quality of these 
harvestables and churn that garden 
until it becomes a money machine. 


recipes from the Cooking skill. Better quality 
harvestables are worth more when sold. 

To raise the best harvestables, you must show 
no mercy with your plants. Keep growing as 
many as you can and dispose of the lowest 
quality ones, so you keep breeding higher 
quality harvestables. Combine this tactic 
with raising your skill level to keep growing 
better harvestables. Using quality harvestables 
in your cooking improves the quality of 
recipes, which in turn gives out better meal- 
related moodlets. 

Seeds 

Sims need seeds to grow harvestables. Not all 
seeds are easy to grow into successful plants, 
though. Sims must level up the Gardening 
skill to plant all types of seeds: common, 
uncommon, and rare. 

Many seeds can just be bought from the 
EverFresh Supermarket, such as grape or 
tomato. Just buy the fruit and then plant 
it. However, Sims can also find seeds by 
exploring. Every morning, there are new 
seeds in new locations, so look around 
daily to see what’s on the ground. The 
farther away from houses and commerce 
buildings Sims look, the more likely they are 
to find uncommon and rare seeds. Seeds 
are unknown when found. To discover what 
the seed will grow, it must be planted and 
nurtured. Once you grow a harvestable from 
a found seed, you recognize that seed in 
the wild. 

Fertilizer 

There are many different types of fertilizer to 
use on your plants to help them grow into 
high-quality harvestables. Here’s a full list of 
the best fertilizers:

Skill Challenges 

^ Master Planter: A Master Planter must 
plant every type of plant available. Once 
you have mastered the varieties, you can 
reduce weed growth significantly on 
future plants. 

4 Botanical Boss: Botanical Bosses must 
harvest at least 75 Perfect fruits and 
vegetables. The plants of Botanical Bosses 
almost never die from neglect. 

^ Master Farmer: Master Farmers have 
harvested at least 650 fruits and 
vegetables. The plants of Master Farmers 
remain watered and fertilized longer, 
meaning their gardens are more efficient. 


The better care you give a plant and the 
higher your Gardening skill level, the better 
quality fruit a plant produces. Plants range 
from Horrifying to Perfect, just like prepared 
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Guitar 


Who doesn't love the sift of music? A smooth 
jam liltins on a summer’s breeze brinss joy 
to all who hear it. So why not become the 
source of such aural pleasures by picking up 
the guitar and developing this skill. The Guitar 
skill can be enjoyed by any Sim, not just those 
who have embarked on the Music career. 

Acquire by: Take Guitar Class, Play Guitar 

Development tools: Guitar 

Development Benefits 

To get started on the Guitar skill, take a Guitar 
class or just pick up a guitar for the Sim’s 
household. The guitar can slide into the Sim’s 
personal inventory, so they can take it to the 
park or the beach. 

Once Sims know how to play, they only have 
a few available compositions. Only by leveling 
up the skill does the Sim learn more music 
and eventually reach a point where they can 
buy sheet music from the bookstore and 
really play some impressive tunes. As the skill 
improves, the Sim gets better at playing music 
and makes fewer mistakes. Here’s the level 
progression of the Guitar skill: 

Level 1-4: Sim learns at least two basic 
practice-level songs per level. 

Level 5: Sim earns three new songs — 
real songs that other Sims enjoy 
listening to. 

Level 6-10: Sim learns at least one 
new song per level and performs it 
without fail. 

Level 5 is particularly important to this skill. 

At this level, the Sim stops just noodling 
around with the Play interaction and moves 
up to the Perform interaction. Other Sims 
get the Enjoying Music moodlet if around 
a performing Sim. Level 5 Sims can also 
Serenade other Sims, which is a romantic 
social that can aid a romantic conversation 
following the song’s conclusion. 


Guitar-playing Sims can also Play for Tips in 
public locations. This is not the most lucrative 
activity, but it does add some extra change 
to the household bank account. The higher 
your skill, the more you make in tips. To really 
make money with this skill, practice hard and 
be sure to socialize. Soon, you will receive 
opportunities to play at parties or venues. 
That’s where the real money is. 

Sheet Music 

You can buy sheet music from the bookstore 
or earn it from opportunities and give it to 
your Sim to practice. To learn from sheet 
music, left-click on the music from the Sim’s 
personal inventory and select the Learn 
interaction. The Sim starts playing the song 
and when the meter is full, the Sim knows the 
song by heart and can perform it.

Sheet music cannot be shared 
among Sims. Once sheet music is 
learned, it disappears. 


Skill Challenges 

^ Master Guitarist: Master Guitarists learn 
to play every song awarded to them and 
available for purchase at the bookstore. 
After learning so many songs, they receive 
a special master track! 

Guitar Star: Guitar Stars must play at 1 0 
parties and venues in the town to earn 
their title. Afterward, they earn more 
money for tips and performances. 

■# Money Maker: Earn §5,000 playing the 
guitar to earn a new master track to 
perform. Money can be earned through 
tips or by completing opportunities. 


Handiness 



Stuff breaks. But when it does, it’s usually 
inconvenient. Sims with the Handiness skill 
are suddenly valuable folks to have around. 



The Handiness skill is good for repairing 
broken objects, and can even ensure against 
future calamity. 

Acquire by: Take Handiness Class, Read 
Handiness Book, Try to Repair an Object 

Development tools: Handiness Skill 
Books, Tinkering with Objects, Repairing 
an Object, Upgrading an Object 


Development Benefits 

Once the Handiness skill has been acquired 
via a course or a book, Sims can further 
develop it at home by either Tinkering with 
objects or attempting to Repair a broken 
object, such as a stove, stereo, dishwasher, 
or toilet. Any mechanical or electric object 
has the potential to break after every use. 
When an electrical object breaks, it typically 
smokes or sparks. A broken toilet is clogged 
and refuses to flush. When this happens, the 
Repair interaction becomes available. 


When the Repair option is selected, a 
handy Sim will start working on the object. 
Depending on the level of the Handiness 
skill, the Sim risks getting electrocuted by 
the object. This causes the Singed moodlet, 
which drops the overall mood. (Remove this 
moodlet with a bath or shower.) The higher 
the Handiness skill, the less chance the Sim 
will be shocked while repairing the object. 



This is the risk of trying to fix an electrical object 
when the Handiness skill has not been adequately 
developed. 

A repaired object is not back to 1 00 percent. 
Once an object breaks, it has started its 
steady downhill slide. The chance of a 
repaired object breaking again goes up. The 
more it breaks and is repaired, the higher the 
chance of repeat breaks until the object finally 
goes absolutely kaput and must be replaced. 
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Upgradins 



UPGRADING 


Once the Handiness skill reaches level 3, the 
Sim learns the Upsrade interaction. Upsradins 
lets a Sim add a new effect or function to 
an existins object. This is not a universal 
interaction once learned. Subsequent levels 
after earning the Upgrade interaction unlock 
extra upgrades that the handy Sim can install. 
Upgrades can provide many benefits, from 
making an object unbreakable or self cleaning 
or fireproof to strictly improving it, for instance 
the stereo’s speakers can be improved to 
produce a bigger Enjoying Music moodlet. 

Here is the list of objects that can be 
upgraded, the function of the upgrade, and 
the level required to perform the upgrade:

I Each object can only have one I 
upgrade at a time, so choose wisely. I 

At level 3, a Sim can add a self-cleaning 
upgrade to objects that get dirty, such as the 
stove or refrigerator. At level 6 of the skill, Sims 
can upgrade any mechanical/electrical object 
so that it is unbreakable with the Prevent 
Breakage interaction. This upgrade takes time, 
but doing so helps develop the skill. Success 
with these upgrades is not guaranteed. If 
the upgrade fails (there’s a small chance 
of this happening) then the object is either 
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broken beyond repair or gets dirty and must 
be cleaned. Finally, at level 10, the Sim gets 
a membership card to a guild. Build Mode 
objects are then 25 percent off. 

Skill Challenges 

^ Electrician: Electricians have repaired at 
least 10 electrical objects. The experience 
gained means they will never be 
electrocuted by an electrical object again. 

4 Plumber: Plumbers have repaired at least 
1 0 plumbing objects. They are so good at 
repairs that plumbing objects repaired by 
them never break again. 

4 Tinkerer: Tinkerers have finished at least 
10 unique upgrades on household items. 


Installing the “Unbreakable” upgrade 
on multiple objects only counts as one 
unique upgrade, so it helps to experiment 
with different upgrade options! Tinkerers 
never fail when upgrading objects. 


Logic 
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Intellisence is always a treasured asset, so 
pursue the Losic skill to improve your Sim’s 
brainpower. The Losic skill involves the use of 
the telescope and chess set objects, but also 
Sives Sims additional computer interactions. 

Acquire by: Take Losic Class, Read Losic 
Book, Play Chess, Use Telescope 

Development tools: Chess Set, 
Telescope, Losic Books, Computer 

Development Benefits 

The development of the Losic skill starts 
with attendins the Losic class at the science 
facility, readins a Losic book, or playins chess 
at a chess board (at home or in a public 
location). This skill has many benefits beyond 
the ability to win chess matches. For example, 
this skill unlocks the Solve the Unsolvable 
interaction with the computer, which sives 
the losic-minded Sim a chance to earn some 
Simoleons at home. (This interaction is not a 
Suaranteed success.) 



As this skill is developed, it shortens the 
time it takes to develop other skills, with the 
exception of Athletic and Charisma. This 
skill also increases the chance of winnins all 
varieties of sames. Winnins Sames sives Sims 
a mood boost. 

At level 3 of the Losic skill, Sims have a new 
interaction with the telescope. They can 
now do more than Just Starsaze, they can 
Search Galaxy. This is another money-makins 
opportunity for Sims, as every new celestial 
body found earns them a little extra cash from 
the science facility. New finds are loss^cl in 
the Skill Journal, too. When a Sim finds a new 
object in the heavens, they can name it. 

At level 5, Sims unlock the ability to Tutor 
other youns Sims: children and teens. Tutorins 
not only develops the Losic skill, but it helps 
the student and can provide a mood bump. 
Tutored Sims always do better in school, so if 
a child suffers from lassins Si^^des, interactins 
with a losical Sim is a srsat remedy. If the 
mentored student has the Losic skill, too, they 


develop the skill while beins tutored, but at a 
slower pace. 


There is a “hidden” skill: Chess. 
Like other skills, the more you play 
chess, the better you get at it. You 
will soon start winning more and 
more games. 


At level 5 Losic skill, Sims can start talkins 
about the thinss they find while usins the 
telescope. Talkins about a celestial object is 
a friendly social that improves the buildins 
relationship between two Sims. However, for 
a real social bump, tell a Sim that you named 
a celestial object after them. This instant 
relationship builder helps with makins new 
friends or developins a romantic relationship. 

At level 1 0 Losic skill, the Sim can tutor any 
other Sim from teen to elder in any of the 
skills with the exception of Athletic and 
Charisma. The catch is that the losical Sim 
must also have the skill they are teachins and 
they cannot teach past their current level. 

For example, if Catherine has level 5 Writins 
skill, she cannot tutor Chris past level 5. This 
development process is much faster than 
readins a skill-related book but not as fast as 
actually practicins the skill. 

Skill Challenses 

4 Grand Master: Chess Grand Masters 
have reached the coveted fifth level of 
the competitive chess circuit. Those who 
ensase Grand Masters in chess improve 
their abilities in Losic and Chess twice 
as quickly. 

4 Celestial Explorer: Celestial Explorers 
have discovered 20 celestial bodies 
throush their telescope. Their extensive 
knowledse of the heavens allows them 
to discuss the stars with their friends 
and neishbors. 

4 Teacher Extraordinaire: Teachers 

Extraordinaire have spent at least 20 hours 
tutorins youns Sims. Because of this, they 
are twice as effective when tutorins. 

4 Skill Professor: Skill Professors have spent 
at least 30 hours tutorins other Sims in 
different skills. Because of this, they are 
twice as effective when teachins skills 
to others. 


Painting 



One of the hardest skills to develop, Paintins 
is also one of the most rewardins. Watch in 
wonder as Sims create works of art before 
your very eyes, workins from inspiration they 
Sathered from themselves or your own input. 
Like Writins, this is a personalized skill that 
requires a lot of direction from you. But once 
this skill is mastered, it’s not only satisfyins, but 
very lucrative. Great paintinss can sell for a 
pretty penny. 

Acquire by: Take Paintins Class, Practice 

at Easel 

Development tools: Easel 

Development Benefits 

The Paintins skill is actually fairly easy to 
acquire, but it is not exactly cheap. You 
must either pay for a Paintins class at the 
community school or sprins for an easel. 

With an easel, use the Practice interaction on 
the easel to pick up a brush and just mess 
around. After a considerable amount of 
time, the skill is acquired. Once level 1 of the 
Paintins skill has been acquired, thoush, the 
development path is pretty clear: practice, 
practice, practice. 

The Dabble interaction is replaced by 
Practice and you can choose the size of the 
canvas you want the Sim to practice on. The 
smaller the canvas, the faster the paintins 
is completed. The size of the canvas also 
factors into the price a paintins fetches, 
but more on that in a moment. The Practice 
interaction disappears when there is a canvas 
on the easel — then you can only continue 
practicins unless you chose to Scrap the 
Paintins and start all over with a new one. 

Once a Paintins is completed, a Sim can 
either Sell it and earn a few Simoleons, put it 
in personal inventory, or dras it risht onto the 
wall. You can also sive the paintins a name. 
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At level 5 of the skill, Paint replaces Practice 
as the interaction with the easel. Now the 
Sim can start earning money with this skill. 

As soon as the Sim unlocks skill level 6, they 
can paint a Brilliant painting, which is worth a 
decent number of Simoleons and can add 
environmental bonuses to rooms and inspire 
the Decorated moodlet. At level 9, the Sim 
has the chance to create a Masterpiece 
painting, which is even more valuable than a 
Brilliant painting. 


The value of a painting is determined by 
several factors. The canvas size partially 
determines the value, as does the number 
of paintings a Sim has produced. Brilliant 
or Masterpiece paintings get massive value 
boosts, too. There is a degree of randomness 
in a painting’s value. One somewhat morbid 
factor greatly enhances a painting's value: 
death. If the painter is deceased, the 
painting's appreciation accelerates. 


w 


At skill level 5, a Sim’s paintings 
increase in value over time. Keep 
checking the painting to see its 
current appreciation. 




EBSOCniQilS 


This is a little sinister, but it’s a 
great trick. If you have an elder Sim 
in the house, make them a painter. 
Concentrate on that skill. Make 
^them painting factories. Get them to 
^^produce as many quality works as 
possible before they die. Then, 
once they do pass, all of their 
paintings are worth more! 
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Skill Challenses 

4 Brushmaster: Brushmasters have painted 
at least 35 paintings, and as a result paint 
much faster than normal painters. 

4 Proficient Painter: Proficient Painters have 
proven their worth by painting at least six 
Brilliant paintings. They then paint far more 
Brilliant paintings and Masterpieces than 
less proficient painters. 

4 Master Painter: Master Painters have 
painted at least five Masterpieces. Every 
painting they sell is worth much more than 
normal paintings. 


Writing 



Writing is another personalized skill that is 
deeply involving but also rewarding. Sims 
who learn the Writing skill unlock a world 
of possibilities when they sit down to the 
computer. Naturally, the Bookworm Sim has 
a jump on this skill thanks to the relevant trait. 
But any Sim with time and dedication can 
become a bestselling author. 

Acquire by: Attend Writing Class, 

Read Writing Book, Practice Writing 

at Computer 

Development tools: Computer, Books 

Development Benefits 

Once the Writing skill has been acquired, 
Sims have several new interactions at the 
computer. The Refine Writing Skill is a good 
way to continue developing the skill. No 
novels come out of this activity— just skill 
development. Once a writer reaches level 2 
of the skill, they can start writing novels. 

When the Sim pushes back from the 
computer, the development is added to the 
Skill meter. Continue Writing Novel and Scrap 
Current Novel are two more interactions that 
affect a novel-in-progress. A scrapped novel 
tosses out an incomplete work but the skill 
development remains. 



Various novel genres are unlocked as the skill 
is further developed. The higher the genre 
in the skill tree, the more it is worth when 
published. Here are the genres, the levels 
required to unlock them, and the reactions 
they can cause it their readers:

You can only work on one novel at 
a time. If you want to start a new 
novel in a newly unlocked genre, 
you must scrap the current novel. 



Royalties 

A Sim who’s writing a novel regularly submits 
chapters to an agent and gets a small stipend. 
It's enough to live on, but nothing extravagant. 
Once a novel has been completed, though, 
the royalties start rolling in. When the novel 
is finished, the Sim is immediately told if the 
book is good or not and if it is a success. The 
royalty amount is listed, as well as how the 
amount will be paid out. (Typically, royalties 
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are paid over the course of several weeks 
with lump sums dropped into the household 
account at a specific time on a specific day.) 



The royalty amount is decided by: level of 
Writing skill, desirability of the genre (check 
the Skill Journal, which also tracks the number 
of books written and the amount pulled in 
so far), and a certain degree of randomness. 
The author s traits can also affect the amount 
of royalties paid. Here are the traits that boost 
the profitability of specific genres:

4 Speed Writer: Speed Writers are so 
prolific that they’ve earned §1 5,000 in 
royalties. Speed Writers write much faster 
than normal writers. 

^ Prolific Writer: Prolific Writers have 
written at least 20 books in their career. 
They are so well known that they tend to 
write far more Hits and Best-sellers than 
their counterparts. 


^ Specialist Writer: Writers must pen at 
least five novels in a specific genre to 
be known as a Specialist Writer. Such 
Specialist Writers write far more Hits 
and Best-sellers in their particular genre 
than most. 

Careers 

While everybody would prefer a life of 
leisure, you must find a source of income 
if you want to succeed. There are multiple 
ways to rake in the Simoleons, including the 
advancement of certain skills as detailed 
earlier in this chapter. However, there 
are more traditional ways of finding an 
income: careers. 



To sign up for a career, you simply report to 
the building that headquarters the job, such 
as the military base or police station. Applying 
is as easy as left-clicking on the location and 
then choosing the offered career. When your 
Sim reports to the Job location, the career is 
immediately offered and the starting position/ 
salary flashed on-screen. If you accept, you 
are given a schedule and expected to show 
up at the designated times. 

There are multiple ways to advance a career. 
Promotions are the most common benchmark 
of success and always come with a one-time 
Simoleon bonus, but there are social aspects 
to each career that involve getting to know 
co-workers, which has the potential to widen 
your circle of friends. While at work, you can 
set the “tone” for your performance, which 
affects how you interact with co-workers 
or approach the Job itself. As you advance, 
your schedule changes and your salary rises. 
Typically, there are perks or benefits for hitting 
certain promotions. 


Going to work in a good mood 
boosts your chances of promotion. 
Go see a movie the night before 
work to get the powerful Enjoyed 
a Great Movie moodlet that lasts 
almost the entire next day. 


Tones 

Although you do not actually see what your 
Sim is up to when they are on the Job, you 
can dictate their general behavior for that 
work day through tones. Tones include 
behaviors such as working hard, getting to 
know co-workers, and sucking up to the 
boss. Some careers have unique tones, such 
as the Do a Side Job tone of the Criminal 
career. Many of these tones play into earning 
promotions at work, so look at the provided 
promotion metrics for each career to see 
what tones are best for the next step in 
that career. 



Not all tones are available from the 
first day. In some careers, additional 
tones are earned when you reach 
specific promotions. 


RETtRtNG 

Later in life, Sims can retire from a 
career and make a pension. This 
pension is smaller than the wages 
normally made at that promotion 
level, but it is a great way to pull in 
daily income for necessary food and 
objects while pursuing skills. 
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Business 

The Business career unfolds exactly as you misht expect. Sims dutifully report to work in the morning to attend meetings and climb the corporate 
ladder. As you approach the top of the career ranking, the requirements to reach each new promotion become harder to juggle. But that should be 
expected for a career with such incredible financial rewards. You cannot coast. You must work hard, appealing to both the boss and co-workers so 
that one day that corner office is yours.

Benefits and Rewards 

To work your way up this career, you must 
have a good relationship with the boss. This 
can be achieved by the Suck Up to Boss 
tone, but this risks alienating co-workers. This 
turns into a problem later in the career when

Benefits and Rewards 

The Criminal career sounds shady, but it has definite benefits. 
For example, no one will rob the home of a Sim who's on the 
Criminal career track. Criminal career Sims also occasionally 
come home with an object in their personal inventory, 
snatched while out on a job. The criminal Sim can also use 
the Do a Side Job tone to earn extra cash while at work, but 
this takes time away from settins to better know accomplices 
(the equivalent of co-workers in the Criminal career), which is 
an important metric for earnins promotions.

If you also have the Athletic skill, 

you can improve it by selecting the 
Practice Illicit Activities tone. 

Thief Branch 

The Thief branch of the Criminal career starts 
you toward becomins the Master Thief. Risht 
away, you earn the Sneak interaction for soins 
to a location. When you Sneak onto a lot, 
other Sims do not detect you. Sleepins Sims 
will not wake up either, so you can actually 
rob while performins this interaction. 


As soon as you reach the Bank Robber 
promotion, you receive a valuable piece 
of art as a bonus. At the top of the career 
track, the Master Thief, the Sim receives an 
extremely valuable statue called The Fox. This 
statue can be placed on the Sim's lot, which 
offers a huse environmental bonus. Whenever 
the Sim chooses to View the statue, they set 
the I Am the Best moodlet, which is a positive 
boost to overall mood. 

Evil Branch 

The Evil branch of the Criminal career has 
different rewards and a different means of 
reachins the top job: Emperor of Evil. You 
must use the Grovel to Boss tone a lot to 


advance alons the Evil track because the 
relationship with the boss is a metric used to 
dole out promotions. 

At level 9 — Super Villain — the Sim ssts a 
black limo. But when you finally set that top 
promotion, you earn the Aura of Evil. This has 
a powerful effect on other Sims. Criminal Sims 
or Sims with the Evil trait s^t a relationship 
boost from the Aura of Evil. However, the 
Aura of Evil has a nesative effect on Sims 
with the followins traits: Cowardly, Loser, 
and Neurotic. These Sims are afraid of the 
Aura of Evil and will flee. Sims with the Good 
trait or in the Law Enforcement career will 
actually boo at the Aura of Evil Sim. Buildins 
a sood relationship with these Sims is 
extremely difficult. 


Culinary 



Sims who want to pursue a Culinary career should head to either the bistro or the diner. This is 
not one of the higher paying careers, but it does come with a lot of perks, such as the consistent 
development of the Cooking skill while at work and discounts at the restaurant of employment.

Benefits and Rewards 

Because cookins is such an important part 
of every Sim's life, the Culinary career has 
benefits that extend far beyond a daily 
paycheck. The Culinary career offers the 
Practice Cooking tone, which lets you 
advance the Cooking skill while earning a 
paycheck. Using this tone may come at 
the expense of not hastening an improved 
relationship with the boss or with co-workers 
(essential to promotion), but being a good 
cook is a mood booster for your Sim and 
potentially all other Sims in a household. 


■ofli?— 


Improving your Cooking skill is an 
important part of the promotion 
game in the Culinary career. Make 
sure you practice at home and 
don’t rely on too many quick meals 
or snacks. 


Good food is a mood booster for all Sims, so 
the benefit of occasionally getting free meals 
from work to take back to the lot is a real 


happiness generator. This benefit does not 
happen until the Sim reaches Ingredient Taster. 
But once it happens, expect to see free meals 
on a regular basis. And if you have multiple 
Sims in a household, that free meal will have 
enough servings to satisfy all. 

Dining out is another mood booster that 
benefits from the Culinary career. At the 
Sous-Chef level, Sims get a discount at the 
restaurant where they work. This saves money, 
especially on dates, which can get pretty 
expensive after a while. Once the Sim reaches 
Executive Chef, the discount extends to 
both restaurants. 

Sims in the Culinary career get two very 
cool equipment bonuses. At the Pastry Chef 
position, the Sim earns the food processor, 
which speeds up the cooking process at 
home. The real prize, though, comes at the 
final promotion: Five-Star Chef. The Sim is 
awarded the Master Chef Fridge. This fridge 
gives the Superior Equipment moodlet to any 
Sim who walks near it. Also any recipe that 
uses food out of the fridge will come out 
high quality. 


Journalism 

As a journalist, Sims must chase down the facts not only during work hours, but on their own time, too. Such dedication is as reward in it itself, for 
the pursuit of truth is the noblest profession of all.

Benefits and Rewards 

Like other careers where a certain skill is in 
play, pursuins the Journalism career lets a Sim 
advance their Writing skill while at the office. 
Sure, this is to the exclusion of seeking better 
relationships with the boss or co-workers, but 
it also opens up more genre possibilities for 
writing lucrative novels at home in the Sim’s 
spare time. 



Joining the Journalism career also allows 
the Sim to develop a new genre for writing 
at home: stories and reviews. Stories and 
reviews are selected from the computer 
interaction list, just like choosing to write a 
novel. It does not take nearly as long to write 
a story or review as a novel, and no royalties 
are awarded for completing a story or 
review. However, writing stories and reviews 
are essential for promotions. If you want to 
reach the very top of the career track, you 
must spend considerable time outside the 
workday creating articles at home. These 
stories and reviews go into the Sim’s personal 
inventory and are recognized at work. 

To get the material for writing stories and 
reviews, you must interview Sims around 
town. You should also visit the stadium to see 


sporting events and stop into the restaurants. 
These three things give you plenty to write 
about — but they take time to attend, and 
that’s on top of the time it takes your Sim to 
write the story or review. At least visiting the 
stadium and going out to eat is a good mood 
boost, so there is a nice side benefit for taking 
the time to do your research. 

Not every promotion takes stories and 
reviews into consideration, though. You 
really need to work on Charisma skill to keep 
getting ahead. The Charisma skill ranking is an 
important metric for promotion. This just adds 
to the career workload, as you must now 
juggle improving the Writing skill, improving 
the Charisma skill, and writing articles outside 
of work hours. Fortunately, the work hours 
in this career are slightly lower than others, 
giving you extra free time for these career- 
related pursuits. 

When you finally reach the top of the career 
track — Star News Anchor — ^you unlock a new 
social: Tell Intriguing News Story. This social 
is perfect for situations where you want to 
boost a relationship with another Sim. 


Law Enforcement 

Not everybody in Sunset Valley or even idyllic Riverview is on the up-and-up. With a criminal element afoot, the city needs its fair share of Law 
Enforcement officers. This career branches, and the two tracks lead to different rewards. The Law Enforcement career also uses a number of skills as 
metrics for promotion, so having a well-rounded Sim is a plus.

Benefits and Rewards 

The Law Enforcement career takes a few 
interestins turns but comes with some 
exciting rewards and side benefits. One of 
the tones for work is to Build Independent 
Case, which detracts from dealing with 
co-workers or the daily workload, but is 
quite useful if successful. If the case ends 
up being a success, the Sim has a chance 
at an immediate promotion. However, if the 
case fails, the Sim risks losing the respect of 
co-workers.

I The current Logic skill level is what 
determines the chance of success, 
so build up that skill before trying 
out this tone. 

At level 3, the Sim can apprehend Burglars, 
which goes a long way toward getting a 
promotion. At level 5, the Sim gets a police 
car, which improves travel time. At level 
5, the Sim chooses a branch of the career 
to pursue. Each branch has an different 
end reward. 


WRITING REPORTS 

One of the metrics for doling out 
promotions is the number of reports 
written. Sims in the Law Enforcement 
track create reports on other Sims 
by conducting interviews with the 
Question social. (This social is not 
negative.) During the questioning, the 
interviewer discovers the other Sim’s 
traits, which is actually quite useful for 
social situations outside the workday. 



After rifling through somebody’s trash, take 
a shower, Your Sim is likely going to stink, 

Reports can also come from rifling 
through garbage cans. Use this 
interaction to look through another 
Sim’s trash until you receive the 
notice that you have enough 
information on the person whose 
trash you were inspecting to write a 
report. 

If during these interactions, the Sim 
discovers that the subject is part of 
the Criminal career track, the chance 
of promotion greatly increases. 


Rummaging through the trash 
leads to the Disgusted moodlet. 

Be ready to shower after extensive 
garbage-sifting sessions.

Branching Career Rewards 

Advance the Losic skill to succeed in all 
branches of the Law Enforcement career. Get 
started with a Losic book or chess set (home 
or park) to get a jump on the first promotions. 
When the career branches after the fifth 
promotion, two more skills come into play. 
The Painting skill must be developed for the 
Forensics branch, and the Athletic skill must 
be advanced for the Special Agent branch. 
After the split, the Logic skill is still critical to 
getting promotions. 

The Forensics branch has a reward as soon 
as you earn its first promotion: laptop. The 
laptop computer is placed in the personal 
inventory and can be used at home. The top 
reward for the career is a new computer 
interaction: Run Analysis. This is a lengthy 
interaction, but it results in a payday. This is a 
good way to make additional money when 
not at work. 

The Special Agent branch of the career has 
two special rewards that are given out at level 
10: Tell Impressive Story and Raid Warehouse. 
Tell Impressive Story is a special social. It 
immediately impresses the Sim it is directed 
at. The Raid Warehouse interaction directs 
the Sim to enter the warehouse at night and 
disappear for a few hours. If the raid is a 
success (based on mood. Athletic skill, and 
Logic skill), the Sim has the potential to earn 
two different rewards. A mild success at the 
warehouse results in a small monetary bonus. 
A big success results in a huge payday. 
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Medical 

The Medical career is not for a Sim who likes to keep a strict schedule. As this career develops, the schedule turns chaotic and occasionally 
disruptive thanks to the unpredictable needs of patients at the local hospital. If you don't mind the idea of beins pulled into work in the middle 
of the nisht, then the Medical career’s rewards may be worth the potential inconvenience. Especially the final reward for becomins a World 
Renowned Surgeon...

Benefits and Rewards 
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The Medical career is one of the most 
stressful careers, so to advance, you need 
activities in the Sim's life that will counteract 
the Stressed Out moodlet. Mood is a major 
factor in promotions, so be sure to sleep 
when possible (the Sleep in Ready Room 
tone helps out with this) and have an activity 
that lowers tension, such as reading, exercise, 
or socializing. 



As soon as you reach the Medical Intern 
promotion, get ready for a hectic schedule. 
The Sim gets a beeper and has to come 
into work at odd hours. Shifts start growing, 
too, so be ready to spend lots of time at the 
hospital as you work farther up the promotion 
ladder. Medical Interns earn the Give Medical 
Advice social, which helps out pregnant Sims. 
Pregnant Sims who regularly seek medical 
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advice (or receive it) assist the development 
of the presnancy, which can lead to the baby 
settins hishly desirable traits. 

When you reach the Medical Intern position, 
you start receivins medical journals, too. 

These are critical for future advancement 
because the number of Journals read is a 
metric for decidins promotions alonsside 
mood and Losic skill. In your off time, be sure 
to read these medical journals because the 
same keeps track of this statistic. 



The Medical career does not factor 
relationship with co-workers or the 
boss into promotions. The quality 
of work is what really counts. 



At the Resident level, Sims set two new 
socials: Give Good Medical Advice and 
Bras About Beins a Doctor. The Give Good 
Medical Advice has a sreater benefit to 
expectant mothers — in fact, the medical 


Sim can even deduce the sex of the baby. 

The Bras social impresses other Sims in 
conversation. If the other Sim is already 
romantically interested in the medical Sim, that 
romance is further enhanced. 


The Neurosurgeon promotion turns 
Give Good Medical Advice into 
Give Amazing Medical Advice, 
which is even more beneficial to 
expectant mothers.

To advance in the Military career and earn 
benefits, Sims must develop two different 
skills: Athletic and Handiness. (Fortunately, the 
Handiness skill can be learned risht on base 
throush a class.) Other metrics contribute to 
the chance of promotion, too, including the 
relationships with fellow soldiers and base 


superiors. Naturally, mood is also a factor. 
Working hard and keeping these skills in active 
advancement leads to some fun rewards. 

For example, as soon as the career begins, 
you start saluting other soldiers of superior 
rank. But at level 4, Squad Leader, inferiors 
start saluting you. When you reach the Top 
Gun rank, random Sims in town are also 


inspired to salute you. Citizen salutes are 
positive and will start any social encounter 
with an impressed context. 

At level 10, the Sim becomes an Astronaut. 
Becoming an Astronaut changes the Show 
Sim the Jet interaction to Show Sim the 
Spaceship. Show Sim the Spaceship is a huge 
romance booster. 


Music 

Let a little music fill your life with this exciting career track. This career is not about the money — it’s about the music. Or, at least it’s about the music 
at first with the extra benefit of truckloads of Simoleons later on when you’re filling stadiums with fans who cannot wait to hear your next overblown 
anthem. The Music career has two branches, the Rock and the Symphonic tracks.

Benefits and Rewards 

Naturally, the key to advancins in this career 
is the development of the Guitar skill. A class 
at the theater is a good way to get a head 
start on the career. At first, you do not even 
need the Guitar skill because you are just a 
Fan and Roadie. But keeping on top of the skill 
before it becomes critical to advancement 
has nothing but advantages. The Guitar skill is 
a constant metric for promotions no matter 
which branch you choose when you reach 
the sixth promotion. 

To continue moving up the career ladder, you 
must maintain a good mood and have a good 
relationship with co-workers, who are called 
band or orchestra members depending on 
the career path taken. Use the Study Music 
Theory tone because it helps build the Guitar 
skill — and the Logic skill, which is a critical 
measure for the Symphonic branch. In the 
Rock branch, you need to practice for gigs 
because performing concerts is a key to 
advancement. 

Rock Branch 

The next promotion following the Music Talent 
Scout in the Rock branch is Lyricist. When you 
reach this promotion, you can start holding 
concerts. Use this interaction on the theater 
and stadium to stage two- or four-hour 


concerts that are measured as part of the 
promotion process. (This interaction is only 
available between noon and midnight.) 

Once inside the Rock branch, the relationship 
to other band members is no longer 
important. When the Sim becomes the 
Backup Vocalist, they unlock the Wave 
interaction to use wherever music is playing. 
It's a fun action that boosts mood. 

Keep performing concerts and keep up 
the Guitar skill to reach the pinnacle of the 
branch: Rock Star. At this level, your carpool 
is replaced by a pastel limo that will take 
you anywhere. At this level, the Sim can also 
select venues and choose to Hold Autograph 
Session, just like the Athlete career. The goal 
is to sign as many autographs as possible with 
the other Sims on the lot. The more signed, 
the more money is awarded for the session. 

Once the Sim achieves Rock Star, they no 
longer have a work schedule. Money is 
earned exclusively by holding concerts. 

The concert at the stadium takes twice as 
long than one at the theater, but the salary 
is double. 


Symphonic Branch 

The Symphonic branch of the Music career 
unfolds a bit differently than the Rock branch. 
In this track, relationships with other musicians 
are very important, so be sure to use that 
tone to get ahead. Keep advancing the Guitar 
skill whenever possible, too. 

Once you close in on the Orchestra Lead 
promotion, develop the Logic skill. (Practice 
Music Theory is a good way to boost the 
Logic skill while at work.) Once you reach 
level 8 of this career — Orchestra Lead — ^you 
earn free admission to activities at the theater. 
This is great for boosting moods. 

The highest level of the career — Hit Movie 
Composer — comes with an object reward: 
85g Audio Explosion. This high-end stereo 
boosts the fun of Sims in its listening 
radius and can be used to develop the 
Athletic ability. 
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Politics 

Politics is no career for the timid Sim. This hishly social career track requires a sreat deal of socializins. Because this is such a social career, the 
Charisma skill is required. Also required: no fear of asking other Sims for money. Campaigns don’t pay for themselves, you know.

Benefits and Rewards 

At first, mood is the only metric used 
to measure performance and award 
promotions. But to get ahead, be sure to start 
practicing Charisma early on through various 
means, such as taking a class at City Hall or 
practicing in the mirror at home. Having a 
good Charisma level will make it much easier 
to advance early in this career. 

The Yes-Man promotion is given out to a Sim 
who has a good relationship with the boss, 
so use the Run Errands for Supervisor tone 


early on, too. Getting in good with the boss is 
preferable to being popular with co-workers. 
To move up to the City Council position, 
though, you need to start raising campaign 
contributions, which is another metric for 
promotion. The social Ask for Campaign 
Donation usually results in a small Simoleon 
transfer, although hitting up a wealthy Sim 
elicits a larger donation. Fortunately, this social 
is positive.

You cannot use the Ask for 
Campaign Contribution social on 
household members.

At 
the Governor level, a black limo drives you 
everywhere.

This 
boosts the relationship with other Sims and 
can also result in the Celebrity moodlet. 



The Professional Sports career charts a course from zero to hero. The Sims slowly become 
deeply involved with the local sports team. At first, they are a fan with a dream. Then, they join 
the team and start workins up the ranks. Soon, shifts are replaced by sportins events where 
winnins and losins directly affect mood.

Naturally, this is a sreat career for a Sim 
with the Athletic trait and developins the 
Athletic skill. Once you reach the Toddler 
Sports Coach position, you can start usins 
the Work Out at Gym work tone, which lets 
you continue developing the Athletic skill at 
work, albeit at a slower pace than at home 
or on personal time. (Up until this promotion, 
reporting to work does not increase the 
Athletic skill.) 


Once the Minor Leaguer position is reached, 
the Sim can begin interacting with other team 
members, which casts a wider net of Sims to 
socialize with and make friends. The Rookie 
promotion starts the game part of the career. 
Now work is often replaced by practice and 
the career keeps a running tally of the team’s 
win-loss record. The higher the Sim’s Athletic 
skill, the greater the chance of winning the 
game, which in turn improves the Sim’s 


mood with the Winner moodlet. The chance 
of winning a game is also improved by the 
Prepare for Game tone. 



Once the Sim reaches the top promotion — 
Sports Legend — two things happen. One, the 
Sim can now perform the Sponsorship Deal 
interaction at businesses for Simoleons at least 
once a week. Two, the Sim can also Hold 
Autograph Sessions at venues where they are 
handsomely rewarded for signing autographs 
for as many Sims on the lot as possible. 


Science 

A mind is a terrible thing to taste — er, waste. This career celebrates that organ between the ears, the cortex that pulses with thoughts and desires. 
The Science career requires a keen sense of Handiness and a real green thumb, as well as a desire to both observe and collect.

Benefits and Rewards 

The benefits of the Science career are 
plentiful, but you must be attentive to skills 
to receive the promotions that award them. 
The immediate skill required for the career 
is Gardening, which can be learned at the 
science facility or through a book. Get a jump 
on Gardening as soon as you Join the career. 
Later in the career, two additional skills come 
into play: Handiness and Fishing. At no point 
are relationships a metric for advancement 
because, warranted or not, scientists aren’t 
exactly known for their social graces.

I Do not wait until you close in on a I 
promotion that requires Fishing or I 
Gardening to start learning those I 
skills. Develop those skills early. I 

One of the most useful tones in this 
career is Do Independent Experiment. 

While performing this tone, you do side 
experiments that have a chance of resulting in 
great things. These experiments take time and 
you will not complete one in Just a day. If the 
project is a success, though, you might get an 
immediate promotion. 

From time to time, scientists come home with 
extras in their personal inventories, such as a 
fish or seed. They will be either common or 
uncommon fish or seeds. Upon reaching the 
Top Secret Researcher and Creature-Robot 
Cross Breeder promotions, though, the Sim 
receives a seed for a special plant. These 
seeds are rare and will grow into one of the 
following: Flame Fruit, Life Fruit, Money Tree, or 
Omni Plant. 


Do Science to It! 

Upon reaching the height of the career, the 
Sim receives a new interaction to perform 
on household objects: Do Science to It. This 
interaction works on seats, beds, electronics, 
and appliances. It acts like an upgrade. Once 
the interaction is complete, the Sim stands 
back to look at what was accomplished. If 
the upgrade goes well, the following may 
happen: 

■f Object gets environmental boost. 

4 Object broadcasts music, giving all Sims in 
the area the Enjoying Music moodlet. 

4 Object earns random upgrade from 
Handiness upgrade list. 

4 Object starts broadcasting random 
moodlets that affect Sims in the room: 
Attractive, Beautiful Vista, Cheered Up, 
Comforted, Feeling Lucky, New Car Smell, 
New Stuff, Oddly Powerful, Tranquil, 
or Warmed. 

Conversely, this interaction can have negative 
effects, too. These things can go wrong: 

Object catches fire and is burned until 
useless. 

4 Object randomly electrocutes Sims who 
try to use it later. 

Object disappears — forever. 

4 Object breaks and must be repaired. 

4 Object starts broadcasting random 
negative moodlets that affect Sims in 
the room: Upset, Tastes Like Fridge, Stir 
Crazy, Offended, Buzz Crash, Horrified, 
or Disgusted. 


PART-TIME WORK 

In addition to these full-time careers, 
Sims can pick up part-time jobs at the 
supermarket, cemetery, bookstore, or 
day spa. These jobs are for just four 
hours a day, four days a week. These 
jobs are designed not to interfere with 
life too much. For example, a teen 
might take a job at the supermarket 
that starts after school at 4 PM and 
lasts until 8 PM. Or an adult could 
grab a late-night 6 PM to 10 PM gig 
helping bury bodies at the cemetery. 



Part-time jobs include tones, just 
like the full-time jobs. However, 
because relationships and skills 
don’t determine job performance, 
the tones are limited to: Business As 
Usual (average amount of work). Work 
Hard (put in extra effort), and Take 
It Easy (minimal effort). Each part- 
time job has only three career levels 
with minimal raises between each 
promotion. To get ahead at a part- 
time job, just show up in a good mood 
and put in a decent day’s labor. 

Part-time jobs can be quit via the cell 
phone. You can go back to work at 
the same place, but if you wait too 
long between quitting and going back, 
you lose any promotions and must 
start over. 
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Relationships and 
Socializing 



Relationships in The Sims 3 actually unfold not 
that differently from those in the real world. 
How you treat other Sims is the biggest metric 
in your overall relationship with them. If you 
insult another Sim, expect them to get upset 
in the immediate conversation and for that 
to have a lasting effect on your relationship. 
Conversely, a constant stream of support or 
praise will boost the immediate interaction 
and lead to a longer-lasting positive 
relationship. Developing a successful romance 
means spotting if the other party is receptive 
to your advances and knowing when to cool 
your jets. 

The social structure of The Sims 3 is not 
navigated with obvious metrics. There is 
a touch of mystery in conversations that 
makes socializing more organic. You need to 
consider the current attitude of the Sim in the 
conversation, often referred to as the Target. 
(Your current Sim is known as the Actor.) That 
attitude affects the long-term status of your 
relationships with different Sims. 

Let’s detail some basic concepts that will 
assist with understanding how relationships 
work: long-term relationship (LTR), short- 
term context (STC), and commodities. 
Understanding these three factors is the key to 
brushing back some of the mystery of social 
interaction. 

Lons-Term Relationship (LTR) 

The long-term relationship represents the 
state of the relationship between two Sims, 
which extends beyond the time during 
which a conversation is taking place. LTR 
essentially describes the way two Sims view 
each other at a given moment. Every Sim 
outside the family starts out as a Stranger. 
Once initial contact is made, the LTR moves 
up to Acquaintance and can never fall back 
into Stranger. However, Acquaintance is the 
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proverbial fork in the road. From here, the LTR 
can blossom into friendship or deteriorate 
into rivalry. 


The LTR is visually 
measured by the bar 
below the portrait 
of the Sim you are 
conversing with. If the 
relationship develops in a positive manner, the 
right half of the bar fills. Positive relationship 
status is noted with green. If the relationship is 
souring, that meter empties back out and can 
even dip into the left side, which is red. The 
red bar denotes a negative LTR. 




The natural tendency of the LTR 
is to decay toward zero from 
either end of the relationship 
spectrum. Zero puts you back 
into Acquaintance territory. Decay 
occurs naturally with each passing 
day that you do not contact a Sim 
you have a relationship with. 


How to achieve the different LTRs is explained 
in the Friendships (and Enemies) section of 
this chapter, but here is a list of all of the LTRs:

about the other Sim in the course of the 
current conversation, not as an LTR. The 
STC is displayed in the conversation box in 
the screen’s upper-left as the conversation 
unfolds. For example, the box may say that 
“Jenny thinks Sasha is being amusing.” STC 
is affected by the kind of socials used in a 
conversation. Each social has a commodity 
attached to it that directs the course of a 
conversation. These are all of the STCs:

Not all STCs are symmetrical. One Sim 
can have a totally different impression of 
a conversation than the other. The only 
symmetrical STCs are those associated with 
the following commodities: friendly, funny, 
amorous, and steamed. It is very possible that 
Jenny could think Sasha is being Dull while 
Sasha does not. 

STC also modulates the way socials are 
accepted. Instead of just hot and cold, STCs 
and their respective commodities temper 
reactions. Depending on your LTR and STC, 
you can see different degrees of reaction to 
a social. Trying to kiss a Sim on the cheek in 
the context of the Flirty STC will be a lot more 
successful than the Friendly STC.

Commodity 

So, each STC is associated with a 
commodity? What’s a commodity? Think of 
these as the general categories a social or 
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STC falls under. They are based on specific 
emotions we all feel, such as awkwardness or 
love. Use the commodity of a social to inspire 
an STC, which in turn affects the overall LTR. 
Here are the seven commodities: 


Boring 

^ Funny 

Creepy 

^ Amorous 

Insulting 

^ Awkward 

Friendly

As you look at the different STCs and 
socials in this chapter, check the associated 
commodities so you can push a conversation 
in the desired direction. 


Decay and Normalizing 



Relationships do not operate under inertia. 
They decay over time if not tended to, even 
if that time period is as short as 24 hours. 

This is why regular socializing is so important. 
Decay is not necessarily a negative slide. While 
positive relationship can indeed decay into 
mere Acquaintance, a negative relationship 
can normalize into the far more desirable 
Acquaintance. (Apparently Sims don’t keep 
grudges quite like we do.)

As mentioned, the STC of a conversation 
contributes to LTR decay. These commodities 
dictate the decay. The amount of decay 
is also determined by the LTR itself. An LTR 
above zero, which starts heading toward 
positive territory, will have a different amount 
of decay from a specific STC/commodity than 
a negative LTR, which is below zero. No hard 
math on-screen shows the numerical value of 
an LTR, but you can sort of eyeball it. 


Here’s an example of how this decay works: 
Jenny and Sasha are Good Friends. If their 
last encounter was Impolite, then after a 
few days, the LTR will decay to just Friends. 
Conversely, if Jenny and Sasha have the 
Disliked LTR, the relationship will normalize into 
Acquaintance if the last STC was Friendly. 



Decay and normalization are 
not confined only to friends and 
pre-marriage Sims. This also 
applies to familial relationships, 
such as father or wife. However, 
the bonds of blood are far 
deeper than those of friends, so 
it takes a lot more to adversely 
affect a familial relationship. 

Not that it cannot be done. You 
can absolutely sour a familial 
relationship with insulting socials.

Friendships (and Enemies) 

Now that we’ve explained the four basics 
of socialization — LTR, STC, commodity, and 
decay — let’s look at how relationships bloom 
and wither... and what you can do to affect 
the course of these relationships. Naturally, 
Sims want friends. Social is a need, after all. 
Socializing and having friends have various 
effects on the course of your Sims’ lives. 



Friendships are a universally positive thing. 
Having friends, particularly in an expanded 
social circle, opens you up to a wealth of 
opportunities for receiving good moodlets. 
Positive moodlets are the key to earning those 
coveted Lifetime Rewards. Friendships can 
result in such pleasing moodlets as Flattered 
or Nicely Decorated, such as if you are invited 
over to a friend’s house that has some great 
environmental bonuses. 

Achieving the different LTRs is done through 
conversations — and conversations are 
made up of socials. But there is much more 



to a conversation/STC than just employing 
a handful of socials. A Sim’s personality 
is hugely important in determining which 
socials can be used — and should be used. 
And it’s not only the traits of the Actor that 
matter. Learning the traits of the Target is also 
quite important. 

The Art of the 
Conversation 

So, you’ve approached another Sim, you 
left-clicked on them, and now you are staring 
at a menu of different social options. How 
do you navigate the social structure of a 
conversation? Well, your options are partially 
defined by your LTR, current mood, age, 
and your traits. Categories of socials include 
things like Friendly, Funny, Mean, Romantic, 
and Special. Special leads to socials that 
are encouraged by the Actor having a 
specific trait, such as Bookworm. Inside the 
Bookworm menu, there will be options to talk 
about books or the bookstore. 



The menu of available social categories appears 
around your Sim’s head, Left-click on an option to 
see what socials are available. 



Now, select a social from the category to add it 
to the action queue.

Social menus have a maximum of I 
12 options. If there are more than I 
12 available to a Sim, the friendly I 

socials are the first to get cut from I 

the menu of options. I 

When you select a social, it is added to your 
list of activities in the upper-risht corner, 
just as if you were stackins interactions with 
objects. When a current social ends, the next 
one automatically besins. But stackins socials 
is not a wise stratesy because you do not 
want to just babble away about a topic that 
the other Sim is just not interested in listening 
to. Use socials and then watch for reactions. 

A positive social with a positive effect is 
noted with a chime and a blue symbol of two 
Sims next to each other. A negative reaction is 
noted by two red Sims and a minus symbol. 

Being Boring 

Talking about the same things over and over 
gets boring to most Sims. The positive effect 
of a positive social is weakened the more 
you use it. Repeating a social can also affect 
the STC. Continuous droning about the 
same subjects will nudge the STC into Dull, 
Drab, or Insufferably Tedious territory. If the 
conversation ends on one of those STCs, the 
LTR suffers. 



When a relationship is suffering due to a boring 
conversation, red symbols appear over the 
Sims' heads. 

The default number of times you can repeat 
a social without getting boring is two. And 
if you break apart a conversation, you can 
use a social more than twice without any STC 
worries. Some socials can be used more 
than twice without dullness setting in, such 
as Chat. Chat has four uses before it is boring 
in a single conversation. However, it can be 
"recharged” so that the social can be used 
six times before it is boring. To recharge a

social, you just need to break it up in the 
conversation. For example, let’s say you use 
Chat four times in a row. The other Sim is not 
bored, but is about to be if you use it one 
more time. So, you change course and Talk 
About Books. After that social runs its course, 
you have recharged Chat once. Now you 
can use Chat again without it being boring. 
However, if you tried to use it again without 
another recharge, the social would be 
considered boring. 

Family and Aging 

Few bonds in this world are more powerful 
than family — and family is a strong force inside 
The Sims 3, too. The family is a close unit that 
is always on the lookout for each other’s best 
interests, both socially and with the tending of 
moods and needs. 



Time is a constant that cannot be avoided 
in The Sims 3. It is a steady drumbeat in the 
back of every day, sometimes barely audible 
above the din of career, socialization, and 
the little joys of life. Over time, Sims age. They 
transition between the stages of life, from 
toddler to child, from adult to elderly. And at 
the end of the strange, fascinating trip that is 
life, Sims will die. 

There are seven stages of life in The Sims 3: 
baby, toddler, child, teen, young adult, adult, 
and elder. Each stage has a different number 
of days that completes an age. At the end of 
the age, the Sim transitions into the next age. 
Here are the number of days in each age: 

Baby: 2 days 

Toddler: 7 days 

Child: 7 days 

Teen: 1 4 Days 

Young Adult: 21 days 

Adult: 21 days 

Elderly: 1 6 days (minimum) 



AGE TRANSITIONS 

When a Sim closes in on the 
transition date, you are given a two- 
day warning. If the Sim about to age 
up is younger than a young adult, 
this transition period is extremely 
important. When a toddler transitions 
to a child and a child transitions to a 
teen, the Sim picks up an additional 
trait. If the Sim is doing well in life 
by specific metrics at the point of 
transition, you get to pick that new 
trait. If the Sim is struggling, then the 
trait is either randomly chosen or is 
chosen from a list of negative traits. 


Baby 



The most helpless of all Sims, the baby 
requires a lot of care. Fortunately, this age 
lasts only a couple days and parents are 
given the time off from their careers to tend 
to the baby. Babies are typically carried 
around by their parents (or adult/elder Sims). 
While carrying a baby, Sims must limit their 
interactions to sitting (not in front of a table), 
using the phone, and any socialization that 
does not require touching. Babies have fewer 
needs than other Sims, but the needs they 
do have are critical. Here is what you need to 
monitor on a baby: 

^ Energy: Babies tend to get tired much 
faster than other ages. When a baby gets 
tired, it can fall asleep, as long as it is not 
in the middle of an activity. Babies typically 
sleep in a crib, though, so make sure you 
buy one if your household has a baby 
in it. 

^ Hygiene: Babies need to relieve 

themselves like every other Sim, but they 
do so in their diapers. This makes the 
baby Smelly, which can cause a negative 
moodlet on other Sims if the Change 
Diaper interaction is not selected after the 
baby alerts you of its stinky predicament. 
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^ Hunger: Babies need a lot of feedins, 
but not the kind of food you prepare in 
the kitchen. Babies need bottles. To feed 
a baby when it needs it, select the Feed 
Baby interaction on the baby. 

♦ Social: Babies need interaction and 
entertainment, so be sure to resularly play 
with your new baby. 
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You nnust attend to the baby or the 
baby will get the Lonely moodlet. 
You must also feed the baby 
regularly so the Hunger need never 
drops into the red. If you neglect 
a baby (or any Sim younger than 
young adult), you risk a visit from a 
Social Worker. The Social Worker 
will take away a child who is 
being neglected. 



Babies age up into toddlers. Toddlers cannot 
take much better care of themselves than 
babies, but at least they are somewhat 
mobile, thanks to the ability to crawl, and 
they can amuse themselves via toys. Toddlers 
can be taught how to walk via a special 
interaction with an teen or older Sim. In fact, 
teaching a toddler to walk is one of three 
critical lessons you need to teach a toddler 
before it ages up into a child. The other 
necessary lessons are Teach to Talk and Potty 
Train. Toddlers need attention like babies, so if 
a toddler starts to fuss, you should definitely 
pick it up and socialize with it. 



Toddlers love toys. You can keep them busy for 
hours by giving them a few toys to play with, like 
the baby xylophone. 

Toddlers have four needs that must be 
attended to: 

4 Energy: Toddlers need to sleep a little 
less than babies, but they still get sleepy 
on a much more regular basis than 
older Sims. 

4 Fun: To keep toddlers in a good mood, 
you need to either play with them or 
direct their attention to some toys. You 
can purchase several toys in Buy Mode 
from the Kids Room catalog. 

4 Hunger: Toddlers need to eat. You can 
either go the bottle route or feed a 
toddler in a high chair, which can also be 
purchased from the Kids Room catalog. To 
feed a toddler actual food, you need the 
food processor to puree the meal. 

4 Hygiene: Toddlers use diapers. If not 
potty trained, a toddler will fill its diapers 
and demand immediate changing. If a 
toddler has been taught to use the potty, 
it can use the training potty. 

You need to teach the toddler for it to 
properly age up. If you have not taught the 
toddler all three skills before it ages, you 
cannot choose the third trait it receives during 
the transition. 

Teach to Walk and Teach to Talk are selectable 
when you left-click on the toddler. The older 
Sim sits down next to the toddler and starts 
the lesson. Lesson progress is viewable just 
like learning a skill in adulthood. A blue bar 
appears over the toddler’s head and fills over 
the course of the lesson. When the bar fills to 
the max, the skill has been taught. To handle 
potty training, you need to buy the small 
training toilet from Buy Mode. As soon as the 
toddler has learned any of these skills, that skill 
vanishes from the interaction menu. 




Child 



Child Sims have survived being a toddler and 
are ready to take on a little responsibility of 
their own: school. Child Sims can socialize 
and make friends with other children, feed 
themselves with quick snacks from the fridge, 
and even learn a few of the skills that will give 
them a leg up on teen and adult life. Children 
still like to play, so let them have a little fun 
with toys and games when not working on 
homework for school and socializing with 
the family. 

A child who gets regular good grades and 
has an A at the time of the age transition 
gets to choose the next trait. Anything less 
and the trait is either random or purposefully 
negative. However, in addition to going to 
school, children can learn a few skills, such 
as Cooking. 

Teen 



Teen Sims graduate to high school and 
are impressed with a whole new level of 
responsibility. Teen Sims can get part-time 
jobs to help contribute to the household 
worth, although doing so leaves them less 
time to get homework done or be social, 
both of which are important activities for the 
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teen. Teen Sims must pay attention in school 
and set homework done so when they 
Sraduate to adulthood, they can select the 
fifth and final trait. 



Teen Sims share a lot with adult Sims. They 
can perform most socials at this point, save 
for marriase and WooHoo. Romance is a bis 
part of the teen experience, as teens want to 
have relationships and so steady with another 
teen. (Teens cannot be romantic outside of 
their ase level.) 

Teens have a special LTR: Best Friends Forever. 
This is the teen version of Best Friends. To 
desisnate this special friend, use the BFF social 
on a fellow teen with a hish relationship. BFFs 
Ions to bans out tosether. Teens can only 
have one BFF at a time. If a teen chooses a 
new BFF, the relationship with the previous BFF 
takes a sisnificant hit and has an insultins STC. 



Young Adult/Adult 

Adult Sims have sreat responsibilities to 
take care of their charses and maintain a 
positive household, all while jusslins career, 
skills, and socializations. It's not an easy task. 
There are thousands of choices to make, 
from sittins down to write a book to soins 
into the military to lookins for butterflies up 
at SimHense. But it’s the stase and all of its 
freedoms that makes The Sims 3 such a 
wonderful experience. 

Elder 



Elder Sims are not that different from adult 
Sims. They learn skills, have careers, like to 
socialize, and still have Lifetime Wishes. 
However, they are nearing the end of the 
great arc of life. But they still deserve to live 
this final age with grace and poise. Keep 
elder Sims active even if they retire from work 
(and enjoy a nice pension) by continuing to 
develop skills and relationships. That way, 
when death finally does knock on your front 
door, there are zero regrets and the family 
that the elder Sim leaves behind has a wealth 
of memories, lessons, and Simoleons. 
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• • • 

Others define us by the company we keep, but we define ourselves by the experiences we’ve had and the ones we are plannins. One of the 
Sreatest experiences we can have is to travel. The awe of new sishts. The thrill of unfamiliar sounds. The intoxication of new smells. Travel is an 
expansion of personal borders by crossins physical ones. 


Until now, the farthest away from home that Sims could explore was the city limits of Sunset Valley or Riverview. But with World Adventures, Sims 
can finally leave their city lives behind and take flisht to exotic new places. Sims can now see thinss like a nectary in France, a zen sarden in China, 
and the depths of a creepy tomb in Esypt. They can learn new cultures from the Sims in these excitins locations, and taste new foods. And when 
the Sim finally returns home to a career or the rest of a household, they brins these new experiences with them, enrichins not only their own lives, 
but the lives of those around them. 


What's New? 

This suide is desisned to help you set the 
absolute most out of your vacation plans. 
Sims cannot jet off to new countries for an 
indefinite amount of time. Their visas only 
allow them short stays overseas, at first. By 
completins special adventures on their trips, 
Sims earn points for their visas. The more 
points you bank, the lonser you can stay the 
next time you visit. When a Sim finally maxes 
out a visa for a particular location, they may 
purchase special vacation homes there for 
use the next time they visit. 



These adventures are typically trips to 
tombs and catacombs beneath the surface. 

In these dark places, Sims must seek out 
hidden chambers and learn how to survive 
danserous traps. The rewards of raidins these 
tombs includes more than just points on a 
visa. Sims will discover valuable treasures and 
relics. These relics can be sold for Simoleons 
or taken back home and put on display. 



While on holiday, Sims are encourased to 
open their minds and hearts, to take in new 
cultures, learn new skills, and establish new 
friendships. The methods of learning the 
new skills — Martial Arts, Nectar Making, and 
Photography — and socializing with other 
Sims is very similar to how it’s done in The 
Sims 3, which was detailed in the previous 
chapter. While Sims do not necessarily need 
to embark on personal journeys to develop 
new skills or make new friends, you only get a 
portion of the World Adventures experience 
by slipping into the tombs. During each 
trip, balance both exploration and personal 
growth so that when your Sims finally bid 
adieu to the vacation destination, they go 
home with wonderful memories as well 
as souvenirs. 

The Basics of Travel 

Once you have World Adventures all set up, 
your Sims can leave on their first vacation. It 
only takes one phone call or a click on the 
computer to get the Sim in a cab, whisked 
off to the airport, and on their way to your 
choice of the three possible locations — 
Egypt, China, or France. However, before 
boarding, you need to know some essentials 
about travel. Not only do you need to 
understand what’s involved with travel on the 
departure end of the trip, but also the basics 
of an adventure at the destination. 


Before You Go... 



# 


As mentioned, all you need to do to travel 
to a new location is dial it up on the phone 
in your Sim’s inventory or choose the Travel 
interaction from a computer. It is as easy as 
ordering a pizza or arranging babysitting. 
However, travel is not cheap. Each trip costs 
Simoleons and the price of travel goes up 
with each consecutive trip that lasts longer 
than the previous. These costs only cover 
getting there and getting back. Once you 
are at your destination, you need additional 
Simoleons to purchase goods at merchants 
such as foodstuffs and other essentials. (You 
have to take care of Hunger, Sleep, and 
Hygiene on your travels, you know.) Here are 
the opening prices of each three-day trip: 

f China: § 1,300 
Egypt: § 1,600 

^ France: § 1,900 



The Trip Planner pops up after the Sim has 
arranged to travel. Use the Trip Planner to 
select your destination, the length of the stay 
(within the boundaries of your current visa 
level), and which members of a multi-Sim 
household are going on the vacation. 
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Visibly pregnant Sims cannot travel. 
Neither can babies or toddlers. 
Child Sims require an adult in order 
to travel. 



The Visa 



Why is your Sim limited to only three days? 
Well, that's because your Sim’s visa is only 
Sood for three days of travel when you take 
your first trip. Your Sim has one visa for each 
location. Each visa has four levels to it if you 
count the zero level when you first receive 
the visa. To stay lonser at a destination, 
you need to raise the level of the visa. To 
raise your visa level, you must undertake 
adventures at each destination. When you 
complete an adventure, the Sim who offered 
it to you adds points to your visa. The more 
points you accumulate, the hisher your 
visa level. 

Points on a visa are not transferable. They 
are unique to the location where they are 
earned. Just because your Sim completed 
an adventure in China and earned a new visa 
level allow! ns them to stay five days does not 
mean they can now start stayins five days in 
Esypt. The visa level for Esypt must also be 
bumped up to enjoy a similar benefit. 

Here are the visa levels and the required 
number of points for each level:

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The Special Merchant will not sell you some 
goods unless you have a certain visa level. It’s one 
of the many reasons to increase your visa level as 
soon as possible, 

Hisher visa levels do more for your Sim 
than just allow for an extended stay. Certain 
objects and perks cannot be bousht unless 
your Sim has a specific visa level. Some 
adventures at each location are not offered to 
Sims until they reach a suitable visa level. 



Base camp's great, but why not vacation 
in luxury? 


When your Sim reaches the hishest visa level 
at a location, they can buy a vacation home. 
(Or vacation homes, if your Sim is loaded.) 
Now, the Sim does not have to use the 
general facilities at base camp any more. They 
can stay at their vacation home instead. Plus, 
the vacation home is a great place to store 
all of the cool relics and treasures found 
on travels. 


A special Adventure Reward called 
the Certificate of Partnership 
extends your stay even longer. 

Buy it from the Special Merchant 
who tours near the market in 
each location. 


At the end of your vacation, your Sim is 
automatically returned home. Now, even if 
you want to head right back out on another 
adventure, the travel option on your Sim’s 



phone is grayed out. You must wait two full 
days before going on another trip. Don’t be 
bummed. Use that time to practice some 
useful skills, go to work, and catch up with 
your household. 



Frozen Time 

When you saw that you could stay on a 
vacation for several days, you thought about 
how that would affect aging, right? After all, 
your Sim only has a certain number of days 
before they age up. If you spend all of your 
days on vacation, how will you fit in all of the 
career-building and skill-developing back at 
home to satisfy a Lifetime Wish? 



Well, you’re in luck — aging and the earliest 
stage of pregnancy freezes on vacation. 

You do not have to worry about blowing 
important aging days while cavorting around 
the dunes of Egypt or the tombs of China. 
Time picks right back up when you return to 
your home town, though. 

You can use this to your advantage, especially 
when you can stay for a long time at a 
location. Most locations have skill-building 
objects, such as the gym equipment at the 
martial arts facility in China. Work on those 
skills while on vacation so you don’t consume 
precious time. When you return home, 
you enjoy the benefits of an increased skill 
level (such as earning a promotion at work) 
without losing any days doing it. 

Base Camp 

When you first arrive at a destination, you 
are dropped off at base camp. Base camp 
provides temporary housing for your Sims 
while they are on vacation. As such, it 
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contains all the necessary amenities, such 
as showers, a bed, and a place to prepare 
food. Each destination’s base camp looks 
different, but they all have the same amenities. 
For example, the suest quarters at base 
camp in China are quite luxurious compared 
to the tents in Esypt. But, you can set a 
decent nisht’s sleep in each place, and that’s 
what matters.

While the bed and runnins water at base 
camp are important, perhaps the most 
interestins amenity at each location is the 


Adventure Board. When you first arrive, be 
sure to check the Adventure Board for new 
adventures. If one is open and you accept it, 
the Sim you need to see for the adventure is 
then marked in map view. 

F^owever, you are not required to immediately 
check the Adventure Board. You can just laze 
about at base camp and take it easy. Use it as 
a home away from home for trips when you 
Just want to work on one of the new skills or 
do a little souvenir-shoppins. 






You aren’t the only vacationer. 
Base camp is sometimes filled 
with other travelers. This is a great 
place to make new friends. Chat 
up your fellow adventurers while 
making breakfast. 



Ancient Coins 



While most merchants take Simoleons, there 
is a special currency often used while on 
vacation: Ancient Coins. Ancient Coins 
are found while explorins tombs and are 
sometimes awarded when completins an 
adventure. Look for Ancient Coins in piles on 
the floor in tomb chambers or inside treasure 
chests. Pocket as many as you can find, 
because while you can trade Simoleons for 
cool relics, the Special Merchant only accepts 
Ancient Coins. 



The number of Ancient Coins found in tombs 
changes with each visit. Just because one Sim 
found 25 in a treasure chest in a particular room 
doesn’t mean another Sim will find the same 
amount in the same spot. 



In addition to Ancient Coins, 
your Sim can collect relics while 
traveling. For a complete expla- 
nation of relics as well as a 
breakdown of how they fit into 
different collections and what they 
are worth, please see the “Relics” 
section of this chapter. 


Markets 6? Merchants 



As any traveler knows, shoppins abroad is 
tremendous fun. You find items and objects 
completely foreisn from the stores back 
home. These trinkets make for wonderful 
sifts as well as reminders of previous travels. 

In World Adventures, there are plenty of 
merchants at each destination ready to relieve 
you of Simoleons in exchanse for soods and 
sear. Merchants have all sorts of thinss for 
sale, from new recipes and books to relics. 

When visitins the markets on consecutive 
trips, you will discover that inventories 
chanse. A merchant may not have the same 
relic selection on your next trip, so if you spy 
somethins you like, you may want to splurse 
for it risht away. It may be a while until you 
see it at a merchant asain. 
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The market at each location is plainly marked on 
the map so you can make a beeline to it upon 
your first visit, 



Markets are not just for buyins stuff, thoush. 
Markets often double as social centers at 
destinations, too. Just like the Central Park 
in Sunset Valley or the plaza in Riverview. 
Socialize at the market with different Sims as 
well as shopkeepers and merchants. These 
are sreat places to make new friends. And 
who knows? You might even find a special 
someone while shopping for trinkets and go 
home with the best souvenir of all — love. 

Survival Gear 

Merchants at all three locations offer a few 
of the same objects, such as tents and dried 
food. These objects fall under the “general 
necessity” category: items you need if you 
plan on doing some tomb exploration 
and are not always near base camp or a 
vacation home.

Although these objects are called out in the 
new object catalog later in this guide, these 
necessities are important to know about 
right up-front. Before going on an adventure 
that takes you into the underworld, consider 
stocking up on some of these objects. 



Dried food: Time may effectively stop on 
a vacation, but that rumble in your Sim’s 
tummy does not. Food is easily available at 
base camp or the market, but when you 
are in a tomb, you need to have something 
portable to nosh on. If you did not bring 
fruit or something with you, then buy dried 
food. There are three kinds of dried food to 
pick from, each of varying quality. The higher 
quality the dried food, the more expensive it 
is. F^owever, quality equals satisfaction. Eating 
higher quality dried food results in a better 
Meal moodlet, which in turn can help keep 
your Sim's spirits high. 



Tent: Exploring is exhausting. Sims will get tired 
while out on an adventure. Sometimes it takes 
too long to get back to base camp before 
your Sim gets so tired it affects their mood. 
Other times, you Just don’t want to sacrifice 
time traveling to base camp — ^that’s time that 
could be spent looking for secret doors! 

Buy a tent so your Sim can sleep away from 
base camp or a house. There are multiple 
tents. The more expensive the tent, the more 
comfortable it is for your Sim. 



Occasionally, Sims wish to sleep in a 
tomb. Having a tent lets you indulge 
this wish and pick up some Lifetime 
Happiness points. 

You can even take the tent home 
with you and use it back there. If 
you really want to go nomad, sell the 
house and use a tent instead for a 
portable bed. Just be sure to hit up 
the gym for showers... 



Shower in a Can: Let’s face it — the 
underworld is a bit dingy. Your Sim’s Hygiene 
will drop as they root around tombs for 
treasure. If they get stinky, they offend not 
only other Sims but also themselves. Mood 
takes a hit. Avoid this with Shower in a Can, 
a portable bath. This canned shower only 
has one use, but it is Just as good as taking a 
normal shower. 



Shower in a Can has an alternate, 
life-saving secondary use. If your 
Sim is caught in a fire trap in a tomb, 
the Shower in a Can will put out 
the flames. 



Camera: The camera is not technically an 
essential object like food or a portable 
shower, but it is still an important travel item. 
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and all seneral stores at each destination 
stock it. The camera is required for buildins 
up the new Photosraphy skill. Plus, photos 
are another sood way to make some extra 
Simoleons on the side, which can fund 
future trips. 


Special Merchants & Adventure 
Rewards 



Each location has a Special Merchant. This 
merchant is not anchored to a physical 


store, but moseys around the marketplace 
at each destination from 9 AM to 6 PM. 
Special Merchants sell Adventure Rewards, 
which are similar to Lifetime Rewards in that 
these rewards cannot be purchased with 
Simoleons. Adventure Rewards are bousht 
with Ancient Coins. Some Adventure Rewards 
cannot be bousht until your visa is at a 
specific level, too. 

Adventure Rewards are not like relics or other 
objects bousht at the market. These particular 
items affect your travels. So save up those 
Ancient Coins! You will undoubtedly want 
many of these rewards to use durins your 
travels, such as the Mummy Snacks. These 
snacks will keep a rampasins mummy off 
your tail. (What? A rampasins mummy will 
chase you? Oh, more on that in the Tombs 
1 01 chapter.) Use this shoppins list when 
browsins the Special Merchant's soods:

New Skills 

You can learn three new skills while travelins the world: Martial Arts, Nectar Makins, and 
Photosraphy. All three of these skills may be learned while on trips, but the benefits of the skills 
extend far beyond the limits of your visa. These skills can be brousht back home and used there, 
too. A Sim who returns to Riverview with a bottle a sweet nectar not available at the EverFresh 
Supermarket will be a popular Sim indeed. And woe to the Burslar who tries to rob a Sim with an 
advanced Martial Arts skill. 


Martial Arts 




Martial Arts is the skill learned in China. It's 
separate from the Athletic skill. It is orisinally 
learned by either readins a book about the 
skill or by checkins into the dojo in Shans 
Simla. There, Sims will find the necessary 
equipment to train up the skill, such as 
Board Breakers. 

Sims who learn Martial Arts become excellent 
fiShters. They don't so around pickins fishts, 
thoush. This is a defensive skill, but one that 
pretty much suarantees that a Sim forced into 
a brawl will walk away the victor.

Visit the Nectary 
to check out a public Nectar Maker and 
start squashins fruit to make batches of the 
delicious beverase.

Buy a Nectar Maker and install it back home 
so you can keep developing the skill when not 
in France. 

That means you 
better make a basement for your house if 
you pursue this skill. There is a brand-new 
tool in Build Mode for easily constructins 
basements.

Photography 


Relics 



Ancient Coins are not the only things to seek 
while on vacation. Relics are special treasures 
to buy or find and then bring home as 
interesting souvenirs to show off. Find relics in 
rubble piles, inside treasure chests, and even 
just lying around inside tombs. For the less 
adventurous, relics can also be purchased 
at merchants. 



Photography is not tethered to any one 
destination. It can be developed in any of 
the three travel spots by either reading the 
beginner’s book or by Just buying a camera 
from a shop and snapping some pictures. 
Photos are added to different collections. 
When you complete a collection, you boost 
the skill. It costs Simoleons to take photos, 
but the benefits of completing collections 
and eventually mastering the skill make it as 
valuable as the Painting skill.

Relics are generally categorized 
by culture; Chinese, French, and 
Egyptian. As you collect relics from 
each culture, it is logged in your 
Adventure Journal. 


Relics can also be sold for profit, just like the 
collectibles back in your home town. In fact, 
this is a great way to make Simoleons while 
on vacation. Some relics are worth as little as 
1 00 Simoleons. Some are worth as many as 
4,000 Simoleons. You can see how a vacation 
might pay for itself (and then some) with a 
lucky find. 
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But perhaps you would rather keep these 
relics for yourself? After all, relics are 
extremely attractive and go a long way 
toward sprucing up a lot back home in 
Sunset Valley or Riverview. Placing relics in 
your house adds to the environmental rating 
of the room, which can result in a moodlet 
boost just for walking though it, such as 
Nicely Decorated. 


Each relic belongs to a collection, too. There 
are nine collections:

♦ Zodiac Animals 
^ Chinese Vases 
^ Dangerous Creatures

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Adventures 

When Sims arrive at their destinations, they 
have so many different options. Shop? Learn 
a skill? Socialize? The most thrillins activity at 
each destination, thoush, is the adventure. 
Adventures are similar to opportunities in The 
Sims 3, but are typically tied to a specific task, 
such as divins into a tomb or lookins for a 
special relic. 

Adventures are usually given out by Sims 
who live at the destination. They present you 
with an opportunity that you can accept or 
decline. If you accept, the adventure goes 
into your Adventure Tracker (more on that in 
a moment) and you’re off to fulfill the task at 
hand. If you complete an adventure, you are 
typically awarded points for your visa and 
some Ancient Coins. 


Some adventures have multiple steps and 
might require additional trips to a destination 
to complete. However, the harder the 
adventure, the greater the reward. 



I All of the adventures for each desti- 
nation are cataloged and detailed in 
the China, Egypt, and France chapters. | 
Use the maps in each of those 
chapters to complete the adventures. 


WHY ADVENTURE? 



There are many reasons to take on 
an adventure. The most obvious is to 
increase your visa level so you can 
spend longer at a destination. But the 
adventure itself is often the reward. 
Adventures send you on cool missions 
to explore dark tombs and seek out 
unseen treasures. If you combine going 
on adventures with all of the stuff to do 
above ground, you can have wonderful, 
well-rounded vacations that leave your 
Sim fulfilled on all levels. And your Sim 
usually brings home a suitcase full of 
neat stuff, like relics. 




As soon as you take your very first trip, you 
receive an Adventure Journal. This is similar 
to a Skill Journal, which you use to track the 
progress of skills such as Writing and Guitar. 
The Adventure Journal keeps track of all 
relevant statistics regarding your travels, so 
keep an eye on it. 

The journal also monitors your progress 
toward fulfilling a handful of Adventure 
Challenges. These are the adventure 
equivalent of Skill Challenges. When you meet 
certain criteria, your Sim gains a challenge 
title. This title comes with benefits, such as 
increased ease of performing a certain action 
or the improved value of having certain relics. 

^ Adventures; This page tracks all current 
adventures, organized by the three 
destinations. The details of the current 
adventure are displayed here for easy 
access. If you have no active adventure, 
then this page reminds you to visit the 
Adventure Board or answer the phone to 
embark on a new adventure. 

4 Common Relics; This page charts the 
number of relics found by locations and 
all information relevant to your personal 
history. 

i) Relic Collections; As mentioned, there 
are nine relic collections. This page in 
the journal tracks your progress toward 
completing each collection. 

^ About China; This page displays the 
current visa level and stats (such as how 
long you’ve spent there) for China. 

♦ About Egypt; This journal page shows 
your current visa level and stats for Egypt. 

^ About France; This page reveals your 
current visa level and stats for France. 

^ Tomb Stats; This journal page tracks 
dozens of tomb statistics such as how 
many traps you have disarmed, the 
number of treasure chests found, and the 
number of rubble piles cleared. 
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Common Relics 

The Common Relics page of the journal offers 
a top view of your efforts to collect relics 
throughout your adventures. Every time you 
collect a relic, it is recorded in this section 
of the journal. Now, the journal does not 
record the exact moment or place the relic 
was found. But it does record important 
information such as how many relics have 
been found in each destination, the number 
of relics analyzed by your Sim, the oldest 
relic found, and the most valuable relic 
discovered. 

There is a single Common Relics challenge: 

♦ Historical Hoarder: A Historical Hoarder 
has collected 20 relics from each culture. 
Relics discovered by Historical Hoarders 
are 50 percent more valuable. 

Relic Collections 

The general categorization of relics is by 
culture. But relics are also divided into nine 
different collections. These collections are 
tracked in this page of the Adventure Journal. 
Every time a relic from a new collection is 
discovered, that collection is logged in the 
journal so you can track which of the nine 
collections you have thus far uncovered, 
and how many relics within that collection 
you've found. This is a great resource for Sims 
who seek to complete entire collections for 
reasons of art, mood, or just that natural drive 
to finish off a collection. 

There is a single Relic Collections challenge: 

♦ Relic Collection Connoisseur Relic 
Collection Connoisseurs have completed 
six relic collections. The Wondrous 
Collection moodlet is 50 percent 

more powerful on Relic Collection 
Connoisseurs. 

Tomb Stats 

This page of the Adventure Journal tracks 
your activities in the tombs. This is where you 
can monitor how many keys you have used, 
how many traps you've disarmed, how many 
rubble piles you've cleared away, and more. 
Most of these stats are just for fun. Why not 
track how many switches you've stood on? 
(And how fast can you push that stat into 
triple digits?) 

Three challenges will make you want to 
revisit this page often and check specific 
tomb states. These challenges are related to 
exploration, and every time you complete 


one of them, you get a benefit that helps 
with scouring the tombs. Here are the three 
challenges related to tomb stats : 

Rubble Excavator: After excavating 1 0 
rubble piles, you'll excavate them 35 
percent faster. 

4 Well Spelunker: After diving into 1 0 dive 
wells, you'll clear them 80 percent faster. 

4 Hazmat Sim: After disarming 10 traps, 
you'll have an 80 percent higher chance 
of successfully disarming them. 


Adventure Board 



When you first arrive at a destination, you 
are dropped off at base camp. Each base 
camp has an Adventure Board. Check out this 
board to read about new adventures and 
opportunities being offered by Sims at the 
location. Later on, Sims may offer missions 
and adventures over the phone, but the 
Adventure Board is definitely the best place 
for new travelers to start. 

Adventure Tracker 




The Adventure Tracker is a useful tool that 
appears above the Moodlet window. It 
appears after you’ve accepted an adventure, 
and it tells you the current objective. In some 
cases, left-clicking on the Adventure Tracker 
will send your Sim to the stated goal. For 
example, if you have grabbed the relic from 
a tomb sought by another Sim, clicking on 
the Adventure Tracker will direct your Sim to 
return to the relic-requester. 



( Click on the little arrow in the lower- 
right corner of the Adventure Tracker 
to toggle it on and off. 


Tombs 



Tombs are a major part of your travels. 

You will likely spend as much time under 
the surface as you do mingling with Sims 
or working on skills in the sunlight. There 
are dozens of tombs across the three 
destinations to explore, each filled with 
tricks, traps, and most importantly treasures. 
The more adventures you accept, the more 
complex the tombs become. At first, they 
seem like a straightforward collection of 
rooms. Soon, though, you start stumbling 
upon hidden chambers and devious 
traps. The harder it is to reach the bottom 
of a tomb, the likelier it is you will find 
greater relics. 



Tombs are spooky places, full of mystery. Do you 
really want to put your hand in that hole? 

Tombs are dangerous places, though. There 
are many ways to get in trouble while poking 
around the underworld, such as ancient traps. 
There are many ways to get around traps or 
even disable them, but as you know from just 
having a fireplace, any time you start dealing 
with things like fire, you are flirting with danger. 
And then there are the mummies...

Catherine's First Trip 

We’ve sone over the basics of travel, but let’s 
see how it all works before settins too deep 
into tomb technolosy, the development of 
the three new skills, and mappins out each 
destination. And what better guide for this 
first trip abroad than Catherine Browne? 

Well, the Sim Catherine Browne. Back home, 
Catherine has already boosted many skills 
such as Writing and Painting and is earning 
decent money from selling collectibles, such 
as gems and metals. She’s saved up for this 
trip and is now ready to pick up the phone 
and make those first travel arrangements. 

For her first trip, Catherine goes to China. 
Because this is her very first trip, it’s limited 
to just three days. But you can pack a lot 
into just three days: shopping, socializing, 
and tomb exploration. Here is Catherine’s 
trait breakdown so you can see how 
those choices might potentially play into 
an adventure: 



^ Trait 1 : Adventurous 

♦ Trait 2: Loves the Outdoors 
^ Trait 3: Bookworm 

♦ Trait 4: Natural Cook 

^ Trait 5: Photographer’s Eye 
^ Lifetime Wish: Seasoned Traveler 
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Now, I had created a Catherine ^ 
Browne Sim for playing The Sims 
3 so I could build skills, socialize, 
and do all the things needed in 
order to write The Sims 3 Primer. 
However, when it came time to go 
on an adventure, I wanted to create 
a brand-new Catherine Browne 
that used some of the new traits 
offered in World Adventures. I also 
wanted to strive for one of the new 
Lifetime Wishes. I chose Seasoned 
Traveler, which is the dream of 
getting level 3 visas in all three 
destinations. These new traits and 
new wishes are all detailed in the 
New Simology chapter, along with 
the new skills and new ways to 
socialize with other Sims. 



(And it didn’t hurt that World 
Adventures offers a whole 
bunch of new clothes, 
too. How do you like 


Before leaving, make sure that you have 
unfinished business taken care of because 
some wishes do not survive travel and vanish. 
If you are close to fulfilling a smaller wish, such 
as chatting with a Sim, try to wrap it up. When 
you reach your destination, new wishes flood 
into your Sim’s head and you will be tempted 
to zero in on those. Rather than dismiss a 
bunch of promised wishes, go ahead and 
finish up the easiest ones. 



As soon as everything is in order and 
Catherine has enough in her household funds 



for the trip, I access the phone and choose 
the Travel interaction. This opens the Trip 
Planner. I’ve already decided on China, so I 
select it from the planner. The money for the 
trip is subtracted from the household funds 
and a taxi immediately pulls up to the house. 
Catherine hops in the cab and it drives out of 
the city, presumably to take her to the airport 
where she will fly off into the horizon. 

Day One 



This is Catherine’s first trip to China, so 
her visa is at zero. Not only does this limit 
Catherine’s trip to just three days, but it 
means that when Catherine touches down 
in China, she is dropped off at base camp. 

In China, base camp is actually quite lovely 
and accommodating. The giant facility has 
everything she needs inside, such as beds, a 
kitchen, and bathrooms. 



First things first: check the Adventure Board, 

The Adventure Board is Catherine’s first 
stop because I want to make sure she 
can spend more time in China on her next 
visit. To do this, I need to earn points for 
her visa. The best way to do this is to 
undertake adventures offered by the locals. 
When you first visit a destination, there is 
always an adventure waiting for you on the 
Adventure Board. 

The first adventure in China is called Seeking 
Adventure? It is the first step in a multi-part 
adventure that will take Catherine into a 
tomb. The message on the board asks for 
a traveler (Catherine in this case) to contact 
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Xi Yuan. When you accept this adventure, it 
sets added to the Adventure Tracker above 
the moodlet panel. Left-clickins on it sends 
Catherine directly to Xi Yuan, althoush if 
you zoom out to map view, you can also 
see Xi Yuan hishlishted with a small token 
bearins her face. 



The same Sims will not always offer 
the same adventures. Whereas 
Xi Yuan offered this adventure to 
Catherine, Seeking Adventure? 
might be offered by Ai Pei in 
your session.

When Catherine visits Xi Yuan to follow up 
on the next step of the adventure, she is 
awarded a handful of visa points. See we’re 
already on our way to increasins the visa level 
to 1 . Xi Yuan tells Catherine about the next 
step of the adventure: Treasure Hunter. 

Treasure Hunter is a mission to seek out a 
relic at the bottom of a nearby tomb. This 
tomb is actually beneath the Hall of the Lost 
Army, which is the giant temple in the center 
of the Forbidden City. (The Forbidden City is 
the massive city center at the heart of China.) 

If Catherine can recover the ancient relic 
rumored to be at the bottom of the tomb for 
Xi Yuan, she will reward her with visa points, 
Simoleons, and Ancient Coins. “Yes, please” 
to all three of those things! Before leaving, 
Catherine receives a keystone, which is a 
critical object for opening a door in the tomb. 



Before going into the tomb to seek out the 
treasure, though, Catherine needs some 
survival gear. Because I want to get the most 
out of the three days (trust me, three days 
can fly by when you are first exploring a 
destination and undertaking an adventure), 

I do not want to spend too much time 
traveling back to base camp at night to use 
the facilities. So, we head for the market 
inside the Forbidden City. 



The shops in the market are all neatly aligned, 
making it easy to pop in and out of the bookstore, 
food place, relic shop, and the general store. 



Catherine can shop at the other stores later, 
and she will because I definitely want to 
pick up the entry-level Martial Arts skill book 
and at least one recipe from the bookstore. 
But because time is of the essence, we go 
straight for the general store and buy a tent, 
two Showers in a Can, and several portions 
of dried food. I spring for the medium quality 
so Catherine gets a pleasant moodlet bump 
when she eats them. 



With the goods in Catherine’s inventory, it’s off 
to the Hall of the Lost Army. Standing on the 



floor switch opens up the stairs leading down 
into the tomb. 



Using the keystone on the panel next to the door 
at the bottom of the steps opens the tomb. 



Catherine explores the first part of the tomb, 
using floor switches to open doors. 



There’s an electric trap in one of the tomb 
chambers. Catherine can turn the trap off by 
pushing one of the statues on top of it. 



Some of the switches must be uncovered by 
clearing away rubble piles. Clearing away the 
rubble piles increases Catherine’s Athletic skill. 
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Because Catherine sot somethins of a late 
start on the day and spent a little time 
in town, it's already startins to set late. 
Catherine's mood is startins to so south 
because she is sleepy. Because I want to 
set risht back into that tomb first thins in the 
mornins, I send Catherine back up to the 
surface to pitch a tent risht next to the Hall 
of the Lost Army. We'll sleep out here for 
the nisht.

Day Two 



Mornins dawns on Catherine's second day. 
She really needs to complete the tomb today 
so we can set some social stuff, shoppins, 
and skill-buildins done on the third day of 
the trip. As soon as Catherine is awake and 
out of the tent, she uses a Shower in a Can to 
ward off any nesative Hysiene moodlets. A 
quick bite of dried food and then it is back to 
the tomb. 



Catherine continues explorins the tomb, 
pushins deeper into its depths by unlockins 
doors. A chamber contains several treasure 
chests and these chests contain relics. I 


direct Catherine to move some of the statues 
around the room so she can open the chests 
and take whatever is inside. 




□ne of the chests holds Ancient Coins. Those will 
be great for buying Adventure Rewards as soon 
as Catherine’s visa level goes up to at least 1 , 



Deeper exploration of the tomb reveals a dive 
well. Catherine uses the dive well to swim to 
a secret room. A treasure chest in the secret 
room holds the keystone for a nearby locked 
door. With the keystone, Catherine can enter 
the chamber that Xi Yuan was talkins about — 
the one with the ancient relic. 



□nee Catherine has the ancient relic described by 
Xi Yuan, she can return to the surface to finish 
the adventure.

By the way, I am not trying to be ^ 
all clever and obtuse by calling the 
goal of this adventure an “ancient 
relic ” World Adventures is full of 
randomness, so you can replay 
the adventures multiple times with 
different Sims and not always see 
the same thing. The merchant 
at the bookstore may sell the 
same books, but the merchant’s 
appearance is never the exact 
same. The identity of the Sim who 
sends you off on a new adventure 
is always different. The loot in the 
treasure chest changes because 
getting the exact same number 
t of Ancient Coins or the exact 
I same vase out of a chest 
with each visit to the same 




Now that Catherine has the relic, it’s time to 
return to Xi Yuan to hand it over and receive her 
rightfully earned rewards. 
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Sure enough, Xi Yuan happily takes the relic and 
rewards Catherine. Her visa level goes up to 1 . 
Now she can stay in China for five days on her 
next visit. 



It is starting to get late, so Catherine 
heads back to base camp. There, she 
can get a good night's sleep in a real bed 
and make breakfast in the kitchen in the 
morning. Tomorrow, she will finish her first 
excursion with some skill-building, play time, 
and socializing. 

Day Three 



After taking care of morning rituals such as 
eating, showering, and using the restroom, 
Catherine heads back to the city to do a little 
shopping. She goes to the bookstore and 
buys Martial Arts Vol. 1 : Wax On Philosophic. 
This book will teach her the Martial Arts skill 
and get her started on a journey of physical 
and mental enlightenment. 



I find a nice bench or sofa somewhere and 
plop Catherine down to do some reading, As 
soon as she finishes that book, she is a level 1 
martial artist, 



At the completion of the book, Catherine 
gets on her bicycle and rides to the Phoenix 
Martial Arts Academy. There is martial arts 
equipment here — a Training Dummy and a 
Board Breaker for her to work with so she 
can raise that skill level up to 2 before the 
day is out. Because level 1 cannot use the 
Board Breaker, Catherine works on the Training 
Dummy first. 



□nee she reaches level 2, Catherine gives the 
Board Breaker a few good whacks before it gets 
too late. 


Working on the Martial Arts skill 
decreases Hygiene. It doesn’t take 
long before Catherine is Smelly. 
Fortunately, she can use the 
shower at the Martial Arts Academy 
before heading back into the 
Forbidden City. 



Back at the Forbidden City, Catherine returns 
to the general store to buy the Training 
Dummy. I want her to keep working on this 
skill. The purchased dummy is immediately 
transferred to the household inventory where 
it can be placed on the lot in Buy Mode once 
she returns home. I also buy some Golden 
Dragon Fireworks. You’ll see why in a moment. 



Because Catherine has a wish to meet a local, 
I mingle with the folks walking around the 
Forbidden City. A family swims in one of the 
pools. Catherine approaches the little boy on 
the edge of the pool and engages in friendly 
conversation, which satisfies the wish. There 
are some easy Lifetime Happiness points 
right there. 
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□nee Catherine is on friendiy terms with the 
iittie boy, a new interaction appears in the sociai 
menu: Learn Song. When i choose this, the Iittie 
boy starts teaching Catherine a song, 



Catherine follows along with the boy, singing 
parts of it back to him until she has the song 
down. Now Catherine can share this song 
with other Sims. And not only that, but 
singing with the little boy was a lot of fun for 
Catherine. She’s in a great mood. The trip is 
almost over, so let’s end it with a bang and 
see if we cannot get Catherine all the way to 
the Having a Blast moodlet. 



Catherine places the fireworks on the lawn 
in the Forbidden City. I choose the Launch 
interaction on the fireworks and Catherine 
automatically stands back. I stand back, too, 
in a sense, by pulling the camera all the way 
out to map view. This gives me a great view 
of the fireworks. 



What a great way to end a first vacation. 


Back at Home 



Catherine arrives home, fulfilled. She cannot 
go on another trip for at least 24 hours, but 
that’s okay. There is plenty to do at home, 
such as finish a novel and continue practicing 
the Painting skill. Plus, she did buy a recipe 
to bring home: Egg Rolls. After reading the 
recipe for a few minutes, she’s got it down 
and can add the exotic dish to her library of 
recipes. In fact, because she’s feeling a wee 
bit peckish, why not fry up a trio of egg rolls 
now and remember the trip? 



Within just three days, Catherine has had 
fun exploring a tomb, making new friends, 
developing an all-new skill, and lighting 
fireworks, and she’s even brought home 
some treasures. In fact, she can hardly wait to 
go back to China and see what else lies just 
beneath the surface. But France is so tempting 
this time of year... 



...and wouldn’t it be fun to play snake charmer in 
the markets of Egypt? Come on, 24 hours, hurry 
it up!

World Adventures adds more than just new real estate for you to explore; it offers all-new traits, wishes, skills, and more that only deepen the 
possibilities for your Sims’ drives and dreams. Now, Sims have new avenues to express their artistry — photosraphy. New Sims just movins in can 
have adventure and discipline as pieces of their personalities. There are also new wishes — both larse and small — that extend far beyond the borders 
of a Sim’s hometown.

This chapter charts the new building blocks 
for a Sim’s lifetime adventure. But choosing 
to incorporate many of these new traits or 
wishes into your Sim’s life does not only 
affect their travels. The skills they develop or 
the goals they aspire to fulfill also influence 
behavior, attitude, and living back on their 
own lots in their home cities. 

Personality 

A Sim’s personality is made up of many 
factors, from the traits you select when in 
the final stages of the Create a Sim tool to 
the dreams and wishes you promise them 
as they enjoy their days. World Adventures 
introduces many meaningful ways to further 
define them. The Sims 3 Primer that opened 
this book explained all of the traits, moodlets, 
skills, and wishes that come with the base 
game. Use that primer in conjunction with 
New Simology to understand how to 
develop the personalities of Sims who come 
into being with World Adventures as part of 
the equation. 

New Traits 

As you know, when you create a Sim (or 
when a Sim not yet an adult ages up) you 
give them a series of up to five traits. These 
traits are the foundation for their personality. 
Traits affect so much, so choose carefully. 
These new traits are designed to affect a Sim 
who will be going on an adventure from time 
to time, but these traits affect more than just 
behaviors and activities while a Sim is on a 
vacation. 


After all, giving a Sim a trait to help them in 
their travels means one less trait that could 
prove beneficial for their careers or the 
original skill sets. 


Adventurous 



Description: Adventurous Sims enjoy 
traveling and exploration more than other 
Sims, can go on new trips sooner, and 
improve their visa levels more quickly. 


Benefits: Adventurous Sims get a 
positive Adventuring moodlet while on 
vacation. 


Shortcomings: Sim tends to get the Stir 
Crazy moodlet faster, which prevents 
them from lazing indoors for extended 
periods of time. 


Unique Features: The Recently Traveled 
moodlet does not last as long for an 
Adventurous Sim, meaning they can skip 
off on another trip sooner than other 
Sims. 


Disciplined 



Description: Disciplined Sims do not 
fool around. They have the dedication 
and perseverance to become the best 
martial artists in town. 


Benefits: Sim learns the Martial Arts skill 
noticeably faster and has an increased 
chance of successfully sparring. 
Disciplined Sims developing the Martial 
Arts skill also fail less at using the Board 
Breaker or the Training Dummy. 

Shortcomings: None 

Unique Features: Any martial arts- 
related activities provide fun for a 
Disciplined Sim. 

Photographer’s Eye [ 

Description: Sims with the 
Photographer’s Eye naturally learn 
Photography more quickly than other 
Sims and tend to earn more Simoleons 
for the photos they take. 


Benefits: Sims with this trait develop 
the Photography skill faster and their 
photographs are worth more. 

Shortcomings: None 

Unique Features: Sims with the 
Photographer’s Eye trait have a series 
of new socials such as "Talk About 
Cameras,” “Discuss SLR Cameras,” and 
"Rant about Dark Rooms.” These help 
establish relationships with other Sims 
who are interested in Photography or 
have the Photographer’s Eye trait. 

Hidden Traits 

The above three traits are selectable when 
you are finishing up Create a Sim or adding a 
new trait to a Sim who is aging up. However, 
there are two hidden traits that you cannot 
select: French Culture and East Asian Culture. 
These traits are inherent in the non-player 



Sims who live in their respective destinations. 
These traits are also slowly picked up by a 
Sim the longer they remain in France or China. 


These traits affect behavior when in the 
related destination. For example, when in 
China, a Sim with the East Asian Culture trait 
will always eat with chopsticks. The French 
Culture trait causes a Sim with the hidden trait 
to greet other Sims in France with the double- 
cheek kiss. 

These traits are passed down genetically. If a 
Sim marries a non-player Sim from France or 
China and has a baby, there is a 70 percent 
chance the baby will acquire the hidden 
culture trait. 
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Existing Traits 

So, when creatins a new Sim or asing up 
a Sim who will go on travels, should you 
automatically load them up with these 
new traits? Not necessarily. You need to 
find a balance, because Sims still spend a 
great deal of time back in Sunset Valley or 
Riverview That's where they need to work or 
concentrate on developing the original skills, 
such as Charisma. (Not that the original skills 
cannot be developed abroad. It’s just that 
you are likely to be a little keener on exploring 
a tomb than painting or playing the guitar.) 



Some of the existing traits are quite useful 
when traveling, too. The Athletic trait, for 
example, isn’t going to hurt you when you 
develop the Martial Arts skill or try to move 
giant statues inside the tombs. The Loves the 
Outdoors trait will consistently help boost 
your Sim’s mood while they are on a trip 
because so much time will indeed be spent 
outside of a house or building. The Angler trait 
will help your Sim with fishing — and there are 
lots of new places to fish while on a trip. 

So, find the right balance for you. If you know 
you want to dig into the new Photography 
skill and take photos both home and abroad, 
then by all means, give your new Sim the 
Photographer’s Eye skill. If you want to travel 
all the time, then the Adventurous trait is also 
extremely beneficial. But guess what? If you fill 
three of the five available trait slots for an adult 
Sim with the new traits, you are going to miss 
out on all the benefits of the existing traits that 
help with careers and skills. That may make life 
back home a little tougher than necessary. 

New Wishes 

Back home in Sunset Valley and Riverview, 

Sims have litany of wishes that flash through 
their heads. Raise Painting skill level. Kiss a Sim. 
Land a promotion. Grow a great plant. Well, 
Just because a Sim flies to a new destination 
doesn’t mean their wishful desires take a 
vacation, too. While Sims are exploring new 
destinations, they regularly dream up new 
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wishes. These wishes help define their trips, 
as your Sims often crave to meet locals, 
learn songs, possess exotic relics, and try 
something fun (and sometimes dangerous) in 
the underworld tombs. 

Of course, there are two types of wishes — 
Lifetime Wishes and the day-to-day wishes. 
World Adventures introduces all-new wishes 
in both categories. When wishes of either 
category are fulfilled, the Sim earns Lifetime 
Happiness points. These are traded in for all 
sorts of perks and new objects called Lifetime 
Rewards. World Adventures dMs new 
Lifetime Rewards, which are listed following 
the lists of new wishes. 

Lifetime Wishes 

Lifetime Wishes are determined by the traits 
you select for your Sim. World Adventures 
introduces eight new Lifetime Wishes. As you 
might expect, choosing the Disciplined trait is 
likely to cause one of the martial arts-related 
Lifetime Wishes to appear. The Photographer’s 
Eye will inspire the appearance of the 
Visionary or World-Class Gallery Lifetime 
Wishes. 



Picking a Lifetime Wish in Create a Sim 

One thing you must be aware of when 
selecting a Lifetime Wish new to World 
Adventures is that if you are the kind of 
player who zeroes in on satisfying the 
Lifetime Wish, doing so completely alters the 
trajectory of your Sim’s life. The Seasoned 
Traveler Lifetime Wish, for example, is all about 
traveling to new destinations. To satisfy this 
wish, you won’t be spending a lot of time 
at home. So you need to be vigilant about 
household funds to make sure your Sim can 
keep jetting off into the horizon.

Sophisticated Sims who travel extensively and 
spend time in foreign locales become worldly 
and wise, but only those who work hard at 
earning the respect and trust of the locals 
can get a coveted max level visa in France, 
China, and Egypt. Through opportunities and 
adventures abroad your Sim will befriend 
others and become welcome wherever 
they go. 



The speediest way to fulfill this wish 
is to concentrate on exploring tombs 
and going on adventures for Sims. 
Collecting and photography? That 
can wait!

On the path to Martial Arts mastery, Sims 
must hone their bodies and minds through 
challenges and rigorous training.

Only through hard 
work and dedication will your Sim sculpt the 
perfect body and attain the skills necessary to 
rise in the ranks of Martial Arts mastery. 



Training with equipment and battling 
other martial artists will quickly 
develop the Martial Arts skill. But 
what about the Athletic skill? The 
Athletic skill raises along with the 
Martial Arts skill, so you learn both at 
once by doing Martial Arts.

Happiness points. These points measure fulfillment. The more you have, the happier your Sim. 
But these points are not just for show. Lifetime Happiness points can be traded in for Lifetime 
Rewards, which are special perks and cool objects that will undoubtedly help your Sim.

Skills 

You cannot define a Sim’s lifetime only by 
fulfilled wishes and the company they keep. 
Sims desire to grow in other ways, too. 
Careers are one way in which a Sim’s life is 
given structure and meaning, but there are 
no new careers in World Adventures. (And 
why would there be? These are vacations!) 
Another way Sims are defined is by the skills 
they develop and hopefully master. 

World Adventures introduces three 
new skills: Martial Arts, Nectar Making, 
and Photography. The only way to start 
developing these skills is through travel. You 
cannot start the Martial Arts skill without 
leaving home. Sure, you could buy a book 
about Martial Arts and then read it on the 
comfort of your sofa back in Riverview — but 
you still had to at least visit China to buy the 
book from the merchant. 



There is no limit on who can learn any of 
these skills. Certain traits make it easier to 
develop some of these skills. For example, 
the Photographer’s Eye accelerates the 
development of the Photography skill. But 
specific traits are not required to start learning 
a skill. All it requires is drive and time. 

There are a handful of ways to develop a 
skill. Some are learned and further refined by 
reading books related to the skill. Some skills 


are developed by simply doing. Working with 
a Training Dummy builds the Martial Arts skill. 
Wielding a camera around the neighborhood 
develops the Photography skill. Squashing 
grapes in your cellar with your very own 
Nectar Maker improves the Nectar Making skill. 

Use these tips to speed skill development: 

4 Sims in a good mood develop a skill 
slightly faster. 

4 Expensive equipment does help develop 
a skill. The cheap camera suffices for first 
developing the Photography skill. But as 
you get into the top half of the skill, you 
really should splurge on a better camera. 

4 Use community equipment when just 
starting out to save a little cash. You can 
use Training Dummies and Board Breakers 
at the dojo in China for free while visiting. 
The same goes for the public Nectar 
Maker at France’s Nectary. 

4 Unless you feel pressed for time to start 
developing a new skill, save books on 
the subject for skill levels higher than 2. 
Reading a book reduces the amount 
of time needed to attain the next level. 
However, this is within reason. Reading 
the beginner’s level skill book for Martial 
Arts is not going to do you a tremendous 
amount of good when working toward 
level 9.

Martial Arts 



Sims desiring strong minds as well as bodies 
should consider traveling to China to learn 



the new Martial Arts skill. This skill requires 
serious training, not just on specific martial 
arts equipment, but also in sparring matches 
with other Sims. While much of this skill is 
developed in China due to the prevalence of 
other Sims who share it, it can be practiced at 
home if you buy equipment.

Development Benefits 

There are two ways to begin learning the 
Martial Arts skill — and both exist only in 
China. The first way is to purchase a Martial 
Arts skill book from the bookstore in the 
Forbidden City. 



The other way to start learning the Martial 
Arts skill is to practice on a Training Dummy. 
Direct your Sim to the Training Dummy and 
choose the Practice interaction. Your Sim will 
start attacking the Training Dummy, but badly 
at first. Stick with it, though, because over 
time, your Sim will get better. Soon, they are 
smacking that Training Dummy around like 
nobody’s fool.

One of the big benefits of developing 
the Martial Arts skill is that your 
Sim will almost always win in a fight 
(against a Burglar, etc.). When your 
Sim is at the top of the skill, they 
never lose a fight.

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Once your Sim reaches level 2 of the 
skill, they can besin trainins on the Board 
Breaker. This set-up allows them to practice 
a concentrated chop on a board placed 
between two blocks. You can place various 
materials on the Board Breaker. The easiest 
to break is the foam board, so even thoush 
you can try any of the boards, it’s best to 
start here. As you advance, try out the other 
boards, such as balsa wood, oak, thin stone, 
and space rock.

Failing a board break actually hurts 
your Sim— they get the negative 
Hurt Hand moodlet. To get rid of 
the moodlet, you need to wait three 
hours until your hand feels better.

When your Sim reaches level 5 of the 
skill, they unlock the new Meditate action. 
Meditation has multiple benefits. The first 
is that meditatins improves mood. The Sim 
earns the new Meditative Focus moodlet, 
which is positive. The lonser you meditate, 
the lonser that moodlet lasts.

Meditatins also removes many nesative 
moodlets: Anxious to Advance, Bored,

After meditatins a very Ions tinne, the 
Sim starts to actually float! They have hit the 
maximum Meditative Focus. This opens up a 
new interaction: Zeneport. Click on an open 
spot on the map and the Sim will be zapped 
to the new location. However, teleportins 
uses up all of the focus. It removes the 
Meditative Focus moodlet. 

One of the si^eatest benefits of Meditatins 
is that the effects of the Meditative Focus 
moodlet are universally awesome. Havins 
this moodlet active means your Sim will 
develop a skill faster, do better at work or 
school, and even improve your performance 
on an adventure. There is no downside 
to meditatins except for the consumption 
of time. 


Belts 

As you improve the Martial Arts skill, your Sim 
earns new belts. These belts physically appear 


on your Sim when they don the martial arts 
outfit, the si, which is now an available outfit 
just like swimwear or formal wear. The belts 
do not have specific enhancements, but 
denote which skill level your Sim has.

Sparring and Tournaments 

When you reach level 1 of the Martial Arts 
skill, you sst a new social interaction with 
other Sims who also possess the skill: Spar. 
When you challense another Sim to spar, you 
both start a friendly match. This is not a knock- 
down, dras-out fisht. This is sparhns for the 
benefit of improving the skill. In fact, sparring 
with another Sim actually improves the skill 
faster than using a Training Dummy as long as 
you are a lower skill level than the other Sim in 
the sparring match. 



Once you reach level 4 in the skill, you 
can enter tournaments. Tournaments only 
happen in China. To enter a tournament, 
pick up the phone and use the Challenge 
Spar Tournament Contender interaction. The 
opponent quickly arrives at your location. 
Now, left-click on the rival and choose 
the Challenge to a Ranked Sparring Match 
interaction. This begins the match. 

If you are victorious enough, you get to 
advance a rank in the tournament. Fortunately, 
you cannot drop down a rank, no matter how 
many times you may fail a sparring match. 
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The top rank in the Martial Arts tournament is 

Grand Master, which helps fulfill one of the 

Lifetime Wishes.

When visiting France, be sure to check out 
the Nectary at the base of the rolling hills and 
sample a fine bottle.

This piece of equipment 
allows you to make your very own nectar, 
which is not only a valuable beverage, but the 
effects of sharing the nectar with other Sims 
will definitely improve your social standing.

How to Make Nectar 



Whether using the Nectar Maker at the 
Nectary or one purchased at the general store 
in France and installed at home, the process 
of making nectar remains the same. First, place 
fruits in the Nectar Maker. You can use grapes 
or other fruits to create a satisfactory blend. 
Once the barrel of the Nectar Maker is full, 
squish the fruit into a pulp. 



As soon as the fruit has been squished, it is 
time to use the Make Nectar interaction on 
the Nectar Maker. The machine starts to rattle 
and hum, turning the pulpy fruit into a liquid 
beverage. The machine then places the nectar 
into easily portable or storable bottles and 
you get to name the batch. As the process 
happens, the Sim develops the Nectar Making 
skill, as seen by the blue meter overhead. 



Make sure the Nectar Maker is clean 
before using it! If the Nectar Maker 
is dirty, it still works, but the nectar 
bottles produced are lower quality 
and not worth as much. 

Any fruit grown via gardening or bought from 
a shop can be used to make nectar. However, 
there are now several varieties of grapes 
that can be grown. These grapes originate 
in France. The grapes are of differing color, 
growth speed, and rarity.

Though there are new grapes introduced 
in World Adventures specifically for nectar 
making, there are no specific recipes for 
making nectar; Sims just add grapes and 
other fruit to the Nectar Maker. Different 
combinations of grapes and fruits yield 
different results, but these impromptu recipes 
do not affect quality or bottle value. Instead, 
the quality of the nectar is determined by the 
quality of the ingredients and the skill level of 
the Sim making it. There are additional quality 
modifiers, such as upgrades a Handy Sim 
performs on the Nectar Maker, additional 
interactions earned by improving the 
Nectar Making skill, as well as benefit from 
skill challenges. 



Each destination has a new plant. 
Grapes are the new fruits for 
France. In Egypt, Sims will find 
pomegranates and cherries. China 
has plums and pomelos. Use these 
new fruits when making nectar and 
come up with some fun, flavorful 
batches.

Making nectar is a fun activity 
that almost always inspires a 
positive moodlet. 
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Development Benefits 



As you develop the Nectar Making skill, you 
get better at making higher value batches of 
bottled nectar. Reaching specific skill levels 
also unlocks new interactions with the Nectar 
Maker. These interactions let you further 
customize your batches of nectar, such as 
making concentrated nectar for extra-fine 
batches or going for mass-produced nectar. 

Make Concentrated Nectar (Level 4): 

This new interaction makes fewer bottles 
of nectar per session. However, the 
concentrated nectar is higher quality. 

Mass Produce (Level 7): Making nectar 
with this interaction increases the number 
of bottles produced, but quality suffers. 

Extended Nectaration (Level 9): 

Making nectar with this interaction takes 
significantly longer, but the resulting 
bottles are very high quality. 

Nectar Maker Upgrades 

The Handiness skill allows Sims to upgrade 
objects. The Nectar Maker can undergo three 
upgrades, depending on the Handiness skill 
level of the Sim performing the action. 

Improved Pressing (Level 5): This 
upgrade increases the number of 
bottles made in a batch of nectar. If the 
upgrade fails, the Nectar Maker begins 
producing fewer bottles. To reverse this 
error, attempt to upgrade the Nectar 
Maker again. 

Make Unbreakable (Level 6): When 
successful, this upgrade prevents the 
Nectar Maker from ever breaking again. 

If the upgrade fails, the Nectar Maker 
breaks and must be repaired. 

Flavor Enhancement (Level 1 0): This 
upgrade improves the value of all nectar 
bottles produced by the Nectar Maker. If 
the upgrade fails, it decreases the value 
of produced bottles until the upgrade is 
attempted again and is successful.

f Nectar Master: Make 200 bottles of nectar. 

f Flavorful Feet: Squish 40 batches of fruit. 

^ Vine Vizard: Harvest 400 bunches of 
grapes and convert into nectar 400 
bunches of grapes of any variety.

NECTAR CELLAR 

Nectar needs to be aged properly and the 
best place to do that is in a cellar. To help 
with building a basement or cellar on your 
lot, World Adventures adds a brand-new 
Basement tool to Build Mode that makes 
digging out an underground floor beneath 
your house as easy as laying a foundation. 

To dig out a cellar, go into Build Mode and 
select the new tool. Now, holding the left 
mouse button, you can stretch a rectangle 
across your lot to designate the basement. 
The basement appears in blue. Once you 
release the mouse button, the basement is 
automatically dug. It has a perfectly flat floor 
and four nice walls. 

What is does not have, though, is a means 
for getting down to the cellar where you will 
presumably store your nectar bottles or even 
your Nectar Maker. (You can also hide out 
in the cellar to avoid unwanted company— a 
nice side benefit.) Use the stairs tool from 
Build Mode to create a flight of stairs leading 
from the surface down to your new cellar. 
Make sure there is empty space on the floor 
above for the stairs to come up through. 




Once you have finished your cellar, feel free to decorate it just like a room in a 
house. Add some sort of floor and wall covering. Place some lights in there, too. 
The only thing you cannot add? Windows. 




Photography 


Much like Writing or Painting, Photography is a 
highly personalized skill that allows your Sims to 
express themselves through art. Sims can take 
photos while exploring a destination as well as 
back home in their city. The fact that Sims can 
make Simoleons off those photos is just icing on 
the cake — the neatly photographed cake, that is. 
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Acquire by: Readins Photosraphy Book, 
Takins Photos 

Development tools: Books, Camera 

Available ages: Child, Teen, Youns 
Adult, Adult, Elder 

Development Benefits 

To start takins photos, you need a camera. 
You can buy the basic SnapTastic Flimsy-Cam 
(§250) at all three destinations, but only the 
Seneral store in Esypt sells the other two 
cameras. The medium-srade camera is the 
ChannonTec Outlaw SE (§850). The top- 
tier camera is the Nikon QX40di Gladiator 
(§3,250). The more expensive the camera, 
the more it costs to take a photo with it. 

Each camera has different properties that are 
important to buddins photographers: 

^ SnapTastic Flimsy-Cam: This camera can 
only take small photos, which means it 
only takes low-value photos. 

♦ ChannonTec Outlaw SE: The medium- 
level camera's photos are more valuable 
than the SnapTastic’s. The camera can 
accommodate medium-sized photos and 
has minor zoom functionality. 



^ Hikon QX40dl Gladiator: This camera 
allows large photos and has good 
zoom functionality. It takes the highest- 
value photos of all of the cameras. This 
is also the only camera that can take 
panoramic photos. 




Photography skill books are only 
available in Egypt.

You cannot develop the 
Photography skill past level 3 with 
books. Once you reach level 3, 
the skill can only be developed by 
taking photos. 


To start developing this skill, you can either 
use a camera to take a photo or dive into a 
Photography skill book. Every time you take a 
photo, you develop the skill a little bit. At first, 
you get a moderate amount of skill for taking 
your photos. The first time you take a photo 
of a subject, you also earn a decent amount 
of skill-development. However, the higher the 
level of the skill, the more photos you need 
to take to move up to the next tier. And the 
more often you take a photo of the same 
subject, the less skill it is worth. If you try to 
take the same photo of a subject more than 
twice in a day, you receive zero skill boost for 
the third and every subsequent shot. 


The more expensive the camera, 
the more skill you get for taking a 
shot, too. If you really want to rocket 
up the skill ladder, splurge on a 
spendier camera. 



To take a photo, click on the camera in 
your personal inventory, select the Take 
Photo interaction when left-clicking on 
your Sim, or just press [OShift| + 

The camera interaction is then added to 
the queue of actions, if there are any. The 
camera interaction screen then pops up. 

Use the mouse to frame the subject of 
your shot. The small, portrait frame is the 
default framing. Depending on your camera, 
you can select additional sizes with the 
on-screen commands. If your camera has 
zoom functionality, use either the on-screen 
commands or your mouse wheel. As you 
gain more skill levels, you also earn more 
filters for your photos, which you can choose 
before taking the shot. Click the mouse button 
to finally take the photo. The photo is then 
added to your collection. 



Photos oan be named and hung on the wall at 
home, Use the Reminisce interaction on a photo 
to get the Good Memories moodlet,

The lower your skill level, the greater 
the chance you may screw up the 
shot. Maybe a finger will slip into 
the frame. Perhaps the photo will be 
blurry. There is even a rare chance 
that a magic gnome will pop up and 
mess up the shot. When you reach 
level 5 of the skill, you no longer 
take bad photos. 



As you increase your skill level, you get extra 
filters and aspect ratios for your shots. These 
extra filters affect the value of the photo, as 
does the selected size of the photo. Here are 
the levels in which you gain photo filters as 
well as the different value modifiers for filters 
and sizes:

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Photo Collections

Mhere is one very special new social in World Adventures that I want to call out: Learn Song. This 
is one of my favorite additions to the game via World Adventures. While traveling to destinations 
and chatting up locals, you can learn songs and take them back home with you. This a wonderful 
way for the culture of a destination to escape its borders. 

Each destination has two unique songs: local and romantic. All locals know the local song. Locals 
older than children know the romantic song, too. Start a conversation with a local and then 
choose Learn Song. Pick from the offered songs. Your Sim and the local will then go back and 
forth with your Sim repeating phrases of the song after the local until the song has been learned. 

Once you have learned the song, you can sing it on your own. (There is even a chance your Sim may start singing 
shower.) You can also teach the song to another Sim back home. 

Not every Sim will react to your songs the same. Sims with the following traits react positively 
to you singing a song within earshot: Artistic, Easily Impressed, Family-Oriented, Friendly, 

Excitable, Good, Hopeless Romantic, Party Animal, and Virtuoso. No Sense of Humor, Mean, 

Hot-Headed, Grumpy, Evil, Can’t Stand Art, and Dislikes Children Sims will actually boo. 

The romantic song has an alternate use. Now, unlike my singing voice — which causes 
birds to run into windows on purpose — if your Sim sings the romantic song to a 
receptive Sim, it will put them in the mood for love.

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Understanding the 
Underworld 



Your Sim slips down the newly revealed steps 
into the inky unknown. The crackling torch 
on the wall, newly breathed to life, casts light 
on an ancient chamber that has not seen 
illumination for centuries. Shadows are thrown 
against the wall, making it look as if the Sim 
is not the only thing moving in this forgotten 
tomb. But she is. Or at least, she thinks she is. 

A lone sarcophagus leans against the far 
wall. Near it are three treasure chests. Does 
one of them contain the treasure she was 
sent to seek? One by one, she opens the 
chests, feeling around the dust and debris for 
relics of long ago. She keeps an eye on the 
sarcophagus as she inches closer to it. Surely 
the rumors of mummies that walk the tomb in 
search of living flesh are just stories to keep 
children from poking around, right? 

Finally, she reaches the third treasure chest — 
the one closest to the sarcophagus. She 
hoists the lid up and reaches inside. Her 
fingers feel the unnatural edges of carved 
stone. This is it. This is the relic. She just has 
to take it and return to the surface. But the lid 
of the treasure chest slams shut with a sharp 
thud, loud enough to wake the dead. 

And that's exactly what happens next. A 
mummy explodes from the sarcophagus, 
arms outstretched to grab the intruder. The 
Sim tumbles backward, barely avoiding the 
mummy’s bandaged hands. Centuries of 
decay have curled the mummy’s fingers into 
claws. She regains her footing and starts to 
run. There’s a fire trap ahead, but if she can 
make it to the pool of water first and drench 
her clothes, she can get through the belching 
pillars of flame unharmed. The mummy will 
be unable to follow her. The trap that almost 
killed her on the way down will now be the 


very thing that saves her life. She starts to run. 
And she will not stop running until the ground 
beneath her feet is warmed by daylight. 


Tomb Features 



Before descending the stairs into a potentially 
dangerous tomb, you need to know exactly 
what to expect. These tombs are not happy 
treasure chambers. They are dangerous 
places, filled with hidden doors, traps, and 
even a few unhappy residents. There’s a 
reason the locals ask you to go on these 
adventures instead of just completing them 
themselves! This chapter details exactly 
what you need to know about tomb 
exploration. All tomb features are explained, 
from floor switches to dive wells. And we’ll 
even help you survive an encounter with a 
deadly mummy. 


Keystones 



Keystones are carved pieces of rock that are 
used to open doors in tombs. Keystones 
come in a handful of shapes, such as stars, 
crescents, and hearts. Once a keystone is 
discovered (usually found in a treasure chest) 
and taken, it goes into the Sim’s inventory. 

In some tombs, your Sim will discover 
special keystones with actual names. These 
keystones are essential for completing a 
tomb, because they unlock doors that regular 
keystones cannot. 



Once you have a keystone, you can open 
a locked door that has a keystone panel 
next to it. The keystone panels have shaped 
holes that accommodate only same-shaped 
keystones. Direct your Sim to insert a keystone 
into a panel to unlock a door. (If you have the 
right shaped keystone in your inventory, your 
Sim automatically fishes out the correct one.) 
The Sim hoists the heavy keystone into place. 
After a brief flash of light, the nearby door is 
magically unlocked and your Sim can pass 
through it. 



The Skeleton Key Adventure Reward 
allows Sims to open any door that 
does not use a special keystone, 
one that is unique to that tomb 
or building. With the Skeleton 
Key, you no longer have to worry 
about coming to a door and being 
stopped cold!

Treasure Chests 



Most tombs and mysterious structures contain 
treasure chests. Treasure chests are often filled 
with relics and other valuables, such as gems 
or metals. Whenever you spy a treasure chest, 
be sure to open it and inspect it for goodies. 
The relics you find in chests can be saved 
as part of relic collections or sold to fund 
future explorations. 
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China 



Each destination has its own treasure chest 
style. Whereas the Egyptian chests are ancient 
stone, the Chinese treasure chests are nnade 
fronn ornate woods, 


Floor Switches and Statues 



The main mechanism for openins locked 
doors in tombs is a floor switch. These 
panels are usually plain to see on the ground 
(although some are invisible until you trigger 
their appearance, such as activating a switch 
in a wall hole). Floor switches are triggered by 
the weight of a Sim. Just direct your Sim to 
the floor switch and they will place their feet 
firmly on the footprints on the panel. 



Standing on a floor switch with footprints typically 
unlocks a door or perhaps disables a trap, 



Some floor switches require constant weight 
and will re-lock a door as soon as a Sim 
steps off of it. To hold these triggers down, 
you need to drag something heavy on top 
of it. Fortunately, many of these tombs are 
crowded with large statues. These statues 
are movable. 



To move a statue, move the mouse cursor 
over it. Small yellow arrows appear on each 
side of the statue as you mouse over them. 
These arrows show you which directions the 
Sim can push or pull the statue. When you see 
the arrow you want to use, click on the statue 
and choose one of the following interactions: 
Push, Pull, Push Far, or Pull Far. 



Push or Pull just moves the statue a single 
square on the floor. Pull Far or Push Far tells 
your Sim to keep moving it until it either hits a 
wall or you right-click on the interaction in the 
action queue. This is a good way to move a 
statue across a room without having to make 
repeat clicks. 



I Pushing or pulling statues increases 
your Sinn’s Athletic skill. You can 
get quite a workout in some of the 
larger tombs! 
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Hole in the Wall 



Look for openings in walls. These small 
holes can contain treasures, but many are 
switches that open new doors or expose 
puzzle pieces, such as new floor switches. 
Sometimes these holes appear only after a 
Sim steps on a floor switch or clears away a 
rubble pile. 

There is always a good chance that when 
your Sim reaches into one of these dark 
holes, they get a nasty surprise: bugs. If the 
hole is filled with creepy-crawlies, the Sim 
yanks her hand out and shakes off the bugs. 
The Sim can then reach back in the hole to 
see if it contains anything good. 



Aghl! Bugs!! Even after shaking them off, 
the Sim suffers from the Fear moodlet for 
several minutes. 



Rubble Piles 
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These old tombs have been crumblins for 
centuries. Rocks, dirt, and debris naturally 
collect in rubble piles. Sims can dis throush 
rubble piles to search for hidden relics, 
dissuised holes in the wall, or buried floor 
switches. While Sims dis throush a rubble 
pile, they develop the Athletic skill. 



[ Sims who discover Pangu’s Axe in 
China can smash through rubble 
piles in one blow. 


SANDS OF 
UNDERSTANDING 

The Sands of Understanding reward 
is very useful for exploring tombs 
efficiently and effectively. With this 
reward, Sims can see hidden objects 
both good and bad nearby. This 
reward also speeds up clearing rubble 
piles and increases the number of 
Ancient Coins found in treasure 
chests. Just remember, the reward 
disappears once it has been used. 


Dive Wells 



Dive wells are circular pools of water that 
appear in tombs. These wells are perfect 
places to set soaked, which is actually quite 
useful for dealins with traps. (More on traps 
later in this chapter.) Traps that would burn 
your Sim can be passed throush if your Sim 
pops out of a dive well soppins wet. 



But dive wells are often not just for 
decoration and trap-thwartins- Sims can 
Jump into dive wells and explore them. Dive 
wells occasionally act as switches that open 
up new areas in a tomb or reveal another 
piece of the mechanism that leads out of a 
room. Sometimes Sims find treasures and 
relics amons the muck at the bottom of a 
dive well. Some dive wells also open up into 
undersround tunnels. These tunnels lead to 
other dive wells inside a tomb. A Sim can use 
these dive wells as portals to discover new 
chambers in tombs, find new treasures, and 
set closer to their soals. 



When returning to a destination, 
explore dive wells again to see 
if new treasures and relics have 
surfaced at the bottom. 



These two dive wells are connected, allowing 
exploration of the new chamber. 



Boulders 



Some passases in tombs are blocked by slant 
boulders. These are immovable objects. It 
doesn't matter if your Sim is it level 10 of the 
Athletic or Martial Arts skill. That boulder is 
not movins. However, if you locate Pansu’s 
Axe — a very special relic in China — then 
you can shatter these boulders with a sinsle 
click. So, be sure to come back after findins 
that axe. The treasures tucked behind these 
boulders are typically of very hish value. 


Please check out the China 
chapter of this guide for maps of 
all of the tombs at that destination, 
including places you might find this 
valuable relic. 


Hidden Doors 



Many of the tombs have hidden doors. These 
doors look like normal walls. But when a Sim 
trissers a switch that activates the door, the 
outline of it appears on the wall. Now the Sim 
can so over to the secret door panel and 
attempt to open it. It takes a little effort. 
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by inspecting a wall. If a wall panel 


looks suspicious to you, roll the 
cursor over the panel. If the cursor 
changes, click on the panel and 
choose the Inspect interaction. 
Perhaps your Sim will discover a 
chamber of wonders?

Sarcophagus 



Many tombs feature a particularly creepy 
decoration: a sarcophasus. These can be 
forced open and inspected, just like a 
treasure chest. Many of them contain relics 
and other treasures. Some of them reveal 
secrets in a chamber. But others contain a 
dangerous cargo: mummies. Mummies are 
vicious monsters that mean harm to Sims. 
They should be avoided at all costs because 
they only seek to hurt your explorers — 
sometimes with physical violence, sometimes 
with a horrible curse.

Some mummies pop out as 
soon as your Sim gets close to a 
sarcophagus, startling them. If you 
see a sarcophagus surrounded by 
treasure chests, for example, you 
may want to exercise great caution 
Chances are good that it’s a trap. 



Whew! This sarcophagus only contains treasure. 
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Look who woke up on the wrong side of the

Traps 



Four types of traps await in the tombs or 
other mysterious buildings: fire, electricity, 
steam jets, and poison darts. All four of 
these traps can cause real harm to Sims who 



EYES OF HORUS 

The Eyes of Horus are special 
treasures discovered in the bottom 
of the Temple of Abu Simbel. These 
treasures are incredibly useful for 
exploring tombs. You can place one 
anywhere in a destination — even 
deep inside a tomb— and then use 
the other to teleport to the first Eye’s 
location. Use these as portable 
teleporters to quickly move around 
a destination. 


carelessly move through a tomb. Some traps 
are hidden. Others are quite visible, appearing 
as a series of holes on the floor or even 
repeatedly going off as ample warning. For 
example, a fire trap will often belch flames on 
a regular basis to let your Sim know that the 
other side of a room will be difficult to reach, 
but probably contains something valuable. 
After all, traps are rarely laid for sport. They 
are for protection. 

A Sim who spots the trap in advance will 
normally refuse to cross it, even if you click 
on the opposite side and try to order the 
Sim to “go here.” However, if the trap has 




I’ve mentioned this before, but it bears repeating— do not go into these tombs 
without the proper gear. For longer tomb explorations, bring food, at least one 
Shower in a Can, and a tent. Not only are these the best ways to maximize your 
time in a tomb — no need to rush back to base camp — but they will keep your 
Sim’s mood bright. Better mood, better time in the tomb. 

I always carry at least three Showers in a Can. Not just for cleanliness, either. As 
you’ll see in the next section about traps, the Shower in a Can can be a lifesaver 
when your Sim accidentally stumbles upon a fire trap. The water will extinguish 
the flames before any permanent damage is done. And by permanent damage, I 
really mean the Scorched moodlet. 

Food is also important. Dried food is good and the more expensive it is, the 
better Meal moodlet your Sim gets from eating. But don’t be afraid to spend 
some Ancient Coins on the Pemmican. This special dried food will keep your 
Sim satisfied for longer and you get the positive Carbed Up! moodlet that will 
hopefully push your Sim’s mood into that green bubble so you earn Lifetime 
, Happiness points while in the underworld. 
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failed or been disarmed, the Sim will have no 
problems crossIns It. 

You can actually spot a hidden trap in 
advance by havins your Sim inspect a 
suspicious-lookins area. If the Sim successfully 
discovers the trap, the trap appears on 
the floor in resular view — but it is armed. 

Now what? 



Sims can attempt to disarm traps, but this 
is a risky proposition. Just click on the trap 
and choose the Disarm command. While the 
Sim is working on disarming the trap, a green 
status gauge appears above their heads, just 
as if they were reading a book. When the 
gauge reaches the top, one of three things 
happens. There is a random chance that the 
trap will go off while the Sim is attempting 
to disarm it, thus frightening the Sim (and 
earning the Fear moodlet). Should the Sim 
successfully disarm the trap, the trap is now 
ineffective and can be walked over without 
worry. If the trap cannot be disarmed, a 
short message tells you that you need to find 
another way around.

( Handiness skill gives Sims greater 
success when disarming a trap. 



If a trap cannot be disarmed or you don't 
want to risk trying to disarm it, you can use 
the Attempt to Cross interaction. If the trap is 


Just visible on the floor, the Sim will attempt 
to slink between the holes. If the attempt 
fails, the trap goes off and the Sim suffers the 
consequences of that particular trap. Should 
you Attempt to Cross an active trap, one that 
is going off in regular intervals, you have a 
greater chance of making it, but these traps 
can still be tricky. However, certain conditions 
thwart the effects of a trap. For example, if 
you attempt to cross a fire trap, soaking your 
Sim in water at a nearby dive well will make 
them impervious to the flames.

If you ever get in too much trouble 
in a tomb with traps or mummies, 
use the Adventure Reward Escape 
Dust to be magically teleported 
back to base camp or an owned 
vacation home.

Another way to disarm a trap is to push one 
of the giant statues that you use to trigger 
floor switches on top of a trap. The weight of 
the statue disarms the trap (but only the trap 
the statue is on — not an entire series of traps) 
and allows the Sim to safely pass over it. 



Fire 



Fire traps are one of the most common. This 
trap emits huge pillars of flames from holes. 
Sims caught in fire traps catch on fire. Similar 
to the effect of a kitchen fire, the Sim goes 
into panic mode. If your Sim is on fire, look for 
any nearby water to put out the flame. A dive 
well is perfect. Steam jets traps will also put 
out the flames. Once the fire is extinguished, 
the Sim gets the Torched moodlet. 





Daredevil Sims actually get a big 
positive reaction from the Torched 
moodlet. Once the fire is out, the 
Daredevil also gets the Adrenaline 
Rush moodlet for three hours. 



( Always look for statues that you 
can push on top of traps. This is the 
foolproof way to disable a trap. 



Sims can get through a fire trap by soaking 
themselves In a dive well first. As soon as 
the Soaked moodlet is present, they are 
drenched and can slip through the trap 
without harm. If the fire is raging while 
they move through it, the Soaked moodlet 
disappears. If the fire trap is off when the 
Sim tries to cross it, they keep the Soaked 
moodlet and the puddle of water from their 
feet disables the trap. 
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Electricity 



The electricity trap looks very similar to the fire 
trap except that it crackles with blue sparks 
when it soes off. If the Sim is in a normal state, 
the shock will just singe them (they receive 
the Singed moodlet). These electrical bolts 
will shock a singed Sim into unconsciousness, 
giving them the Knocked Out moodlet. While 
knocked out, the Sim is vulnerable to other 
things, but if they are exploring with another 
Sim, hopefully that Sim can protect them. 

This trap can be disabled by soaking a Sim 
and then getting water on the trap — ^while 
it is not arcing electricity. If you Attempt to 
Cross and get a water puddle on the trap, it 
is disabled. 


Steam Jets 



This trap shoots hot blasts of steam through 
its holes. Soaking your Sim doesn't do much 
to disable this trap because it is water-based 
itself. If your Sim is caught in the steam jets, 
they get Soaked. (But at least the trap can put 
out flames or remove the Singed moodlet.) 
This is the weakest of the traps and easiest to 
cross. Sims won't even get the Fear moodlet 
from the steam jet trap. 


Steam jet traps have a Jump 
In interaction that lets you 
purposefully leap into active jets 
to extinguish flames or just get the 
Soaked moodlet. 
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Poison Darts 




This trap is pretty darn devious. Sims who 
get caught in it by surprise or who attempt to 
cross the trap and fail are poisoned by the 
little spears. The Sim then stumbles backward 
and passes out. While Knocked Out, the Sim 
lies on the floor, helpless. Definitely attempt 
to disarm this trap however you can — using 
a statue to block the vents is always the 
best solution. 

Mummies! 


When a mummy spots a Sim, it attacks. The 
mummy jumps on a Sim and goes berserk. 
(Look, you woke it up — now you have to 
deal with the consequences.) If your Sim 
has a high Martial Arts or Athletic skill rating, 
there is a good chance that you can beat the 
mummy. But if you lose, one of two things 
can happen. If you are lucky, the mummy only 
knocks your Sim unconscious — ^you have the 
Knocked Out moodlet and must wait for it to 
pass before you can get up. If you are not so 
lucky, the mummy pulls your Sim close and 
breathes an icky gas. This gives your Sim the 
Mummy's Curse moodlet, which is a curse. 



When you spot a sarcophagus in a tomb, just 
relax. Not all of them house the reanimated 
bandaged remains of ancient kings who had 
their brains pulled out through the nose and 
stored in a jar buried next to them. (The heart 
is usually in the next jar over. This would make 
you pretty upset, too.) But some of them do 
release dangerous mummies into tombs that 
threaten your Sim with physical harm and 
even a curse that eventually causes death. 




Munnnnies will not attack child Sims. 




Ugh, mummy breath! 

If your Sim is hit with the Mummy's Curse 
moodlet, you have a limited amount of time 
to get rid of the curse before the Sim dies. 
(It's an avvTuI death, too. There's screaming 
and burning. And your ghost is dark.) There 
are a few ways to get rid of the curse. Get to 
the Sphinx and use the Plead with the Sphinx 
interaction. Now your Sim can enter and look 
for the Soulpeace statue. This statue cleanses 
the curse from your Sim. You can also ditch 
the curse via the Snake Kiss moodlet, which 
is achieved by kissing a cobra from the Snake 
Charmer Basket. (More on this basket — and 
the hidden Snake Charmer skill — in the 
Egypt chapter.)

There is a way to set an assressive mummy 
off your back: Mummy Snacks. This Adventure 
Reward (purchased from the Special 
Merchant with Ancient Coins) can be thrown 
to the sround as your Sim flees. Mummies 
cannot resist this treat. A mummy will stop 
pursuit and start noshins on a Mummy 
Snack. While the mummy is busy eatins, 

Sims can either continue their escape or 
use this distraction to inspect the mummy’s 
sarcophasus. Surely there is enoush room in 
that thins for a relic as well as a mummy, risht? 




QMSCIBIMS 


Maybe you don’t find mummies scary at all? Perhaps you want one to take home and call 
your very own? Well, if you find all of the pieces of the Sarcophagus of the Kings in the 
tombs of Egypt, you can assemble the artifact and bring it home. From this artifact, you can 
summon a playable mummy into your household. Here’s what else you need: 5 Canopic Jar 
relics. Place these objects inside the Sarcophagus of the Kings. If the offering is accepted, 
the sarcophagus lid swings open and the mummy stumbles out. It’s now all yours! 

You need to know a few things about playing a mummy. Mummies cannot Try for Baby. 

Mummies cannot run. Mummies also scare Coward or Neurotic Sims. But mummies also 

not have as many needs as a normal Sim. They do not need to sleep. (After all, they’ve " ^ 

spent enough time sleeping.) They do not need to use the bathroom. But they can develop skills, socialize, go to work.. .pretty much 
anything else a regular Sim can do. They even have a longer lifespan than normal Sims. 

One last word of warning about mummies: keep them away from fire. If a mummy catches on fire, it burns. That’s it. There is no 
saving it. 
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How to Use Destination Chapters 

You know about all of the Lifetime Wishes. You 
have seen the new objects you can buy for 
your house. You understand how to survive 
a fire trap. You know exactly which new skill 
you want to tackle first. You are Just itchins to 
set out there and explore. And we're happy 
to help you s^t the most out of your travels. 

The followins three chapters detail everythins 
there is to do at each of the destinations — 

France, China, and Esypt. Each chapter is 
broken down into specific sections: tourins 
the sites, shoppins, adventure list, and 
tomb maps. Before headins out the front 
door, make sure you know how to use each 
destination chapter so you don’t miss a thing. 





Touring 


Each destination chapter includes a general 
tour of the site before going into all of the 
adventures you can undertake as well as 
the tombs you can explore. These tours 
include photos of the vacation homes you 
can buy once you max out your visa for that 
destination, the location of the markets and 
store inventories, and maps for all of the 
different collectibles and fishing spots. 

Shopping & Skills 

With the exception of relic merchants, the 
shops at each destination have the same 
inventory every day. The same camera. The 
same foods. The same books. Only the relic 
merchants change their inventories daily, so 
be sure to check in regularly to see what’s 
new on the shelf. Each destination also has 
a special merchant, typically strolling around 
the marketplace — although they have been 
known to wander to other locations. The 
special merchants share a common collection 
of goods, but they also have destination- 
specific items you definitely should browse. 


Check out the skill sections for each 
destination, too. Each location has a skill 
that is somehow tethered to it, although 
skills themselves do not have borders. The 
Martial Arts skill can be practiced in France by 
using the Training Dummy at the museum, for 
example. And Egypt even has its own hidden 
skill: Snake Charming. Don’t miss out on that 
cool hidden skill. (It may even save your life 
one day...) 

Adventure Lists 



Each destination offers dozens of adventures. 
Learn about them by checking the Adventure 
Board near base camp, meeting locals, and 
answering your phone. Some adventures are 
single outings. You go find something, help 
someone, and then report back to earn the 
reward. F^owever, there are many adventure 
chains — linked adventures to start as one 
ends. As you complete each adventure 
in the chain, you may or may not earn a 
reward when reporting the success of your 
current step. 

Each destination includes a full list of 
adventures. The adventures are sorted into 
their chains (if relevant) and include the 
adventure title, the objective, the reward, 
and — if applicable — ^the tomb. The tomb 
listing lets you know which tomb map to 
reference to satisfy the adventure objective. 
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When an adventure requires that you collect a 
certain number of something, that collectible is 
usually marked on map view. 



Many adventures require talking to locals, 
perhaps to spread information or learn 
something. You’ll see a new social, always 
noted in a gold bubble. Often, you need 
to be acquainted with the local for the new 
social to be successful. Trying it too early 
doesn’t carry a penalty, but you will get a 
message saying you need to know the Sim 
better. So, chat them up, be friendly, learn a 
song from them — ^you have to butter ’em up 
to get what you want. 


The Charisma skill is actually quite 
useful to develop because many 
adventure chains involve social 
situations. 
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Adventures are a great way to see a 
destination — but be sure to take some 
time during your travels to explore at 
your own pace. Not every location at 
a destination is part of an adventure. 
Some sites are just cool to look at, 
such as the shipwreck in Egypt 
that you are never directed 
toward. So, relax. Take a look 
around. After all, not all who 
wander are lost... 


Tomb Maps 



Many adventures require that you slip into a 
dangerous underground tomb or a daunting 
structure, such as a pyramid or chateau. Each 
destination chapter includes maps of every 
tomb with traps pointed out so you never get 
shocked, burned, or soaked without warning. 
We also call out hidden doors, dive well 
tunnels, keystone panels — ^you will not get 
lost. You will find the treasure. And you will 
emerge from the tomb victorious! 



Many tomb maps also have photos that show you 
how to solve a tricky puzzle, 

Because no two adventurers will have the 
same experience in a tomb, it is impossible to 
show you exactly what you will find in every 
treasure chest or on every pedestal. The 
relics, gems, and precious metal ingots you 
find in a tomb are, to a large degree, random,- 
however, we point out specific spots where 


you are likely to find a valuable treasure. We 
also point out the locations of the keystones. 
After all, without a keystone, you aren’t going 
very far in most tombs. 

Here are the treasures you can expect to find 
in a tombs, from bags of Simoleons to metal 
ingots to relics. When using our tomb maps, 
use these legends to determine the contents 
of a treasure drop.

Is there a little color pokins out of 
the dull stone? Then that’s a sem. There are several new sems in World Adventures located at 
each new destination. 




To get the Soulpeace Gem, you either need to discover it in a tomb or acquire it 


through displaying other gems. Here’s how you can actually “make” a Soulpeace 
Gem in your own house; buy a large display in Buy Mode. Then, place one gem of 
every color on the display. Mix and match the cuts. This will not work if they are all 
the same or all different. Once you have the collection laid out, click on the display 
and choose “Activate.” Voila! You have a Soulpeace Gem. 


When you find a sem on the sround, it is in roush form. You can increase its value by havins 
it cut. Gem cuts cost Simoleons. You unlock additional cuts as you send more and more 
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sems off. There are brand-new cuts in World 
Adventures that look quite nice. Here is a 
chart of the cuts, includins the cost of each 
cut and how much the cut multiplies the value 
of the sem:

To get Supernovium and Connpendiunn, you need to follow a sinnilar systenn to 
creating a Soulpeace Gem or a Skull cut. Buy a large display. To get Supernovium, 
place different types of metal in most of the slots of the display (but fill all slots). 
Then, click the display and choose “Activate” to create Supernovium. To create 
Compendium, follow the same step but instead of different types of metal, place 
mostly the same type of metal on the display. (Still, throw one or two different metals 
in there.) Then, use the “Activate” interaction to make the Compendium. 



In the wild, you typically find metals in ore form. You can increase their value by 
smelting them into ingots. Send the ore away to be smelted, which costs §40. When 
you get the ingot back, its value has increased by 75 percent. 


Meteorites 

Space rocks crash to the ground all over the 
world — not just in Sunset Valley or Riverview. 
Meteorites comes in three sizes. The larger the 
rock, the more valuable it is. However, size isn’t 
the only factor. Analyze meteorites to find out 
exactly what they are. 

Now, there are some risk to this. The raw value 
of a meteorite may actually be more than its 
analyzed value. Once analyzed, you cannot 
undo the process either. So, are you a betting 
person? Is that huge meteorite a Kamasite, thus 
improving the value? Or is it really an Ordinary 
Chondrite, thus halving the value?

While off on your adventures, you explore 
dangerous tombs full of loot and treasure. 

But you can find relics half-buried on the 
surface, too. Each destination has many dig 
sites. When you locate a dig site (you see 
what looks like some debris poking out of 
the ground), click on it and choose Excavate.

Shang Simla is an isolated community in the 
mountainous region of China.

Locals 
are more relaxed and less stressed, thanks in 
no small part to the mental clarity afforded 
by the destination’s beautiful temples and 
gardens, as well as the local skill: Martial Arts. 

However tranquil Shang Simla looks from 
above, though, its underworld is a much 
different story. Below the temples and 
monuments are several dangerous tombs, just 
waiting for a careless Sim to traipse through 
and never be heard from again. 


Shopping & Skills 



The marketplace is in the center of town, 
within the walls of the Forbidden City. The 
market fills with locals, giving you ample 
opportunity to chat up native Sims, learn 
songs, and make new friends. You can 
swim in fountains for exercise or stress- 
reducing pleasure. But even though there 
are all of these great things to do around the 
marketplace, you know what you are there 
for: spending Simoleons. 
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There are four merchants in the marketplace: 
relics, food, books, and general store. The 
inventories of the relic and food merchants 
change daily, so check back often to 
see what new treasures are for sale. The 
inventories of the book and general stores 
remain static, though. Here are the useful 
items and goodies you can buy at the 
marketplace, plus the wares of the Special 
Merchant, who is likely not too far from the 
marketplace during waking hours.

When you first arrive in China, your initial stop 
is the base camp. The Adventure Board in 
front of the base camp gets you started 
on your very first adventure — stop there 
right away and see what’s being offered to 
curious Sims. Base camp also offers all of the 
amenities your Sim needs for basic needs, 
such as beds, showers, and a kitchen. Use 
base camp at any time — but be polite and 
clean up after yourself before you leave! 


Dragon’s Maw 




Carved in stone above the Forbidden City, 
the eyes of an ancient dragon watch over the 
people of Shang Simla. The Dragon’s Maw is 
the entrance to a tomb of the same name, 
which your Sim must explore as part of the 
adventures offered in China. It is not a place 
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for the weak-hearted. Many traps await those 
who dare slip throush the drason’s teeth and 
explore its dark belly. 


Halls of the Lost Army 



The Halls of the Lost Army is a temple in the 
middle of the Forbidden City. Just below the 
hall is a tomb where visitors to China can get 
their feet wet, explorins their very first tomb 
at the destination. It’s not the toushest tomb 
your Sim will encounter, but woe unto those 
who take trips to the underworld lightly. 


Land of the Ancestors 



Nestled in the mountains above the 
Forbidden City is the Land of the Ancestors, 
the ancient burial ground of Shang Simla. 

This graveyard is a quiet place to visit... during 
the day. Is your Sim brave enough to pay 
their respects to the ancestors after the sun 
has set? 



Explore the catacombs below the burial ground, 
just like the cemetery back in your home town, 


Scholar’s Garden 



The peaceful Scholar’s Garden is a relaxing 
respite in a destination that is already 
stunningly peaceful. Sims walk among the 
manicured plants and breathe deep the 
outdoor air. Sims with a developed Logic 
skill may use the telescope to search the 
heavens or practice their mental fortitude 
at the outdoor chess table. Inside the small 
structure on the garden grounds, Sims may 
relax in posh chairs and read a selection from 
the bookshelves. 




( The Scholar’s Garden also has a 
Training Dummy and Board Breaker 
if you want to break a physical sweat 
as well as a mental one. 



Name heavenly bodies over China by searching 
the galaxy through the telescope. 


Temple of Heaven 



The Temple of Heaven jabs its finger into the 
sky, pointing to the gods above that have 


shown such great fortune to Shang Simla. 
Rumor has it that somewhere below the 
Temple of Heaven, though, is a magical artifact 
with the power to shatter that which the gods 
created: stone. If your Sim wants to break 
through the giant boulders that block many 
paths in tombs, they must prove themselves 
worthy to enough locals to earn the right to 
attempt the Pangu’s Axe adventure. 



Pangu’s Axe is located in the Temple of Heaven — 
it is the only place you will find this treasure and 
only as part of the “Pangu’s Axe" adventure. 



Pangu’s Axe lets you smash through giant 
boulders in other tombs. Go back to previously 
explored tombs with that magical axe and open 
new areas with great treasures. 


Terracotta Army 



It is said that the emperors of old would 
need a great army to escort them into 
the underworld. And so vast platoons of 
terracotta soldiers were fashioned from 
ancient clay and erected on the site where 
the emperor’s physical body was buried. 
The Terracotta Army is a breathtaking sight 
to behold, but below the clay hooves of 
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the horses that shall fi'sht for the emperor 
in the afterlife is the Tomb of the Drason 
Emperor. Does your Sim dare set foot on such 
hallowed ground? 

Camp Sites 

We’ve all been there. You’re halfway done 
with an adventure but the Sleepy moodlet is 
about to turn red. You don't want to spend a 
bunch of time hoofing it back to base camp. 
Traveling Sims are always welcome to take a 
snooze or use the bathroom facilities at any 
of China’s camps.

Photography Skill 



Esypt does not have a definitive skill like 
France or China. However, this is the only 
destination of the three where you can buy 
the top-tier cameras for developing the 
Photography skill as well as a Photography 
skill-building tome. So, consider Egypt the 
unofficial home of the Photography skill. While 
on your adventures, stop and take photos of 
everything to not only develop the skill, but 
also to fill some of the photo collections that 
result in Simoleons. 


Snake Charming 

Snake Charming is not a skill that you track like 
Martial Arts or Writing — it is more of a hidden 
skill. To start developing this skill, you need to 
buy the Snake Charmer’s Basket from the general 
store in Al Simhara. Then, find a nice spot to sit 
down and practice. Your Sim uses a pungi to 
coax a snake out of the basket. Now, at first you 
are not going to be very good at this. But the 
longer you play for the snake, the better you get. 

Soon, you will be able to charm for tips, just as you can with the guitar. 

Snake Charming is also one way to cure the Mummy’s Curse moodlet given by a hardcore 
mummy attack.

Though the ancients were dedicated to 
the exploration of math and early sciences, 
they were not without mysticism. The Great 
Sphinx that cuts a profile in the Al Simhara sky 
is a monument dedicated to a mythological 
creature said to possess incredible 
knowledge. 


The Pyramid of the Burning Sands may look 
small next to the Great Pyramid, but it’s still 
deserving of wonder. The interior of the 
pyramid is home to the Tomb of Burning 
Sands, which is heated not by the blazing sun 
above, but a different heat source that grows 
naturally within its ancient chambers.

To explore inside the Great Sphinx, inspect the 
door between its front paws. 



This pyramid also contains the Tomb 
of the Rock, which you can explore 
whenever you like— even on your first 
visit.

A little swim 
is a great escape from the scorching sun.

Getting Started 

You can build tombs on your own lots through Build and Buy Mode. 
Although you are not required to build underground for a tomb, you 
may want to start by installing a basement under your house via the 
new Basement tool in Build Mode. Once you have constructed a 
basement, make sure you have stairs leading down to it so Sims can 
access the would-be tomb. 


Basements make great tombs, but you could set 
up traps in a bedroom if you really wanted to. 

To build a tomb, you have to open the Cheat menu and input a 
command to access a special collection of Buy Mode objects. To 
access this Cheat menu, press |OShift| + [Control] + In the blue 
line that drops from the top of the screen, type: buydebug. This 
unlocks a new category in Buy Mode: Special Items.

Once you have activated the special Buy Mode collection of tomb 
items, you can enter Buy Mode and start placing the very same traps, 
triggers, and tomb objects you have seen in your travels.

Of course, just placins traps and switches 
in your basement does not automatically 
make it a tomb. You must set up trisgers and 
behaviors so the tomb also works as more 
than just a gallery. The first thing you need 
to do is go back into the Cheat console. 
Then, input: “testingcheatsenabled true" (no 
quotation marks). This allows you to then 
start assigning triggers and behaviors. To add 
triggers to objects, left-click on them while 
holding down [OShift| + [ Control | .

( We offer a couple of examples of 
setting up tomb behaviors at the end 
of this chapter. 

By now, you recognize many of the tomb 
objects such as traps, rubble piles, and floor 
switches. But there are a few objects in the 
catalog that you need to understand how to 
use to improve your tombs: 



Tomb Room Marker: This silver orb 
is actually the fog that casts a room in 
darkness until a Sim enters it. This lets 
you create a real atmosphere of mystery 
(or dread) in your tomb. Install these 
in rooms so the player will not see 
everything in the tomb right away. 

Inscription Plaque: Leave notes and 
hints on the walls for Sims to read. This is 
a good way to add personality to your 
tomb. 



Hidden Trigger Panel: You know how 
sometimes traps started firing when you 
walked into a certain area of a room? 
The hidden trigger panel controls those. 
Place these In your tombs and associate 
them with traps and such to make the 
tomb interactive and full of surprises. 

Triggers and Activated 
Behaviors 

This is the most important part of building 
a tomb, because assigning triggers and 
behaviors is what makes the tomb function 
properly. Just setting a few traps and floor 
switches won't cut it. You need to instruct 
these objects to interact and be triggered by 


each other. 



To see how your triggers are working, hold 
the cursor over the object. The lines show 
which objects are triggered by the current 
object. The purple arrow line indicates the 
object that is being affected by the object 
your cursor is positioned over. The green 
arrow lines indicate that the object is being 
affected by whatever the line is pointing to. 

Here is a series of examples for creating tomb 
objects, triggers, and interactions: 

Floor Switch to Unlock Door 

1 * Place the door. 

2. Place the floor switch. 

3. Lock the door using Buy Mode 
Interactions. 

4 . Use the “Link Triggers... Step On" 
interaction on the floor switch. The 
trigger is Step On. 

5 . Use the "Link to Activated Behavior... 
Unlock" interaction on the door. The 
Activated Behavior for the last trigger 
is to Unlock.
